But it 
can truthfully be said the passing of the dog 
was attended by intense excitement; and 
even though it is dead the creature covers 
more ground than it ever did when living.

Any number of women, who 
dashed into stores in Clark street in at- 
tempts to evade the little thing, which, 
under the kindest treatment, probably 
would never have attained a size warranting 
being called a brute, wil vow it was.

DRAMATIC SCENE AT THE SUICIDE 
OF JOHN MALMBERG. 


Coaxes the Pianist in Niles Neuman'‘s 
Saloon to Play the Swedish Nation- 
‘al Air and Then Blows His Brains 
Out Before the Horrified Bystand- 
ers Can Restrain Him-—Evidence 
the Deed Was Long Premeditated 
and Carefully Planned, 


John Malmberg, a young Swede, made his 
exit from the world in a dramatic manner 
Shortly after 12 o'clock last night. 

He placed a revolver to his head and Mew 
out his brains in the saloon of Nels Neu- 
man, No. 120 Chicago avenue, while the piano 
player was rendering the national Swedish 
hymn. The resort was crowded with people 
at the time. ; 

Little is known of Malmberg. That his 
suicide was carefully planned ig shown by 
the fact he left a sealed letter addressed 
to Charles F. Johnson,No. 16 West Beethoven 
place. 

The police did not open the letter, but 
have no doubt it contains a full explanation 
of the reasons for his act. 

Neuman’s saloon is a favorite resort for 
the Swedish residents, who are plentiful in 
the vicinity, and last night there was con- 
siderable festivity in the place. About 12 
o’clock Malmbexg came in and took several 
drinks: 

He was well dressed and seemed to be in 
good spirits. He conversed with several! of 
the young men for some time and then 
walked over to the piano player. 

“Play the Swedish Hymn,” requested 
Malmberg, handing the performer a small 
coin. 

The pianist readily agreed and started the 
touching melody. 

He was in the midst of it when Malmberg 
attracted the attention of all by shouting: 

** Gentlemen!”

Strong for President Cleveland.

‘The entire severance of Church and State 
in our country should not be allowed to stifle 
our sympathies or hamper our action in a 
case like this. It should rather stimulate 
them. It is a case which especially appeals 
to us as men and as Americans, As citizens 
of this republic we have learned to know and 
dared to maintain that no form of religious 
bellef should expose its adherents to perse- 
cution. It is as representatives and main- 
tainers of this essential American principle 
that we appeal for national action in this 
matter of a foreign persecution whose de- 
tails are too horrible to depict or enumerate. 

‘We sincerely trust that some measure 
or measures consistent with the national 
traditions and the national dignity may we 
devised, and that speedily, which shall 
bring the whole force of the national sen- 
timent to bear upon the solution of this

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FRANZ FERDINAND SAID TO BE DEAD 


Heir Presumptive to Throne of Aus- 
tria-Hungary Said to Be No More.

Berlin, Feb.«l1.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by thre 
New York Journal.]—There is a rumor afloat 
here that the Archduke Frrang Ferdinand, 
heir presumptive to the throne of Austria- 
Hungary, is dead in Cairo, Egypt. It will 
be remembered that a few months ago he 
was counseled by his physician to escape the 
rigorous autumn and winter of Austria for 

the salubrious climate of thé Nile. 

The Archduke was then already in the last 
Stages of consumption, and lately his demise 
was expected to occur almost any day. 

The Archduke Franz, Ferdinand was born 
Dec. 18, 1863. He was the oldest son of Arch- 
duke Kar? Ludwig, the brother of Emperor 
Franz Joseph. During the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, while on a trip around the 
world, he visited the United States, travel- 
ing incognito. 

For more than a year the condition of the 
young man has been so low that he had to 
spend most of his time in health resorts. 
In case the report of his death proves true 
his brother, Archduke Otto, will succeed him 
as heir presumptive. The latter is always 
spoken of as the black sheep of the imperial 
family.

ANXIOUS TO BRING AID TO CUBA, 


Representatives Wish the House to 
Take Decided Action. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—The Cuban 
revolution furnished the text for a brief but 
animated talk before the Foreign Affairs 
committee today. 
Representative William Alden, Smith of 
Michigan, who is an enthusiastic supporter 
of the revolutionists, proposed that the com- 
mittee should proceed to frame and report to 
the House a resolution of some sort, either 
expressing sympathy with the rebels or re- 
questing President Cleveland to recognize 
them as belligerents. Mr. Smith argued that 
the House was not_ under obligations to 
delay its action longer for Secretary Olney 
to supply it with the promised documentary 
information, because the Senate committee 

had already acted. 

The House, in his opinion, should either co- 

operate with the Senate or take independent 
action, and it need not hesitate from fear 
of offending Spain, for the Senate had al- 
ready crossed that Rubicon. 
‘Chairman Hitt explained to the commit- 
tee that the State Department ha@d added 
extra men to the corps of clerks who are 
copying the documents in the departmen<, 
and that Secretary Olney had promised to 
have them ready soon. 

There was a slight manifgetation of im- 
patiénce at the progress which the Sec- 
retary is making in complying with the 
House resolution, but no action was taken 
on the matter. 

Vigorous representations are being made 
to Congress by the representatives of the 
revolution who are in Washington. They 
have almost-daily interviews with the mem- 
bers of the Foreign Affairs committee and 
they are always cordially received by these 
genticmen and their statements are listened 
to with interest. 


Rojas Said to Be Slain. 

Madrid, Feb. 1.—A dispatch from Havana 
states that an encounter recently occurred 
near Caunao in which forty insurgents were 
killed, including leader Rojas. The report 
that the American Government has made 
overtures to the European powers to recog- 
nize the Cuban insurgents as belligerents 
is denied.

MUST SEND AN APOLOGY. 


ENGLISH OPINION OVERWHELMING- 
LY AGAINST DUNRAVEN. 


London Times Only Real Supporter in 
a “Fatuaous” Editorial That Does 
Him More Harm than Good—Other 
Papers Consider the New York 
Yacht Club Let Him Down Easily— 
Views of Prominent Yachtsmen on 
the Case.

London, Feb. 1.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Times.]—Saturday in winter is 
an impossible day on which to find any En- 
glishmen of means and leisure staying in 
London, and, consequently the class who 
know most about the Earl of Dunraven and 
yachting matters generally are not to be got 
at. As to the public not so immediately in- 
terested in yachting, they have made up 
their minds abeut the affair long ago. 

It is significant that not a single one of the 
halfpenny evening papers says a word about 
the whole business, which.means that their 
public care nothing about it, having dis- 
misged the Earl of Dunraven from their 
thofghts as an outsider when he came back 
from New York. Of the provincial papers 
I find none which contains any comment 
favorable to the Earl of Dunraven, but a 
good many which express surprise that the 
committee let him down so lightly. This is 
the geheral tone,of the London press, too, 


Change of Tone in the Times. 


It is true that the Times, which was orig- 
inally harsher on Dunraven than anybody 
else, now surprisingly veers to his side, and 
commits itself to the ridiculous assertion 
that the.real matter at issue still remains not 
cleared up; but the Times is just now passing 
through a phase of impatience with all 
things American, and this is clearly a 
splenetic manifestation of its general mood, 
without reference to the merits of this par- 
ticular case. 

The only other paper openly supporting 
the Earl of Dunraven is the Globe, which 
has for a long time been recognized as the 
stupidist paper published in any language, 
and the opinion of which could not influence 
its own compositors, let alone anybody out- 
side its office. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, in the “Don’t nail 
his ears to the pump ”’ spirit. expresses the 
hope that the Yale crew when it ‘comes 
here will be treated nicely, but otherwise 
its comments are neutral.

Severe Loss Inflicted by an Inferior 


Force of Negro Insurgents Turned 
Imtoan Unqaalified Victory—Water- 
works at MAtanzas Destroyed and 
the Inhabitants of That Unforta- 
nate City Dependent Upon the Tem- 
porary Supply ’in Reservoirs.

Havana, Jan. 31, by way of Key West, Fla., 


Feb. 1.—Here is an account of a fight be- 
tween some of Quintin Bandero’s men under 
Leoncio Vidal and eighty-five Spanish troops 


at Camaguay. 

According to the report sent in to head- 
quarters there were 150 rebels and they were 
repulsed with great slaughter. The troops’ 
loss was placed at five. 

I have it from an eyewitness that there 


were just thirty negroes in the attacking 


party. They discovered the _ eighty-five 


Spanish guerriljas and Vidas first ordered a 
retreat. The negroes asked to b= allowed one 


more charge. H®consented and the charge 
was made. There were forty-two of the 
eighty-five Spaniards killed and wounded. 
Their arms and ammunition fell into the 
rebels’ hands. The rebels did not lose a man 
and their wounds were all slight. 

This fight took place within sight of La- 
quinta, on the San Lorenzo River. The Ha- 
vana papers know of this, but, of course, 
cannot publish it. : 

The other day the Matanzas water-works, 
with its pumps and buildings, were burned 
by the rebels. The reservoirs prevent an 
actual water famine in that city, but this is 
only. a temporary supply. 

Doctoring Cable Dispatches. 

The local papers published the fact, but 
the censor, Maj. Suarez Inclan, would not 
allow it to be cabled. Neither would he 
permit the news to go out that the suburbs 
of Havana are full of refugees from the 
country.

Sancti Spiritus is one of the most important 
cities of the island, and Garcia is about the 
last Cuban who would be expected to join 
the Insurgents. He is one of the old leaders, 
and Campos said inducing him to remain 
loyal was more important than any battle 
of the war. ’

SPAIN IS MAKING UP NEW RUMORS. 
Spreading Accounts of Quarrels in the 
Insurgent Ranks. 

Havana, Feb. 1.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.|—A report Was cur- 
rent in Cuban circles here yesterday that 
there is considerable dissatisfaction in Go- 
mez’s camp at some of the actions of the 
Cuban Junta in New York and it is said 
that that body is being strongly blamed for 
the failure of the insurgents to receive 
much needed supplies of arms and ammu- 
nition and rumor also has it that there are 
disagreements between the insurgent arim- 

ies in the field. 

Such rumors, however, are known to have 
been™circulated by the Spanish authorities 


| in the past and it may be that the reported 
“dryscord between the Cuban Generals is not 


an actual fact. Reinforcements of cavalry 
are being -hurried on to Gen. Marin frem 
every available point. 

His exact whereabouts, however, are not 
known, contradictory reports in this con- 
nection having been purposely circulated in 
order to deceive the friends of the insurg- 
ents, who Keep the latter posted, so far as 
possible, upon the movements of the Span- 
ish troops. j 

A dispatch from Santiago de Cuba today 
announced that the column of troops under 
Col. Sandoval at Sierra del Cobre, Province 
of Santiago de Cuba, has been engaged with 
an insurgent force and captured the latter’s 
positions at Pajon Retero and the heights 
of Augustin. The insurgents left eight 
killed on the fleld and retired with many 
wounded. The Spanish troops had two ofli- 
cers and five privates wounded. 

Better People Emigrating. 

The exodus of the better class of pedple 
from Cuba continues and the prices of pro- 
visions, etc., continue to go up. In fact, mat- 
ters have almost reached the point when the 
poorer classes will have to depend almost en- 
tirely upon the authorities for relief. Lux- 
uries are worth their weight in gold, busi- 
ness is nearly a thing of the past, and trade 
with the interior may be said to have ceascd, 


excepting that part of it which is carried on 


by steamer or sailing vessel. 
The country merchants are either bank- 


> rupt or nearly so, and the banking firms are 


being called upon on all sides for assistance. 
People who can do so are in very Many cases 
realizing upon their belongings, and every- 
thing tends to increase the feeling of de- 
pression which has weighed upon the com- 
munity for some time past. 

The worst of it is that there is no glimmer 
of sunshine anvwhere, the best that can be 
expected being a long, tedious struggle with 
an unsatisfactory ending to the business- 
man in any case. 

The movement of the troops seems to be 
the only to any degree enlivening incident 
of life in Havana nowadays, and it may be 
added, people are getting heartily tired even 
of the most briliant military display. In 
short, the insurrection is tiring everybody 
here and ruining business. .

The 
present schedule of wages adopted is only 
50, 40, 25, and 15 per cent of the old rate of 
wages and some of the engineers have re- 
fused to take out their trains because of the 
reduction. 

Lieut.-Gen. Pando recently issued notices 
offering employment to 1,000 laborers on dif- 
ferent plantationsin Cuba. The general situ- 
ation is so bad here and suffering has been 
so extreme that hundreds thronged his head- 
quarters in response to his offers, and he 
found it impossible to furnish employment 
for alj the applicants. 

It is now claimed that the wives of the 
native negroes have been given uniforms 
and that they are now allowed to accompany 
the insurgents on their raids, those in com- 
mand hoping that they will imitate the 
achievements of the Amazons of Dahomey. 


Marin Means to Strike. 


Considerable anxiety is felt here regarding 
the result of the military operations now 
being conducted against Gens. Maximo Go- 
mez and Antonio Maceo under the personal 
direction of Gen. Marin, the Acting Captain- 
General of Cuba.: It is believed that Marin 
has the ambition to strike a death blow to 
the insurrection before the arrival from 
Spain of Gen. Weyler, the successor of Mar- 
shal Martinez Campos as Captain-General 
of Cuba, and it is understood he has taken 
every step possible under the circumstances 
to accomplish this end. But ambition is not 
the only spur to Gen. Marin’s activity. It 
is coming to be admitted even in Cuban cir- 
cles that the insurrection has reached a pre- 
carious stage from several causes, notably 
lack of ammunition and arms and the want 
of fresh horses and supplies. 

The steps taken by the Spanish authorities 
in gathering in all the horses and cattle pos- 
sible have had the effect of weakening the 
insurgents considerably. Their horses, asa 
rule, are almost worn out, being kept almost 
continually on the march for months past. 
They are not allowed to recuperate. The 
tactics of the Spaniards seem to be to keer 
the insurgents constantly moving from place 
to place, night and day, and so gradually 
wear them out. There is little doubt that 
the insurgents are feeling the effect of these 
tactics, for their trails are marked by num- 
bers of lame, emaciated horses, and their 
number is increasing as time wears on. 

Supplying Cavalry Deficiencies. 

Hitherto the great drawback under which 
the Spaniards have labored has been the 
lack of cavalry with which to pursue the 
quickly moving mounted infantry of the in- 
surgents. This defect is being gradually 
remedied and Gen. Marin has now with him

of Pinar del Rio, owing to the pursuit of the 
Spaniards. 

The health of Gomez continues to give 
much anxiety to his friends. Confirmation 
was received of the report that Gomez was 
suffering from consumption and that he was 
not expected to live over two months longer. 


GOMEZ STEALS A MARCH ON MARIN, 


Doubles on His Tracks and Brings the 
General Back to Havana. 
(SPECIAL CABLE BY B. BETANCOWRT.] 

Havana, Feb. 1.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Gov.-Gen. Marin, 
with a constellation of Generals around 
Quivican, came from the west in a hurry, on 
the trail of Gomez, who-suddenly marched 
east again, where Marin started out. Gomez 
evaded Marin,but got into a fight with Gen. 
Canella yestérday a few miles east of Quiv- 
ican. 

No details ake received of the evident con- 
solidation of the insurgent forces \about 
there, and Gen. Marin has said he expects 
to engage the combined rebels soon. 

Gomez is waiting for Maceo. 

La Liscusion published a cable dispatch 
from Madrid saying that Premier Canovas 
asseverates that the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs of the American Senate does not ask 
that the Cuban revolutionists be recognized, 
but that the war be carried on as heretofore 
without violating the laws of humanity. 

Another cable says it is the general belief 
that if the United States passes a’ note to 
Spain regarding the Cuban question the 
Spanish Government’s polife reply will be 
manifesting surprise at the intrusion of a 
foreign government into its private affairs. 
The Spanish believe that no motives what- 
soever justify the said oflicious intervention. 

Official reports say Capt. José Gonzales 
Bernard met on Jan. 27 between La Gumil- 
las and Progresso rebel parties under Lacret 
and sustained a fierce fight, retreating for 
four kilometers in an orderly manner with- 
out abandoning the two killed or the one 
seriously wounded. Sounds of musketry 
brought to their assistance a column. The 
rebels were made to retreat, leaving behind 
them five killed and sixteen horses. 

Far éast reports say Col. Sandoval is near 
Sierra del Cobre. He fought the rebels, 
forcing their retreat from Camps Manuel 
Pajon, Retiro, Heights of San Augustin, 
and Codicias. 

The rebels lost eight killed and several 
wounded. The Spanish loss was two officers 
and three soldiers wounded, 

San José de Las Lajas is reported quiet, 
except that the leaders, Calunga and 
Aguirre, have formed a combination with 
the rebels operating from Cuatro. 

Caminos, under Frederico Bazar, has been 
ordered to keep up an alarm on the out- 
skirts. They often frighten stage drivers, 
threatening to burn the stage if they dar= 
to take passengers. The other day they held 
up wagons loaded with potatoes, inviting the 
poor country people to help themselves, and 
afterward they burned the wagons and 
blocked the highway.

CUBANS GIVE CANELLA A BEATING. 


Lure Him Into a Trap and Inflict a 
Heavy Loss. 

Key West, Fla., Feb. 1.—[{Special.}—One of 
the bloodiest engagements since the begin- 
ning of the revolution took place Friday aft- 
ernoon between Spaniards under Gen. Can- ’ 
ella and Cubans commanded by Gen. Gomez. 
According to the advices received here to- 
night the battle took place between Bejucal 
and Quivican, on the Havana and Batabano 
railroad. 

Gen. Canella and his command of 1,200 
men were on a train from Batabano. Sud- 
denly the train stopped, the rails having been 
torn up. There was a detachment of in- 
surgents in sight and Canella ordered his 
men to surround them. As the Spaniards 
advanced the insurgents retired. The in- 
surgents pursued these tactics until the 
Spaniards were some distance from the rail- 
road. Then a signal was given and Canella 
found himself and men- surrounded by the 
army of Gomez, who had planned the trap 
into which the Spaniards had fallen. The 
Spaniards formed in a hollow square, the 
Cubans charged, and desperate fighting 
followed. 

The Spaniards fought bravely, but were 
unable to withstand the charges of the in* 
surgents and broke and flew towards the 
railroad, pursued by Gomez's victorious 
men. The Spaniards were in danger of being

CIGARET BILL PASSES TME SENATR. 


Its Chances of Becoming a ‘Law Said 
to Be Good. \ 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 1.—[Special.}—By a 
vote of 31 to 11 the Senate this mornifg de- 
cided that hereafter it shall be a crime to 
manufacture or keep on sale or sell cigarets 
in the State of lowa. \ 

The Phelps bill, which was under discus- 
sion yesterday, came up this morning and 
the amendment by Senator Ellison to limit 
the provisions of the bill solely to minors 
was defeated by a large majority. 

The bill passed provides that “ no éne by 
himself, clerk, servant, employé, or agent, 
shall for himself or any person else directly 
or indirectly or upon any pretense or by any 
device manufacture for sale or sell, ex- 
change, barter, dispense, or give in the con- 
sideration of the purchase of any property 
or of any services or evasion of the statutes 
or keep for sale any cigarets or cigaret paper 
or wrappers for the purpose of being filled 
with tobacco for smoking; or own or keep 
or be in any way concerned, engaged, or 
employed in owning or keeping’ any such 
cigarets orm cigaret papers or wrappers with 
intent to violate any provision of this chap- 
pen or authorize or permit the same to be 

one.”’ ‘ 

The penalty for violation of the provisions 
of this bill is a fine of not less than $10 nor 
more than $50 for the first offense, or impris- 
onment in the county jail until the fine and 
costs are paid; for subsequent offense a fine 
of not less than $100 or more than $500 and 
costs or imprisonment not to exceed six 
months. 

There ‘is little question but that the bill 
will pass the House and thus banish the 
cigaret from the State of Iowa.

In the 
Dallas Congressional district gonvention 
there are two contesting delegations, and 
the same state of affairs exists in two other 
Congressional district? which have held con- 
ventions. 

As a general proposition, however, the sen- 
timent seems to run in favor of Reed, Mc- 
Kinley, and Allison in the order named. 

Enthusiastic for Reed. 

Belmont, Mass., Feb. 1.—[{Special.}—Th 
Reed boom in New England was given a 
rattling sendoff at the first Republican cau- 
cus of the campaign in this State held in 
this town this evening. Despite the weath- 
er the caucus was the largest and mbpst 
enthusiastic held here for many years. Del- 
egates to the Republican State convention 
were instructed to vote for Everett C. Ben- 
ton as delegate to the Republican National 
convention. Following the balloting E. ¢. 
Benton addressed the caucus and in a 
strong and forcible address advocated the 
claims Of Thomas B. Reed of Maine as a 
candidate for President. Strong Reed reso- 
lutions were adopted.

FUNERAL SERVICES FOR ROBERT 
WHELAN TO BE HELD TOMORROW. 


Earlier Years Filled with Adventure— 
- At 19 Is First Mate and Saves Ship 
' by Ansuming Command—Unwilling 
Member of Lopes Expedition to 
. Cuaba—Only Three Escape Death— 
On Return Arrested on Suspicion of 
Being a Murderer—Later Life. 
Funeral services for Robert Whelan, one 
of Chicago’s early settlers, will be held to- 
morrow at 9:30 o’clock at the home, No. 3215 
Prairie avenue. Solemn high mass will be 
celebrated at St. James’ Church, Father | 
McGuire officiating, and burial will take 
place at Calvary. 


> Robert Whelan died of pneumonia at his 


. home on Thursday night. He was 6 years 
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‘of age, and had dwelt in this city since 1852. 


His early life was full of adventure on the 
seas, and many a good story was told by 
him in days when tavern life was the chief 
center of interest for Chicagoans. 

Mr. Whelan was born at Wexford, Ireland, 
and coming of a family interested exten- 
sively in shipping, he took to the sea at 12 
years of age. When he was 19 he had be- 
come first mate of a vessel. One night of 
the Isle of Man he prevented a shipwreck by 
assuming authority when his Captain was 
@runk, For this he was put in command by 
the owners, but upon the underwriters ob- 
jecting to his age, young Whelan quit sea 
life and came to America to locate. In his 
early experiences he had gone around the 
world and had vivid recollections of cholera 
in India, and peril from shipwreck and can- 
nibals. 

In 1849 Mr. Whean was an unwilling mem- 
ber of the Lopez expedition to Cuba. He 
cast his fortunes with a party organizing 
for passage to the gold fields of California. 
When the ship had gotten well out, into the 
Gulf of Mexico a minority of the crew were 
informed they were on their way to Cuba 
‘and would be expected to do some serious 
fighting there. The alternative of going 
ashore at Vera Cruz was offered them, but 
upon consideration Mr. Whelan with his 
companions concluded it would be as safe to 
fight in Cuba as to fight their way home 
througn Mexico. 

Six: months of adventure, privation, and 
peril was his experience in Cuba, He re- 
ceived a dozen bullets through his clothing 
and several in his body. Several members 
of his party were hung, and two only es- 
caped besides Mr. Whelan. 

Returning, ragged and footsore, he wags ar- 
rested on suspicion of being a murderer at 
Savannah. After the mistake was discov- 
ered he secured work with a brickmaker, 
and, while saving money to.travel to Chi- 
cago, got up several devices for brickmak- 


‘ing afterwards patented by others. 


From Cleveland Mr. Whelan came to this 
city by boat in charge of the first install- 
ment of machinery for the old American Car 
company’s works at the foot of Twénty- 
sixth street. This plant he erected, and for 
some time was its Superintendent. Next 
Mr. Whelan engaged in the grocery busi- 
ness, and was for a time in the lard business, 
process, which became 


generally adopted. is attention was di- 


rected to originating smoke consuming de- 


vices in later years. 

He was well known in the politics of the 
old Fourth Ward, although never becoming 
a candidate for office. He was one of the 
original parishioners of St. James’ Church, 
and had been identified with that congrega- 


tion all through its career. 


Forty-three years ago Mr. Whelan mar- 
ried Miss Henrietta Walker, who came here 
_from Dublin. She -¢urvives him. The 
children are John L.. formerly a Chicago 
newspaper writer, now with the St. Louis 
Chronicle; Etta, who is principal of the 
School of the Immaculate Conception at 


Frank, and Harry, all but the laiter en- 
gaged in business in this city. 


DR. JOHN G. MEACHEM PASSES AWAY 


Leading Citizen of Racine and a Prom- 
inent Physician Dies. 
« Racine, Wis., Feb. 1.—[{Special.]—Dr. John 
G. Meachem 8Sr., widely known for the emi- 
nence he had attained in the medical profes- 
sion, died today. 
*"Heewas a son of the Rev. Thomas Meach- 
em, who during his life was a noted divine 
of England and New York §8tate.

MAYOR PINGREE OF DETROIT COMING. 


Will Lecture in Central Music Hall on 
Thursday Evening. — 

Mayor Pingree of Detroit, who has sprung 
into popular notice and favor by his fight 
against monopolies, his earnest advocacy 
of three-cent fares on street cars, and what 
are commonly termed “ Pingree’s potato 
patches,”’ will deliver an address next Thurs- 
day evening at Central Musie Hall to the 
Chicago Law Students and Alumni Associa- 
tion.

AS IT WAS IN WASHINGTON’S TIME, 


To Restore the Historic Old Senate 
Chamber in Annapolis, Md. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. 30.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.J—A bill has been introduced in 
the Legislature for the restoration of the his- 
toric old Senate Chamber in the Capitol to 
the condition in which it was when on Dec. 
23, 1783, George Washington resigned his 
commission as Commander-in-Chief of the 
army. 

Upon the spot where President Bruce of the 
Senate sits today the President df the Con- 
tinental Congress sat over a century ago. 
The old archway back of the President’s seat 
is still there, but even it has been hidden by 
a modern reredos, Upon the wall hangs a 
large painting of Washington in the act of 
resigning his commission. The surround- 
ings of the chamber as depicted in this 
famous picture will be followed out as nearly 
as possible in the proppsed changes. 

On the walls are also some fine old por- 
traits of Samuel Chase, Charles Carroll, 
Thomas Stone, and William Paca, signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. An effort 
will also be made to have returned to the 
State the oil portrait of Lord Baltimore, 
painted by Peale and now owned in Phila- 
delphia.

DROPS DEAD IN COURT: 


GRAND JUROR T. 8S. DICK A VICTIM 
OF HEART DISEASE. 


Members of the January Panel Visit 
the Quarters of Judge Ball to Re- 
quest an Extension of Time When 
One of Their Number Becomes Un- 
conscious and When Carried into 
the Judge’s Chambers Life Is Found 
to Be Extinct. 


Theodore 8. Dick of Winnetka, a member 
of the grand jury, died of heart failure Yes- 
terday in Judge Ball’s chambers at the 
Criminal Court Building. It happened at 
2 o’clock p. m., a few minutes before the jury 
probably would have’ been dismissed. ; 

It was a tragic ending to the jury’s pro- 
ceedings of the last two weeks, in which Mr. 
Dick had been one of the most active and 
energetic participants. It was while going 
to Judge Ball with a plea for a day or two 
of grace to complete unfinished business 
death seized the juror. 

An added: interest is given to the event 
from its connection with the McNichols al- 
leged bribery case. When the matter of 
Judge Payne’s charges against the Com-

missioner was brought up yesterday morn- 
ing Dick entered into the discussion with his 
usual earnestness, and voted with the rest 
to subpeena the Judge. The report of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Herman that Judge Payne re- 
fused to accept the summons gave rise to re- 
newed discussion, and after a second sub- 
pcena had been-issued for Mr. Payne, the cit- 
izen, it was decided to repair to Judge Ball’s 
court-room and ask for an extension of time 
till Tuesday. This was about 2 o'clock. 

; Juror Dick Overcome. 

When the jurors filed into the court-room 
they were invited by Judge Ball into his 
chambers, where they might present their 
request without interruption. Mr. Dick re- 
mained behind a moment to speak to the 
Clerk of the Court. Having done so, he 
turned away and the clerk paid no further 
attention to him. His absence was noted, 
however, and Juror Marper came out of the 
Judge’s room to see what was the cause of 
delay. He found Mr. Dick leaning against 
the wall, near the door of the chamber, try- 
ing to save himself from faéling. 

Mr. Marper, Stenographer James, and Po- 
lice Officer Rohan seized the stficken man 
and carried him into Judge Ball's chambers, 
where he was placed ona lounge. Dr. Joseph 
Krost and Dr. De Pondrom were summoned 
from the Revere House, and after examina- 
tion pronounced Mr. Dick dead. Itis thought 
he died while being carried into the charn- 
bers. An hour later Dr. Louis J.. Mitchell, 
the Coroner’s physician, made an examina- 
tion and issued a death certifiéate specifying 
the cause of death as heart disease 


Jury Adopts Resolutions, 


The death of Juror Dick caused an aban- 
donment of all further grand jury work. 
The members of the jury went back to the 
grand jury room and appointed a committee 
to draft resolutions. In a short time the 
committee submitted the following, which 
were adopted: 

‘“* Whereas, Our late associate, T. 8. Dick, 
suddenly departed this life while in the act- 
ive discharge of his duties as a public serv- 
ant upon the January grand jury; and 

“ Whereas, We, his associates upon said 
grand jury, recognize the manhood, . good 
citiZens%ip, devotion to duty, and sterling 
worth of him and his untiring efforts to dis- 
charge his duties with credit to the grand 
jury system, and the good citizenship which 
he represented, be it 

“Resolved, That the grand jury extend 
to the bereaved family their sincere sym- 
pathy in their great loss. Be it further 

** Resolveil, That these resolutions be in- 
corporated in the final report of this grand 
jury and spread upon the records of this 
court. And be it further 

“* Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be sent to the bereaved family of our 
late associate; and be it further 

“* Resolved,-That this grand jury attend 
the funeral in a body.

Grand Jury Discharged. 


The members of the jury, headed by Fore- 
man Tucker, marched back to Judge Ball’s 
court and were formally discharged. In 
performing this duty Judge Ball said: 

Gentlemen: I had intended to congratu- 
late you upon the termination of your 
labors and to commend at some length the 
excellence of your work, but the sad event 
which has so suddenly interrupted your de- 
liberations forbids. I have known Theo- 
dore S. Dick long and intimately. He was 
an able, fearless, honest man. The sudden- 
ness of his taking off is not to him a mis- 
fortune, but it adds to the grief of his widow 
and children the keen regret they were not 
permitted to care for him in the hour of his 
death. Your resolutions in regard to the 
death of your late comrade will be spread 
“Ree the oh agp of this court.”

The 
remains will be taken to Winnetka at 10:40 
this morning. The family was notified of 
the death by special messenger. 

Mr. Dick was born in Ohio, but moved at 
an early day with his parents to Mineral 
Point, Wis. He came to Chicago in the 
spring of 1871, entering the service of Fitz- 
Simons & Connell as a clerk. He  be- 
came manager of the firm’s sawmill and 
timber business, which he conducted up to 
the date of his death. Mr. Dick with his 
family lived in Winnetka for the last ten 
years and served repeatedly on the Village 
mo and last year was its presiding offi- 
Declining reélection last spring. he was 


‘then chosen as a member of the Cook Coun- 


ty. Republican committee. Mr. Dick leaves 
a widow and two daughters, the youngest 
daughter being 18 years old. His father and 
mother are still living in Warren, IIl. The 
family are in comfortable circumstances, as 
Mr. Dick owned considerable property in 
Winnetka and had some life insurance.

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“The banks have closed,”’ said a guest at 
the W4@lington yesterday. ‘‘Can you cash 
this check for me?” 

“We have been cashing checks all the 
afternoon,” A. 8. Gage, the hotel man said, 
“ but I guess we can accommodate you,”’ 

The check was indorsed and the currency 
turned over to the guest, who explained the 
banks were ¢losed before he received the 


check and he needed to use the money right 
away. 

‘‘ Hotel men are called upon to do a bank- 
ing business, which few understand outside 
the craft,” Mr. Gage said. ‘ Every first- 
Class hotel has to keep thousands of dollars 
on deposit and a Jot of money in the safe to 
meet just such demands as this. I know 
that check is all right and that it is just as 
g00d as the gold. But it is not money to 
that man, and it is. currency he wants. 
Therefore it is currency I give him if it is a 
pessiblo thing. But this transaction is a 
small one compared to what we are expected 
to do-as hotelkeepers. A man with his 
mother-in-law and his children and their 
nurse and some other. members of his fam- 
ily come here and stop for a time. He gives 
orders to get tickets to California with three 
or four drawing-rooms, and we get them. 
Then he asks the clerk to give him $500 or 
$600 in nice, crisp, new $100 bills—they are 
nicer to carry, he says—and then on Tues- 
day, or Wednesday, or Thursday, when he 
is ready to go, he gives us a check to cover 
the whole thing. Sometimes it is on a bank 
that we have to pay exchange on. -Of course 
we know it is all right, and we have to doit 
as hotelmen. I don’t think the public knows 
what the hotel business is in the way of de- 
mands on: hotelkeepers from guests, who 
expect them to do things they would not 
ask their bankers to do in the usual run of 
business,’’ 

Mr. Gage made these remarks as he cashed 
the check of a casual customer as a matter 
of course, the same being a part oz the bus- 
iness of a first-class hotel. 

On the other side of the story, Clerk Mor- 
ton of the Great Northern told of a farmer 
who came to the hotel with $400 in his 
pocket. After making inquiries he handed 
over the money to be put in the hotel safe. 

“That was at 7 o’clock,’’ Mr. Morton re- 
lated, ‘‘and about 11:o’clock he came back 
to the office. He had been to his room try- 
ing to get asleep, he said, but he could not 
get a wink of sleep with that money away 
from him. He knew it would be safe if he 
had it in bed with him.

GRAND JURY IN ITS LAST. HOUR SUM- 
MONS JUDGE PAYNE. 


Just Before Going Out of! Existence the 
January Panel Announces Its Deter- 
mination to Investigate the Charges 
Against Commissioner McNichols=His 
Accuser Subpoenaed, but Refuses to Ac- 
cept ServicewOne of the Jury Dies in 
Judge Ball's Court. 

Death yesterday prevented an inquiry into 
the McNichols alleged bribery case. Contrary 
to all expectations and against the judgment 
of everybody who wished Judge Payne's 
charges against the Commissioner to be 
thoroughly investigated, the grand jury, late 
in the morning, when it knew but an hour or 
two of its official term of authorized inquiry 
remained, summoned the Judge to appear be- 
fore it and tell what-he knew of the corrup- 


tion charged. 

Those cognizant*of the facts looked upon 
the subpoena asa mere bluff, and so appar- 
ently did Mr. Payne. He was holding court 
at the time and refused to obey the summons. 
Later in the day another subpoena was issued, 
which the Judge allowed to be served upon 
him;and it was while the grand jury was 
seeking instructions from Judge Ball Juror 
Theodore S. Dick died of heart disease. 

That ended the matter, since out of resp ect 
for the dead no further steps could be taken, 

What caused the sudden determination to 
take up the case no one knows—the grand 
jury being a secret body. Rumors were cur- 
rent the move was instigated by the friends of 
Commissioner MecNichols, who thought if the 
case were taken up when only an hour or two 
remained for its consideration it would-be 
rushed through and “no bill” returned. It 
was declared to bea clever dodge if it worked, 
but it did not. 

Judge Payne Subpoenaed. 


It was during the morning session of his 
court Judge Payne received his first sum- 
mons. Deputy Sheriff Herman appeared and 
presented the subpwna. The writ in nowise 
surprised the Judge. He scarcely delayed the 
proceedings of his court a moment while he 
said to the deputy: 

‘Tam sitting asaJudge of the Superior 
Court and am engaged in the trial of a case. 
I therefore refuse to be served with a sub- 
poena.”’ 

That was all there was to it and the deputy 
returned to report the result of his mission. 
There was a show of surprise that the 
summons should be so disregarded. 
The _ right of Mr. Payne as a 
Judge to ignore the subpena was 
discussed and finally accepted, A second sub- 
pcoena was ordered. This was for John Bar- 
ton Payne asa citizen, and the ostensible de- 
sign was to have it served on the Judge after 
he had dismissed his court. The document 
was served in the form of a subpoena duces 
tecum, requiring Mr. Payne to appear im- 
mediately and bring with him whatever docu- 
mentary evidence against Commissioner Mc- 
Nichols he might have touching the bribery 
charges. Again the deputy was sent out in all 
haste, as though the jury meant to investigate 
the matter and indict or acquit in short order, 


Send a Second Summons. 
In the meantime’ Judge Payne sent an offi- 


ter, the contents of which were not made pub- 
lic. That it was relative to the case was prac- 
tically admitted. At 2 o'clock, aimost the 
precise moment the jury was conferring with 
Judge Ball, Bailiff Zimmerman appeared at 
Judge Payne's chambers with the second sum- 
mons. The Judge had in the meantime been 
notified of the dismissal of the grand: jury 
and also of his probable caller. He seemed 
to relish the humor of the farce, as many 
termed it, and sent his personal bailiff, Frank 
Morgan, out to welcome the officer. 

Morgan went out andinvited Zimmerman 
into the Judge’s chambers... “Is he ready to 
see me?’ asked Zimmmerman. Morgan 
nodded his head and introduced thé official to 
the Judge. subpcena was. produced by 
Zimmerman and handed to Judge Payne, who 
took it and said: : 

‘*1 do not need to read this, as I know what 
it is, but I understand from an officer from 
my court the grand jury has adjourned.” 
Judge Payne put the paper in his pocket, say- 
ing, ** 1 accept service,’ took the elevator, and 
left the Court-House. 

That with Judge Payne closed the day’s 
proceedings. He refused to discuss the step 
that had been taken by the grand jury or give 
further facts in the case. lis reiteration of 
the charges made against MeNichols inanswer 
to the latter's open letter of denial the Judge 
means to stand for all he has to say till the 
case is brought up in proper legal form. While 
he refused to be interviewed, it was apparent 
he regarded the unexpected action, as did 
others, as a bluff or a step taken to force the 
matter to a speedy and unsatisfactory con- 
sideration that might mean a dismissal of the 
charges with a * no bill.” 

MecNichols’ Damage Sulit. 


It was rumored yesterday morning Mc- 
Nichols would bring suit against Judge Payne 
witha view to foree himto show his hand. 
This. however, was taken, as was the action of 
the grand jury, as mere talk. Kickham Scan- 
lan. MeNichols’ counsel, when asked about 
the $50,000 libel suit threatened, spoke as if 
he had been obliged to urge the Commissioner 
to postpone action against Judge Payne for 
defamation of character. He gave as his red- 
son the possibility of another suit if Judge 
Payne makes specifie charges. Among those 
who best know MeNichols it is common talk 
there is little prospect of his bringing suit. 

The action of the grand jury yesterday also 
contemplated the investigation of charges 
brought against other members of the grand 
jury. With this view a subpcena was issued 
for Charles M. Peck, “~ editor of the Even- 
ing Journal, requiring him to appear before 
the jury to testify in charges of bribery against 
EK. L. Smith, foreman, and ex-Senator M. F. 
Garrity and William McComb, members of 
the December grand jury. 

The death of Mr. Dick, however, relegated 
all enses to the February term. Whether or 
not a special grand jury will be summoned is 
uncertain.

SILVKR AMENDMENT PASSES THE 
“ SENATE BY SEVEN, 


Forty-two Conscript Fathers Record 
Themselves in Favor of the Finance 
Committee's Amendment to House 
Bond Bill—They Desire the Free and 
‘ynlimited Coinage of Silver—Thir- 
ty-five Are Opposed—No Farther 
Amendment Possible During Day. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Special.]— 
Seven proved to be the lucky number for 
. the free silver men in the Senate this after- 
noon. That was the majority in favor of 
substituting a free coinagerproposition for 
the bond bill which passed the House of 
Representatives Dec. 28. On the final pas- 
gage of the bill there were forty-two Sena- 
tors recorded in favor of free silver and thir- 
ty-five gO before the people as being opposed 
to such a proposition. 
There were wb unusual scenes attending 
‘ this operation beyond the fact that only a 
dozen Senators were paired and consequent- 
ly absent from the Senate chamber when the 
final vote was taken. Those who failed to 
respond to their names were Megsrs. Aldrich, 
Blackburn, Brice, Cullom, Gordon, Quay, 
smith, Sewell, and Wolcott, all of whom.

Then the Middle 
States of New York, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, and Pennsylvania are 
solid for honest money with the single ex- 
ception of Cameron’s vote and the vacant 
scat in Delaware. Jilinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Minnesota, and Ohio, the great 
States of the Mississippi Valley, contribute 
twelve votes. 

It is noticeable in the Middle and Missis- 
sippi Valley States that New Jersey, West 
Virginia, Ilmois, and Ohio, though each 
having one Republican and one Democratic 
Senator, are united on the money question 
and on the right side. The silver men split 
into the..great commercial States of the 
North and East only by securing Cameron's 
vote in Pennsylvania and those of Turpie 
and Voorhees from Indiana. 

To offset these, however, the sound money 
column was added to by single votes from 
Nebraska, Kansas, and Oregon, while the 
South, which was otherwise solid for free 
silver, showed a. little the effects of Presi- 
dent Cleveland's campaign by the fact that 
among the votes against free coinage were 
those of Caffery of Louisiana, Lindsay of 


Kentucky, Mills of Texas, and Martin of . 


Virginia. Mills, however, voted with the 
silver men on everything except the final 
passage @@ the bill, so he can hardly be 
counted in the honest money roll. 


Far West and South. 

Outside of the far West and the South the 
silver men had only five votes, being the two 
from Indiana and one each from Kansas, 
Nebraska, and Pennsylvania, and each of 
these three latter votes is a misrepresenta- 
tion of the State on its face, as Kansas and 
Nebraska are represented in the silver col- 
umn by the Populists Peffer and Allen, while 
the Pennsylvania vote comes from Camer- 
on, whose personal ambitions are too well 
known to need attention. 

The rest of the silver vote was made up 
exclusively of the South and the far West. 
The States of Utah, Idaho, Wyoming, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Washington, Montana, the 
two Dakotas, Colorado, and Oregon contrib- 
ute twenty-one votes, while twenty-two 
come from the South. . 


ho, Wyoming, Nevada,:Montana, and North 
Dakota have twelvé votes in the Senate, 
but only six in the House, or less than one- 
third of the number cast by Tllinois in the 
lower branch of Congress. As a matter of 
fact, Illinois has a larger representation in 
the House of Representatives than the eley- 
en far Western States, which contributed 
nearly one-half of the free silver strength 
in the Senate. 

The vote taken today demonstrates com- 
pletely the position taken by THE TRIBUNP 
that the free silver movement is supported 
almost exclusively by the sparsely settled 
States of the far West, where silver mining 
is a local industry to be benefited by free 
coinage, and by the nearly solid vote of the

GEN, COPPINGER DULY CONFIRMED. 
ee + 


Senate Votes Three to One to§Confirm the 
Officer's Generalcy. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—By 
the overwhelming vote of: three to one the 
Senate, in legislative session, confirmed the 
appointment of Brigadier-General J. J. Cop- 
pinger, now commanding the Department of 
the Platte, with headquarters at Omaha. 

The fight waged against Gen. Coppinger 
by the A. P. A. was a very vigorous one. In 
the first place, he was not.a native Ameri- 
can, and was the first. foreign-born Briga- 
dier-General for a generation, and this 
aroused some little opposition t® him in the 
army itself. The basis of the A. P. A. move- 
ment against Gen. Coppinger was the fact 
that he was born in Ireland, and served in 
the Papal: Guards before coming to this 
country 

When the Senate Committee on Militarv 
Affairs came to look into his army recor«é 
they say it was beyond criticism, and thev 
had no trouble in agreeing to report his 
nomination favorably. He went into the 
regular army in 1861, having heen appointed 
a Captain by President Lincoln, and it could 
hardly be said that he was promoted with 
undue rapidity, for it took him éighteen 
years to secure a commission as Major, four 
years more to be made a Lieutenant-Colonel, 
eight years to secure the command of a 
regiment, and over five years to reach his 
promotion as a Brigadier. Altogether he 
spent thirty years in the regularg@rmy in 
making the step from Captain to Brizadier- 
General. 

An. attempt was made to injure him in the 
Senate by a silly story that he owed his 
nomination by President Cleveland to the 
direct influence of Cardina) Satolli, whereas 
it is a fact pretty well known that Gen. 
Coppinger’s nomination was brought about 
largely throveh the interests of Mrs. James 
G. Blaine, who was naturally anxious to se- 
cure recognition for her son-in-law after a 
generation of faithful service. Hundreds 
of petitions were fired into the Senate from 
all over the country. Most of them were on 
the same blank forms, showing that the 
fight against Gen. Coppinger was the result 
of a concentrated A. P. A. movement, which, 
On abiog the Senate today declined to recog- 
nize. 


PALMER’S CHANCES NOT 80 GOOD. 


Berlin Embassy Requires a German-Speak- 
ing Diplomatist. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Special.]— 
Owing to the importance of the proceedings 
in the Senate and the frequent votes on the 
different silver amendments, against all of 
which he desired to put himself personally 
on record, Senator Palmer was unable to go 
up to the White House this afternoon to see 
President Cleveland about the German mis- 
sion. He had, however, already senfa letier 
containing various indorsements of Mr. Pot- 
ter Palmer, and early next week he will call 
to add his personal influence. 

It is intimated strongly at the State De- 
partment that the present status of diplo- 
matic intercourse between this country and 
Germany renders it absolutely necessary 
that some one should be sent to Berlin who 
not only understands the language ‘thor- 
oughly, but is acquainted with diplomatic 
usages, and especially informed on several 
important questions now pending and which 
are left in an unsatisfactory condition by 
Ambassador Runyon’s death. A statement 
is made that the administration is particu- 
larly anxious to secure some understandi 
with Germany before President Cleveland 
retires from office, which will be only a little 
over a year hence, in regard to the irritation 
felt in Germany over the discriminating 
sugar duties and the consequent German re- 
taliation against American meat products. 

In addition to this the unsatisfactory 
treatment of American insurance compa- 
nies in Germany requires the most delicate 
handling, and there are several other ques- 
tions which Secretary Olney is unwilling to 
place in untrained hancs. For this reason, 
it is intimated, that Mr. Potter Palmer’s 
chances are smaller at the present time 
than would otherwise be the case.

STATE STREET AROUSED. 


MERCHANTS IN EARNEST IN PRO- 
TESTING AGAINST RENTS.. 


« 


It Is Asserted by Many of Those Doing 
Business in the Thoroughfare the 
Competition to Secure a Location 
There Has Resulted Disastrously 
to Small Concerns—W hat is Thought 
of the Proposition to Establish a 
New Trade Center. 

State street merchants are in earnest in 
their protest against the rents collected from 
them. The story of the condition of the 
merchants on that street published by Tur 
TRIBUNE gave additional impetus to the 
agitation, and the matter was freely dis- 
cussed among State street leaseholders. No 
one could be found-who had not read the 
article and who did not heartily agree with 
the sentiment expressed therein. 

All the blame, however, for the high rent- 
als in this district is not credited to the 
owners of the property. In this regard the 
merchants are held equally responsible be- 


cause of the prevailing tendency to secure 


space on the leading business street of the 
city. Shoppers have encouraged this strug- 
gle by placing a liberal amount of their pat- 
ronage with State street merchants. It is 
easy of access by railroad and street cars 
from any portion of the city. These rea- 
sons have been given for the congested con- 
dition of business. Landlords soon appre- 
ciated the demand for their holdings, and 
the competition for their concessions has 
brought about results detrimental to the 
interests of the merchants. 

Their protests against the encroachments 
into their profits have heretofore never been 
given to the public. When it became known 
the feeling of dissatisfaction was general 
the merchants became aroused, and some 
openly announced their intention of either 
discontinuing their business or moving to 
cheaper quarters unless some concéssions 
are made when their present leases expire. 

Too High for Present Conditions. 

** Rents are much too high {n proportion to 
the condition of trade,” said R. C. Christie, 
manager for A. Bishop & Co., No. 156 State 
street. ‘‘We came here in 1883 and paid 
$8,000 a year. Now we are asked to pay $15,- 
000 for the same premises, when business 
has shown no improvement. Even if the 
volume of business had increased in propor- 
tion to the rent demanded -we would be un- 
able to handle a trade sufficient to give us 
the additional profit of $10,000. Whenevera 
building is vacated landlords can easily find 
new tenants, even at an advanced rental. 
In most cases these men go in with small 
capital, relying upon the potency of the loca- 
tion to bring them prosperity. Close com- 


Itis worth noticing the States of Utah. Ida i_ petition eventually drives them out of busi- 


ness, bui a new tenant is secured. I Rnow 
of plenty of merchants in this block who are 
lésing inoney every day, relying upon the 
promised revival of business to tide them 
over.”’ ' 

Congestion of Business. 

Frank E. Burley of Burley & Co. believes 
rents are too high even with business at its 
best. ‘“‘ The unfortunate phase of the whole 
matter,’’ said he “‘ is the congested condition 
of business on so short a. section of the 
street. We have no down-town street for 
small stores, and they are left to crowd in 
between the larger institutions, only to be 
forced to the wall by competition. With 
rare exceptions it is impossible for a State 
street store to live-unless it is operated on 
a large scale. In no other city is competi- 
tion so keen and capital so actively em- 
ployed as in Chicago. Merchants will sell 
without profit in order to prevent others 
from selling. . 

“The prevailing prices for space on this 
street will, I think, eventually drive business 
to other streets and other centers will be 
formed. 


Rivalry Among Merchants. 

J. L. Rowe, jeweler, State and Monroe 
streets, said: ‘‘In the matter of high rent- 
als the merchants are at fault because of the 
constant rivalry amongthem. When I rent- 
ed this place two other firms tried to get it. 
A$ long as people continue to tumble over 
one another to rent property on this street 
the rents will advance with each new tenant. 
I would be glad to leave this street if an- 
ther business center was established, yet 1! 
am not willing to take the initiative. In my 
opinion business must spread, and the ad- 
jacent cross streets will reap the benefit.” 

“Conditions are unfortunate when ex- 


decrease in volume of business,”’ said J. P. 
Brewster, manager for the Dunlap Hat com- 
pany in the Palmer House Block. ‘“ There 
should be some way to gauge expenses by the 
amount of profit, but State street firms are 
not permitted to do that. Yet we should not 
find too much fault with the landlords. They 
naturally take all they can get. The main 
difficulty is too many people are saying, ‘ If I 
can only get that place my fortune wilil be 
made.’ HBy'‘this owners of buildings are en- 
couraged to increase rentals. Real estate 
mer figure largely in this proceeding.”’ 

Cc. H. McConnell, President of the Econom- 
ical Drug company, said: “ Our company is 
in a measure outside the territory of high 
rents. We pay $8,000 a year, and that is all 
we can carry. Any proposition to raise the 
rent necessarily would drive us off the 
street.’”’ 

Moved to Escape a Raise. 

“When a proposition was made to double 
our rent we moved from State street to 
Wabash avenue,” said P. J. Healy, Presi- 
dent of the Lyon & Healy company. ‘* We 
formenly used the building now occupied by 
Frank Bros., but moved last spring. The 
landlord proposed to charge us about $119,- 
000 a year, and we would not pay it. Owing 
to the change in business conditions since 
our removal I do not know whether or not 
the change has injured us.” 

August Frank of Frank Bros. said: ‘‘ Un- 
less landlords reduce rents I have no doubt 
merchants will seek other streets where 
they can get quarters at moderate rates.”’ 

M. H. Ellinger, manager of The London, 
No. 154 State street, said: ‘*‘ The rents de- 
manded by landlords is far in excess of the 
profits to be derived from any. business 
which can be legitimately conducted in the 
place. We pay too much money for this 
place, and although it is crowded all day the 
pfofits are small. My neighbors are all dis- 
satisfied with their condition and would 
eagerly adopt any means to lowerrents. As 
it is we are working hard and paying the 
profits of our business to landlords.”’ 

Walter Hays of the Hays Clothing com- 
pany, which is to succeed the Sterling com- 
pany, said: ‘* For one-half our building we 
pay too much rent, but the price for the 
other half is all right. I am sure others on 
this street are paying far too much for their 
buildings.”’ 

What One Merchant Says. 

Chicago, Feb. 1.—(Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Kindly allow me as a great sufferer in a 
small way to thank you from the bottom of 
my heart for your interest in State street 
rents. I occupy No. 820 State street, in 
the very heart of the levee, size of store, 15% 
by 54 feet, hat business, and pay $4,000 a 
year and no basement. Last year I lost 
$3,750 and this year will lose $5,000. This is 
tough for a legitimate line of business. 
Four years ago I paid $150 a month for a 
store in the same block and madealiving. I 
have repeated|y told my landlord I could not 
pay sucharent. He says he will do nothing, 
and if I can’t pay the rent he will take pos- 
session of stock and fixtures and sue me on 
the lease. Heowns the whole block and says 
he does not want to be troubled by a lot of 
cheap tenants.

City Chemist Shows How Some Chicago 
Milk Dealers Defraud. 

City Chemist Kennicott yesterday made his 
report for the month of January to Commis- 
sioner of Health Kerr. It shows a total num- 
ber of 2,678 analyses made by the chemist 
and his assistant during the month. These 
analyses were distributed as follows:

After the 
presentation of the work done, the City 
Chemist comments on it as follows: 

Of the samples of milk not tagged, and 
therefere sold as whole milk, 9.35 per cent 
do not conform to the requirements of the 
milk ordinance. Five samples were 
watered. Many unscrupulous dealers are’ 
tagging milk from which a small portion of 
the cream has been removed, simply to 
evade the inspection. Where such a small 
amount of cream has been removed from 
the milk a consumer cannot tell by simply 
looking at it—it is only shown when a chem- 
ical analysis is made. Many people buy 
partly skimmed milk, believing it_to be 
whole milk, and when they buy cream it is 
cream which has been taken from the milk 
which they have already purchased. ‘The 
customer therefore pays for the cream 
twice. 

The City Chemist thinks the work done in 
testing the milk and cream sold by milk deal- 
ers has beena great agent in improving the 
quality of the milk sold by dealers in the city.

DO NOT BLAME TEACHER. 


SUPT. LANE GETS REPORT FROM 
YOUNG MITCHELL’S PARENTS. 


Says Boy Whose Leg Was Broken at 
the Brentano School Exonerates 
His Instructor—Nevertheless an In- 
vestigation Will Be Had — Prof. 
Sabin Relates an Incident in His 
Experience Where the Castings 
Broke Instead of the Scholar. 

Supt. Lane said yesterday concerning the 
Mitchell incident in the Brentano School, in 
which a boy on whom a teacher had laid his 
hands fell over accidentally into the aisle 


and broke the small bone of his leg, he had 


received a report of the facts from the Prin- 
cipal. According to this report there was 
nothing to be done about it, as the boy and 
his parents exonerated theteacher. He had, 
nevertheless, instructed Assistant Super- 
intendent Speer to make an investigation. 
Assistant Superintendent Sabin said: “ As 
the Mitchell boy broke his leg by having his 
feet entangled in the iron castings under the 
seat when he fell, it reminds me of an ex- 
perience I had twenty years ago. I was 
teaching an evening class in the Franklin 
School at the time. One evening I was 
Standing in the entry when a boy, whose 
seat was near me but who was not aware of 
my presence, took a large onion and threw 
it with all his might at the head of my as- 


Sistant, who was Standing at the black- 
board. 


“I commanded him at once to leave his 
seat and follow me. But he refused, and I 
took him by the coat collar and gave him a 
jerk which landed him in the hallway. The 
singular thing was, though, the boy had his 
feet locked around the castings under the 
seat, and when I jerked him I broke both of 
the castings in two without hurting the boy. 

I saw, however, what a narrow escape 
the boy had, and I never again laid a hand 
on a pupil. The rules against corporal pun- 
ishment were not so strict in those days as 
they are now.” aie

What He Has Heretofere Done on 
“ College Entrance Requirements.” 
& FF. Nightingale, Assistant Superintend- 

ent of Schools for High schools in Chicago, 

who was recentlx made President of the 
joint committee ap binted.by the Secondary 

Department and the’ Department of Higher 

Education of the National Education Asso- 

clation, to labor for a general uniformity of 

“college entrance requirements,’’ was born 

in Quincy, Mass., in 1845. After passing 

through the Quincy public schools and the 
seminary at Newbury, Vt., he entered the

Wesleyan Univers¥y at Middleton, Conn., 
from which he was graduated as valedic- 
torian of his class in 1866. 

He was immediately called to the chair of 
ancient languages in the Upper Iowa Uni- 
versity, which position he held from 1866 to 
18G8. He then became the Acting President 
of the Northwestern Female College, now 
the Woman’s College of Northwestern Uni- 
versity at Evanston, in which place he was 
succeeded by Miss Frances E. Willard. For 
one year he had charge of the Latin and 
Greek in Simpson College, Indianola, la., 
and while there, in 1872, he was elected Su- 
perintendent of Public School in Iowa. He 
held the position for two years, and before 
the end of the first year was elected President 
ef the State Teachers’ Association and Presi- 
dent of the State Sunday-school Association. 
Having resigned his position in lowa, Mr. 
Nightingale became the first principal of 
the Lake View High School, which position 
he held for sixteen years. In 1890, when 
Lake View was annexed to the city, he 
becamg one of the Assistant Superinten- 
dents, and later, on the death of Dr. J. L. 
Rurroughs, was assigned specifically to 
the superintendency of the fourteen city 
hich schools. 

Mr. Nightingale has been President of the 
Northwest Alumni Association of the Psi 
Upsilson Fraternity, and is now a prominent 
member of the celebrated Phi Beta Kappa 
Society, and President of the Alumni As- 
sociation of his alma mater in this center. 
He has been President of the Illinois State 
Teachers’ Association and President of the 
Secondary Department of the National 
Education Association. He is the author 
of a book on “ Requirements for Admission 
to American Colleges,’’ published in 1879, 
and designed to make these requirements 
possible of interpretation and to induce 
young people to seek a college education. 
The preparation of this work constitutes 
one of his qualifications for the new position 
to which he has just been chosen. Associated 
with him will be Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler 
of Columbia College, Prof. Paul Hanus of 
Harvard University, Dr. B. A. Hinsdale of 
the University of Michigan, Dr. C. H. 
Thurber of Morgan Park Academy, Principal 
W. H. Smiley of the Denver High School, 
and other educators of the highest standing 
in the higher professional work of college 
and secondary schools. 


NEW PLANS FOR TEACHING GERMAN,

POLICE CLOSE TWO DANCE HALLS. 


Response to Complaints Made by Civic Fed- 
_/ erationists, 

Two dance halls in connection with saloons 
known as the Cycling Inn, No. 6700 Stony 
Island avenue, and the Cyclists’ Retreat, No. 
6848 Stony Island avenue, were closed last 
night by orderof Assistant Chief Ross on 
complaint of the ward organization of the 
Civie Federation. 

These places for a long time have been al- 
lowed to flourish and citizens of Woodlawn 
say they have become a disgrace to the com- 
munity and complain bitterly of them. 
Dances of questionable character are given 
two or three times a week and to these affairs 
flock crowds of girls of all ages. Drunken- 
ess is said to characterize these meetings and 
the noise of the carousers disturbs the com- 
munity for several blocks around. 

During; the summer the disturbance was 
more notixeable than during the early part of 
the winter, but for the last few weeks the 
character ef the dances given has been such 
as to cause complaint to be made by the ward 
council of the Civic Federation to the Central 
Council, which sent the complaint to Assistant 
Chief Ross, who at once gave orders for thé 
closing of the places. 

The Cycling Inn is managed by E. K. Hand, 
and is back of the saloon, which fronts. on 
Stony Island avenue. It contairfs a large 
hall, with small rooms on one side furnished 
with tables where those who choose may sit 
down and drink. It is said there are more 
who choose this retreat at the dances than 
who do not. : 

It is asserted by the proprietor of the place 
the dances are strictly within the bounds of 
decency and good order, the rooms being 
entirely separated from the saloon at the 
time of the dances. He also declares anyone 
under the influence of liquor is promptly 
ejected. This is contradicted by residents in 
the vicinity, who say the noise made by the 
people as they leave these places at an early 
hour in the morning, singing and shouting, 
has been a source of disturbance for some 
time, 

The dance hall at the Cyclists’ Retreat, man- 
aged by Dan Keating, has even a worse repu- 
tation in the neighborhood than the first- 
named. 

Jt is said small children are allowed to come 
to these places and stay during the dances, 
and that no attempt has been made to exclude 
them. This, it is said, was what first brought 
the matter to the attention of the Civic. Fed- 
eration. 


they had received no notice to close, but Hand 
added business was so dull he had 
shut up any way, and had given notice the 

masquerade of last night was to be the last 

dance at his place. As to charges of immo- 

rality he knew nothing of them, and thought 

his dance hall was as good as any in the city 

in moral tone. 

Keating was a little defiant when told of the 
notice which would be served upon him, if it 
had not been served already, and said his hall 
wasn’t going to close. No beer or other drinks 
were sold in the dance hall, all thirsty people 
having to go around and get their beverages 
somewhere else. 

Both resorts are licensed by the city as 
places of amusement. As they are in a com- 
munity where there are only saloons within a 
radius of a block, the dance halls have fur- 
nished a good opportunity for parties from 
down-town to come out for the evening and 
engage in the wildest kind of carousals, and 
in this way have proved a source of revenue to 
their owners. 

Much satisfaction was expressed by people 
living near thetwo resorts that the authori- 
ties had at last taken hold of the matter and 
decided to close them: up. 

‘It isa good thing,” said one woman em- 
phatically. ** Men and women of all ages go 
by here, hooting and shouting all night, some 
nights, and it is a nuisance, besides the dis- 
grace to the community of having such places 
so close to us.”’ 

At the Woodlawn Station it was said no 
complaints had been made against the places 
and they were considered as. orderly as most 
dance houses, but it was admitted the general 
reputation was known, although no specific” 
charges had ever been made. It was said 
they were closely watched and as soon as om 


disorder occurred it was promptly erage 


but the trouble was in the general nature 
the gatherings and notin any particular 6ut- 
burst. 

The Civie Federation ward organizations 
are making an active fight on dance halls and 
resorts of the nature of the two which were 
closed last night. Its efforts have resulted in 
the closing of Boyle’s Hotel, Forty-fifth and 
State streets, aftera hard fight. Lieut. Rank 
was notified of the complaints made by the 
Civic Fedération, and by causing the place to 
be watched constantly by policemen its reve- 
nues were so depleted4t was forced to close.

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JOHN FRITZ IS IN JAIL. 
NOTED TE BRE CAPTURED 
; BY STOCK-YARDS POLICE.

Arrested for Disorderly Conduct, bat 
Spurious Coin in His Possession 
Leads to Investigation—Capt. Por- 
ter and Prisoner Mutually Recog- 
nize Each Other—Declares He Did 
Not Make Money Found on Him, but 
Refuses to Tell Where He Got It. 

Adam Rocke, or John Fritz, elevep years 
of whose life have, according to Capt. Por- 
ter of the United States Secret Service, been 

‘gpent in penitentiaries for passing counter- 

feit money, was arrested yesterday at the 

Stock-Yards by Lieut. Keleher and- De- 

tective Keating of the Stock-Yards Station. 

His arrest was purely accidental and was 

due to his convivial habits, but the police 

did not know until later they had arrested 

a dangerous man and-one who has given no 

end of trouble to the secret service officers 


as well as to the local police. 
When arrested he was booked for disor- 


derly conduct. In his pockets were five 50- 
cent pieces, all finely counterfeited, and $6 


in change. 

Some time ago ‘Capt. O’Neil of the Stock- 
Yards police receiyed information and com- 
plaints of a man dressed in working< 
man’s clothes, with a pail on his arm, 
who would go into the saloons in the 

‘packing district when they were unusually 
crowded, and, after buying some beer, would 
pay with a 50-cent piece, In every case 
where the man bought’ the beer and paid 
with a 50-cent piece it was found that the 
money was counterfeit. 

venterdny afternoon a poorly-dressed man 
entered O’Neill’s saloon, opposite the Stock- 
Yards Police Station, where he bought 4 
glass of beer and after paying for it in small 
change walked across to a point in front of 
the police station, where he caused a dis- 
turbance by his loud talk. Lieut. Keleher 
ordered Detective Keating to put him under 
arrest, and the officer started to obey. AS 
he placed his hand on the stranger's shoulder 
the latter ran. away, and the detective 
started in pursuit and caught the man, who 
turned; drew a knife, and struck several 
times at the detective. : 

Lieut. Keleher ran to the policéman’s as- 
sistance, and the belligerent was suppressed 
and taken to the police station. There he 
gave his name as John Fritz. 

Fritz refused to give his place of residence 
or to tell where he got the \ counterfeit 
money. He was locked up. 

Capt. Porter was" summoned and shown 
the counterfeit money, and without hesita- 
tion said: 

“That mongy is made by one of two men— 
John Fritz, or another whose name I will 
not say.at present, but it looks like Fritz’s 
work. It is copper washed with silver, 
looks well, and has the correct ring, but it 
lacks weight.and in the day time is gasily 
detected.”’ 

‘The prisoner was brought into the squad- 
room. The recognition was mutual, + 
- * How do you do, Fritz?’ said Capt. Porter. 

Fritz replied: ‘‘I am well, thank you. But 
I didn’t make the money though I had it. 
Where are your whiskers, Capt. Porter?’ 

“Where are yours?’ retorted the secret 
service official. 

Fritz then gave Capt. Porter his residence. 
He said he lived at No. 1354 Thirty-fifth 
street, and to the house Capt. Porter and 
Lieut. Keleher repaired. There it was found 
Fritz occupied rooms with his wife and five 
children, in the rear of a butcher shop. Mrs. 
Fritz was at home, and in reply to Capt. 
Porter’s questions said her husband did not 
make any money in the house, but must have 
performed the work at some other place.

TURNED OVER TO HUMANE SOCIETY. 
Johnny Fraser Arraigned on Charg 
of Disorderly Conduct. 

John Fraser, 8 years old, who lives with 
his father and stepmother at No. 6824 Stony 
Island avenue, was arraigned before Justice 
Clark at the Hyde Park Police Court yester- 
day on the charge of disorderly conduct. 
After the trial the boy was turned over to 
Officer Mitchell of the Humane Society. 
The disorderly conduct consisted in repeat- 


edly running away from home. 


Mrs. Josephine McClure and Mrs. Franck- 
lyn Savage, who say the boy was mal- 
treated by his father, had the boy arrested 
in order to get him under the protection of 
the Humane Society. 

The witnesses, Mrs. MeClure and Mrs. 
Savage, related that the boy had left home 
while his father was in New York, and had 
slept in the basement of the building. Twice 
he came to Mrs. Savage's fiat and asked 
for food, which was given him. 

The withesses testified that Fraser came 
for his son at 9 o’clock on Thursday evening 
and upbraided them for “ harboring ”’ him. 
When the boy came out they swore Fraser 
seized him by the head, threw him down, 
and beat him. 

The boy’s outcries brought other tenants 
to their doors to see what the matter was. 
When Mrs. Savage appealed to Frazer in 
the name of humanity to desist he replied: 

* D—m humanity!” and continued whip- 
ping the boy. 

Capt. Shippy of Woodlawn Police Station 
said there were black and blue marks on 
Johnnie’s back and lumps in the boy’s abdo- 
men which, in his opinion, might have been 
produced by blows or by neglect. 

Fraser made strenuous efforts to retain 
possession of the boy who, he said, was in- 
corrigible. The boy had once been in the 
Industrial School at Glenwood for six 
months. Justice Clark said he would give 
him in charge of the Humane Society to be 
sent back to Glenwood.

BISHOP ROWE IN CHICAGO EN 
ROUTE TO NEW FIELD. 


Addresses Members of St. Andrew’s 
Brotherhood at Grace Church Quar- 
terly Meeting — Pictures Needs of 
People and Praises Devotion and 
Sacrifices of Episcopal Missiona- 
ries Who Seek to Gain Foothold 
Among Indians and Esquimaux. - 

At the Grace Episcopal Church Guild 
rooms the local assembly of St. Andrew’s 
Brotherhood held its quarterly meeting last 
evening, and afterwards listened to the ad- 
dress of the Rt. Rev. Bishop P. T. Rowe of 
Alaska. 

Two hundred members of the brotherhood 
were present, representing the score of chap- 
ters in the parishes in and near Chicago. 
Meade Moore presided. Reports from all 
the chapters. were encouraging. Among 
those present were J. L. Houghteling, one 
of the twelve original founders of the so- 
ciety, and the priests of most of the Chicago 
parishes. 

After the meeting supper was served to the 
brotherhood and its guests in the upper 
guild rooms by the women of Grace Church. 
It was notable as being one of the largest 
affairs of the kind yet held by the St. An- 
drew’s Brotherhood.

GIVES BATHS TO 7,161 PERSONS, 
What the Carter Harrison Establishment 
Washed in December. 

At the regular meeting of the Free Bath 


that 7,161 persons had been bathed there 
during December, of whom 1,168 were wom- 
en. The regular annual report stated that 
since the opening of the baths two years 
ago 189,000 people, mostly from the slum 
and tenement district, have been accom- 
modated. However, the bath is sorely in 
need of repairs and early in the summer the 
league, at the suggestion of Commissioner 
Kerr, made a thofough investigation and 
submitted their report to .City Architect 
Bruce Watson.

Crowd Is Excited. 


The crowd warmed up for the expected 
finish until it forgot the superheated at- 
mosphere. People in tight places quit mop- 
ping perspiration to-yell. Everybody, both 
in the pit and without, surged a bit closer to 
the track. Women, Wumbers of them with 
children and even babies, spoke of discom- 
fort, but the men and boys had lost all fac- 
ylties but sight and voice. 

A woman at the south side of the arena 
fainted. She was Miss Wills, No, 4917 Par- 
nell avenue.

ture. He then proceeded to explain how 
the system of Jegalized piracy, as he de- 
scribed the present copyright system of the 
United States, damaged everybody except 
popular authors. 


Protest of Hall Caine. 


Mr. Hall Caine entered a vigorous protest 
against Dr. Conway’s assault upon the act 
of 1891. He declared that it was almost a 
universal feeling among American authors 
that the copyright act was a good measure 
and was working well. He justified the ac- 
tior of American authors in accepting that 
act and remarked that he would regard 
with great alarm any effort on their part to 
reopen the controversy at the present 
juncture. 

This passage excited much interest. It 
was strange to hear an American author de- 
nouncing the copyright law of his own coun- 
try and an English author warmly defending 
it on the ground that half a loaf was better 
than no bread.

Salisbury’s Unhappy Speech. 
The approach of Parliament is heralded by 
an outbreak of oratory in different parts of 
the United Kingdom. Lord Salisbury’s 
speech last night before the Nonconformist 
Unionists, was not happy in thought or 
phr His home rule parallel between 
Ireland and the Transvaal was clumsily 
drawn, and his talk about Armenia was ab- 
solutely disheartening. It is not strange 
that many Englishmen are saying that the 
United States is more likely to intervene in 
Asiatic Turkey than England, although, as 
the Spectator remarks, the Americans will 
be certain to adhere to their traditional 
policy of abstention from European affairs 
until their own countrymen, not Armenians, 

are massacred. ; 


Forecasts of Legislation. 

Forecasts of the legislation of the coming 
session are more numerous than trust- 
worthy. Agricultural and educational meas- 
ures will be the leading numbers of the do- 
mestic program. The surplus in the Treas- 
ury will be devoted mainly to strengthening 
the fleet. The German Emperor is reported 
to favor a large increase in the navy: The 
latest attempt to explain his Transvaal pol- 
icy is a curious story that he wants to win 
Holland without a war by arranging a mar- 
riage between his eldest son and the young 
Queen. To promote this project he has tried 
to conciliate the Dutch by becoming the 
champion of the Boers. 


Progressive Income Tax in France. 

The great question now looming up in 
France is the progressive income tax, which 
the Bourgeois Cabinet has proposed. In- 
comes under $500 will be exempted, and when 
that deduction is made thé charge will rise 
gradually from 1 to 5 per cent. A large 
abatement will be allowed when the tax- 
payer has a large family, a concession which 
may safely ‘be made 
out risk of losing much revenue. Th 
measure will meet with great opposition and 
may hasten the downfall of the Bourgeois 
ministry. 


New Phase of Copyright Question. 

A new phase of the copyright question is 
the protest from France against the adop- 
tion of the Canadian act of 1889 or any com- 
promise based upon the manufacturing 
clause. Various unions, representing au- 
thors, publishers, booksellers, music dealers, 
artists, photograpbers, and engravers, have 
formed a syndicate in Paris for the protec- 
tion of intellectual prosperity. This syndic- 
ate, with ten powerful bodies of literary and 
artistic workmen behind it, has prepared a 
remonstrance againstany compromise of the 
principle of the Berne convention. This 
project has been submitted to the French 
Foreign Office and has been virtually adopted 
by it. Copies of it have been sent to every 
government which accepted the Berne con- 
vention. The French Minister filed a copy 
with the British Foreign Office this week. 
The protest has also been sent to the head- 
quarters of the International Copyright Of- 
fice at Berne, the expenses of which are de- 
frayed by the governments which accepted 
the convention and are responsible for its 
enforcement.

Tests in New Photography. 

Successful tests of Prof. Roentgen’s new 
photography are now frequently made in 
England. Dr. Dawson Turner has secured 
a series of remarkably good photographs in 
Edinburg with a Crookes tube and the 
Tesla apparatus for producing high potential 
electricity. One was the photograph of a 
human foot, in which the bones were brought 
out clearly in black shadow without flesh or 
cartilage at the joints; hands were photo- 
graphed in skeleton with marked success, 
as well as cigars in cigar cases, coins in 
leather purses, and knives in wood boxes. 
Similar reports have been received from 
many English and European cities. No re- 
cent discovery has attracted an equal de- 


»gree of attention. 


New Black and White Process. 

Prof. Herkomer has given an exhibition of 
his new method of obtaining mezcotint re- 
sults. A process discovered and patented 
by him enables an artist to work in black 
and white and give the result to the public 
without the intervention of an interpreter. 
In the course of ten minutes he rubbed in an 
impressionist landscape effect on a copper 


plate with a silver surface, using a thick 


black ink composed of German black and 
mineral oil, and producing a gradation of 
tones. The plate was then dusted over 
with a copper-colored powder. The coarser 
grains were retained where the ink was 
thickest and the finer grains where the tones 
were lightest. The plate when electrotyped 
produces a negative for printers. Prof. Her- 
komer boasts that he can do as muchina 
day by the new process as would occupy him 
six weeks in mezzotinting. It is doubtful if 
artists will adopt this method of cheapening 
art for the masses. For one thing they will 
not want to powder first drawings.

AMERICA ITS ONLY HOPE, 


ENGLAND NOT TO INTERFERE WITH 
MASSACRES BY TURKS. 


Lord Salisbury’s Admission of the 
Helplessness of Great Britain Re. 
veals the Situation in Armenia— 
Lively Discussion as to the Effect 
of a Naval Demonstration by the 
United States Before Constanti- 
nople—Position of Russia.

London, Feb. 1.—{(Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New .. York 
World.J]—Lord Salisbury practically con- 
fessed last night that the Armenians have 
now little or no hope from England. He 
went further than that, indeed, in giving 
quasi-absolution to the Sultan for atrocities 
on the ground that his power could not ef- 
fectively reach the mountain passes of Ar- 
menia. 

The Premier has been lofg noted for his 
extraordinary inconsistency in proclaiming 
on Monday what he denies on the succeed- 
ing Saturday. It was only last November 
in his famous speech at the Guild Hall that 
he said: 

** While I readily admit that it is quite pos- 
sible for the Sultan if he will to govern all 
his subjects with justice and in peace, he 
is not exempt more than any other poten- 
tate from the law that injustice will bring 
the highest on earth to ruin.’’ 

Apparently, however, the necessity of pre- 
serving the concert of Europe and England’s 
fear of that disruption will still protect the 
Sublime Porte in its indifference to or actual 
share in the frightful massacres of its Chris- 
tian subjects. 

What America Will Do. 

In the face of this apparent impasse which 
confronts European intervention there is 
expressed in the press and among Armenian 
sympathizers here the warmest interest in 
the official action of our Congress and the 
possible action of President Cleveland. 

““ Why,” asks the London Chronicle, “ if 
European concert is for one reason or an- 
other powerless to act, why should not the 
leading powers formally invite the United 
States to make such a demonstration before 
Constantinople as will compel the Sultan to 
calla halt. Such an action would not be al- 
together new or unprecedented, for when the 
republic was but young and small compared 
with today Jefferson sent an American fleet 
to put a stop to the robberies and insolence 
of the Dey of Algiers. That fleet did its 
business so effectively that Algerian piracy 
was at once humbled, and what was Algerian 
cruelty compared with the sanguinary li- 
cense which has desolated and is desolating 
the valleys of Armenia.’”’ 

The Chronicle points out that there could 
be no possible European jealousy of’ the 
United States while her missionaries oc- 
cupy practically the elitire field of religious 
effort in Turkey. Probably the mere sight 
of an American naval squadron before Con- 
stantinople would bring about effectually 
reforms by the tyrant of Yildiz Kiosk. If 
necessary a British fleet might’ stand by to 
aid. 

Possible Aid from England. 

“That would be a spectacle,’’ says the 
Chronicle, ‘* worth living to see. Two great 
naval powers of the world not ehgaged in 
despoiling one another, but in enforcing 
the dictates of righteousness on the bar- 
barian who has outraged the law of right.’” 

Shamberlain *tather approved 

the right of intervention by the United 
States, but his chief ignores the question, 
siding with Buxton, M. P., the Under Sec- 
retary for the Colonies in the Rosebery 
government, and one of the leading author- 
ities on foreign affairs in Parliament. He 
said to the World representative today: 

“One must speak with reserve, as it is 
difficult to know what our Foreign Office is 
doing and for my part I consider that they 
keep things too dark when Parliament is 
not sitting; but it is evident the difficulty 
of our government in regard to Armenia has 
been to induce Germany, France, and Rus- 
sia to enter upon an active policy which 
would reopen the whole Eastern question. 
Much as we should like to take energetic 
measures in conjunction with America, it 1s 
hard to see how such measures could be 
effectually taken, though I can assure you 
what I may call the humanitarian aspect 
of this Armenian question appeals to us as 
to our American friends'very strongly.”’ 


Joint Naval Demonstration. 


To the question whether a joint naval dem- 
onstration would bring the Sultan to his 
knees Mr. Buxton said: 

‘‘ Well, I think Lord Salisbury made a very 
sensible remark last night that it would bea 
comparatively easy matter to deal with the 
Sultan if he sent out his fleet to meet us, but 
he won't do that; indeed, for my part I think 
that the Sultan would probably be very glad 
if he could stop these atrocities. Putting it 
on the very lowest ground he has nothing to 
gain and everything to lose by them. Wheth- 
er this story of a Russo-Turkish treaty is 
true there is no means of knowing, but it is 


the opinion of most of the leading politicians 


here that if such an agreement could be 
brought about with the assent of the powers 
and with due guarantees for the independ- 
ence of Turkey it would on the whole bea 
not disadvantageous solution of the prob- 
lem. The Armenians being Christians the 
Russians would be bound to protect them 
from Mohammedan oppression, and Russia 
has the power to do so, whereas it is doubtful 
if even a joint Anglo-American intervention 
if feasible could effect that object.” 

In the present circumstances of England’s 
overtures to France or Russia for an alli- 
ance the opposition of either power to Amer- 
ican intervention in Turkey would also in all 
probability make that intervention impossi- 
ble, at least with the consent of the signa- 
tories of the Berlin treaty.

As to the rumored intention of the United 
States tointerfere in Eastern’ Europe it 
seems to me extraordinary, to say the least, 
that a nation whose foreign policy is claimed 
to be based upon the Monroe doctrine should 
think of running the risk of those European 
entanglements which President Monroe 


wished to avoid, Neither does it seem con- 


sistent that the Senate, after applauding 
President Cleveland’s recent message, 
should vote a resolution bearing upon an 
essentially European question or should call 
upon the signatories of the Berlin treaty 
to fulfill their engagements. The Berlin 
treaty concerns only those powers who 
were parties thereto. I do not think the 
United States was amongst the number. 
It would perhaps not be amiss to draw the 
attention of the United States Senate to 
the passage in Mr. Olney’s dispatch to. Lord 
Salisbury in which the former deprecates 
American interference in European affairs. 
With regard to the present resolution, the 
way in which it will be received if it is even 
presented will probably depend upon its 
form and tone. More than this I cannot 
say for the present.” _

Prof. Roentgen’s Discoveries. 

Prof. Roentgen’s photographic discovery 
is crowned with new marvels almost daily. 
Its possibilities stagger the imagination. In 
addition to the locating of bullets and other 
metallic substances in the human body, 
Prof. Neusser, a Vienna investigator, has 
been able to photograph calcareous deposits. 
In Berlin it has received official sanction. 

The Ministry of War, it is announced, 
in conjunction with the Imperial Institute 
of Physiology, has carried out experiments 
in the application of the discovery to war 
surgery. A series of photographic impres- 
sions gave a clear picture of bone injuries, 
and permitted the position of an imbedded 
projectile to be ascertained with precision. 
Experiments will be continued on a larger 
scale. It has been found that the discovery 
can be applied with success to the location 
of flaws in castings or in the manufacture of 
steel. Experiments daily made in London, 
Paris, and other capitals show that, unlike 
the discoveries of Koch or Roux, verification 
is instant and conclusive.

Deep Interest in Bulgaria.

If he decides 
not to authorize such baptism now or to 
wait until the boy reaches maturity the 
probability seems strong that he will be 
forced to abdicate and the choice of his suc- 
cessor will again reopen the whole Balkan 
question. 

The Prince married Princess Louise of 
Parma, and in accordance with the rule of 
the Roman Catholic Church he promised 
before marriage that their children should 
be baptized and educated in the faith of 
their mother. The Pope refuses to absolve 
him from this promise, while his Ministry 
and apparently the whole Bulgarian people 
insist that the only hope of obtaining Rus- 
sian recognition and friendship is in yield- 
ing to the Czar’s alleged first condition, that 
the heir to the principality shall be received 
into the orthodox Greek (Russian) Church, 
The Prince, having lost the strong suppor: 
of Stambuloff, whom he ungratefully gave 
over to assassination, is apparently without 
support or wise counsel in his own realm or 
sympathy anywhere in Europe.

TO MAKE IT LIVELY FOR SALISBURY. 


Liberals to Attack the Premier When 
Parliament Opens. 

London, Feb. 1.—In spite of the social and 
political gloom there has been a revival of 
political activity, due to the approach of the 
reassembling of Parliament. 

Several speeches on politics were delivered 
during the week, notably that of the Marquis 
of Salisbury at the meeting of non-conform- 
ist Unionists at the Hotel Metropole on 
Friday, cabled at length, with press com- 
ments, the same evening. On the whole, the 
Marquis is said to have disappointed his 
warmest admirers, especially in his exposuré 
of the weakness of Great Britain in the East 
and in his explanations of her reasons for 
non-interference in behalf of the Armenians. 

His repeated acceptance of the Monroe 
doctrine, however, shows that the common- 
sense policy advocated by Mr. Gladstone in 
the treatment of the Venezuelan question 
is finding root in high quarters, and thisisa 
most timely showing, for public sentiment is 
becoming strongly opposed to the Premier’s 
attitude towards America, North ds well as 
South. 

Goschen to Move the Address. 

The Rt.-Hon. George J. Goschen, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, will, it is announced, 
move the address in the House of Commons 
in reply to the Queen’s speech at the open- 
ing of Parliament, and Sir John Maxwell 
will second the motion. The stand taken by 
the government in regard to the Venezuelan 
and Armenian questions will be challenged 
by the Liberals. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy has summoned a 
meeting of the Irish parliamentary party 
for next Saturday, and it is understood that 
upon that occasion the reform organization 
movement will be considered. Mr. Me- 
Carthy, it is said, will be re@lected Chair- 
man. 

Program for the Session. 

The St. James Gazette this afternoon an- 
nounced that it had learned that the gov- 
ernment had settled, so far as possible, the 
program for the work of the session. The 
proposals of the government, the St. James 
Gazette adds, will deal with four groups of 
subjects, national defense and increase of 
the navy, measures for the relief of hus- 
bandry, Irish land legislation, and the ques- 
tion of the support of voluntary schools. 

Before any progress is made with these 
measures, however, there will be a discus- 
sion of the foreign and colonial policy of the 
government, especially regarding the Trans- 
vaal, Venezuela, and Armenia, and the lat- 
ter subject promises to provide much inter- 
esting reading, in view of the admissions of 
Great Britain’s weakness which the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury made last evening, and 
which, it is claimed, show that there has 
been a complete failure of British diplo- 
mnacy. 

Gravity of Salisbuary’s Admissions. 

The St. James Gazette (and for that mat- 
ter all the other newspapers) dweils upon 
the gravity of the statements made by the 
Premier and admits that British interven- 
tion in the affairs of the Turkish Empire has 
resulted in a fiasco.

In his absence the Bulgarian Ministry has 
issued invitations to the ceremony of Prince 
Boris’ conversion to the orthodox faith, 
called out the military to suppress any pos- 
sible disorder, and stands ready, apparently, 
to dictate terms to Ferdinand. He left 
Vienna, saying sorrowfully to friends that 
probably he will have to abdicate, and that 
he must reach a final decision what to do 
within the next few days. 

It is not so clear that the power of decision 
is any longer in his hands, and it will be no 
surprise if next week sees him either quit- 
ting Bulgaria altogether or publicly submit- 
ting to the baptism of his son, which will 
be tantamount to putting the principality 
into the pocket of the Czar.

FOR FUNERAL OF PRINCE HENRY. 


To Be Held Wednesday in Whipping- 
ham Church. 

‘London, Feb. 1.—As was expected, in view 
of the death of Prince Henry of Battenberg, 
the last week has been the quietest, socially, 
recorded for a long time past and politically, 
in spite of the aftermath of the alleged 
Russo-Turkish entente, the week has been. 
almost as devoid of interest. : ; 

In spite of the fact that they have been 
suffering terribly from grief the Queen and 
Princess Beatrice have continued to enjoy 
excellent health. Her Majesty has granted 
to the widowed Princess the use during the 
latter’s lifetime of Osborne Cottage, near 
Osborne House; a pretty place formerly 
o¢cupied by the late Sir Henry Ponsonby, 
for many years private secretary to the 
Queen and Keeper of the Privy purse, who 
died March 12 of last year, Princess 
Beatrice has resolved to make her home on 
the Isle of Wight, of which her late husband 
was Governor and where he’was much liked. 

The February drawing-room has been 
abandoned and her Majesty will start on the 
continent two weeks earlier than previously 
determined upon. 

All the arrangements for the funeral of 
Prince Henry of Battenberg lias been com- 
‘pleted. The remains will be entombed in 
Whippingham Church at 12:30 p. m. on 
Wednesday next, and the ceremonies will 
be most impressive. The body was trans- 
ferred yesterday at Funchal, Island of 
Madeira, from the Blonde to the first-class 
cruiser Blenheim. The last named warship 
almost immediately afterwards started for 
England. Thé Blenheim conveyed the re- 
mains of the late Sir John Thompson, the 
Canadian Premier, who died suddenly at 
Windsor Castle, to Canada. Upon the ar- 
rival of the Blenheim at Portsmouth the 
body of Prince Henry of Battenberg will be 
transferred to the royal yacht Alberta, and 
will be taken across the Solent to the Isle 
of Wight. The casket will remain on board 
a body rests on a bier erected on the 
quarter-deck; draped with light blue and 
white and with the British white ensign. 
It is said that the Queen and Princess 
Beatrice will be at the disembarkation of 
the remains and that they will follow the 
casket, which will be carried by Scottish

MOSA OPENED TO COMMERCE.

Japan Announces the Terms of Its 
Newly Defined Policy. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—The Japanese 
Legation in this city today received an im- 
portant cablegram from the Foreign Office 
of Japan, with direction to make it public, 
by the terms of which the rich island of For- 
mosa, which Japan acquired from China, 
will be opened up to trade and commerce. 


The declaration is as follows? 

‘“‘Order and tranquillity having been es- 
tablished in Formosa, the Japanese Govern- 
ment grants the following privileges and fa- 
cilities to the subjects, citizens, and vessels 
of treaty powers, being in or resorting to 
Formosa: 

‘“ First—The subjects and citizens of pow- 
ers having commercial treaties with Japan 
may reside and trade in Formosa at Tam- 
sani, Kelung, Amping, Taiwaufu, and Ta- 
kao, and vessels of such powers may visit 
and carry cargo to and from the ports and 
harbors of Tamsui, Kelung, Amping, and 
Takao. 

“‘ Second—Notwithstanding the exception- 
al condition of affairs in Formosa, the trea- 
ties cf commerce and navigation and the 
tariffs and arrangements existing and now in 
force between Japan and other powers are, 
so far as they areapplicable, extended to the 
subjects, citizens, and vessels of such powers 
being in or resorting to Formosa, it being 
at the same time understood that all persons 
availing themselves of the above enumerated 
privileges and facilities shall obey all de- 
crees and regulations which may at any time 
be in foree in Formosa.”’ 

Since the administration of Formosa by 
Japan there has been considerable specula- 
tion by merchants and others interested in 
Oriental trade as to the policy Japan would 
pursue, and the above cablegram indicates 
the purpose of the government of the Mikado 
to be an enlightened one, having for its 
object the free development of the industries 
and commerce of the island. 

The places named, if is believed, are the 
principal towns of the island, and it is under- 
stood that the town excluded from the sec- 
| eid list is an interior port, the other four 
being ports. It is supposed that trading ves- 
sels in the Pacific will arrange hereafter for 
regular stops at some of the ports.

With all this or facts like these fresh in his 
mind, Lord Salisbury must be glad to forget, 
if he can, the German Emperor, and @o let 
others forget him. Russia also he remembers 
to forget, and that interesting story of an al- 
liance between Russia and Turkey. If there 
were any truth in that story it would have to 
be dealt with otherwise than by speeches. If 
there be none, as I still believe, a mention of 
the rumor or a denial of it would only per-

SALISBURY’S HUMILIATING CONFESSION. 
The astonishing statement made by Lord 
Salisbury at the banquet of the Noncon- 
formist Unionist Association touching the 
Armenian question will leave the world in 
some doubt as to whether England is indif- 
ferent or impotent, or perhaps both, as to 
the massacres in that afflicted country and 
the methods necessary to prevent their fur- 
ther continuance. , “ The Berlin treaty,” 
Lord Salisbury said, “ merely bound the 
signatory powers that if the Sultan promul- 
gated certain reforms they would watch 
over the execution of those reforms.” The 
Berlin treaty provision went further than 
this. The Sultan bound himself in explicit 
terms to give the Armenians equal rights 
under the law and the same religious priv- 
ileges as all other subjects in the Turkish 
Empire. This he has failed todo. On the 
other hand, he has sanctioned if not in- 
spired the slaughter of thousands of Ar- 
menians and the destruction of their prop- 
erty. for the reason, on the one hand, that 


other to render it impossible for them to 
make similar demands in the future by re- 


ducing their numbers, their influence, and 


their property-holdings through the horti- 
ble cruelties of the Kurdish and Circassian 
butchers. But even if Lord Salisbury’s 
statement were absolutely correct, if the 
powers were only to watch over the execu- 
tion of certain reforms, which it is notori- 
ous are not being executed, of what avail is 
it for the war vessels of these powers to re- 
main at the Dardanelles? As no reforms 
are being executed, what is there to watch? 

Lord Salisbury goes further and makes 
the humiliating confession that there is 
nothing in the convention which obligates 
England to interfere in behalf of the Sul- 
tan’s subjects. Then why not call off the 
English fleet and leave these subjects to 
his tender mercies? Lord Salisbury then 
proceeds to gloss over the conduct of the 
Sultan? while acknowledging that his gov- 
ernment is “ weak, wretched, impotent, and 
powerless”; to attribute the massacres to 
the hatred of race and creed factions; to 
assert that England has not the power of 
military usurpation to prevent them, that 
pone of the European powers wish to inter- 
fere, and that if England does notact with 
the great powers she “ must act against 
them and produce far more awful and ter- 
rible calamities than the Armenian atroc- 
ities.” 

It is evident from this humiliating con- 
fession that the Armenians are to be left 
to their fate, and that the great powers, 
civilized, Christian England among them, 
are disposed to give the Sultan all the time 
he wishes in the prosecution of his in- 
famous policy. Lord Salisbury says: “ It 
is our duty to give the Sultan time. It is 
not for me to pass judgment on that view, 
but no other remedy has been suggested.” 
That is exactly what the Sultan wants. 
Leave him alone and give him time enough, 
and what with killing, burning, plundering, 
and starving there will soon be only a rem- 
nant of the Armenian race left, and that 


rorized by the Moslems to dare ask for the 
rights guaranteed them by Turkey in its 
agreement with these indifferent powers. 
It is. little wonder that the London Chron- 
icle indignantly declares this utterance will 
do England grieyous harm and that his con- 
fession of failure with regard to Armenia 
is a most ignominious admission, and that 
the London Daily News says: “ The little 
“monster who gloats at Constantinople 
“ over the butcheries will receive Lord Sal- 
“isbury’s statement as glad*tidings. It 
“will be read with inexpressible shame by 
“thousands of decent men and women in 
*“ Bngland. We might at least abstain from 
“encouraging the Sultan in his hellish 
‘“work.” Even the great Thunderer is 
compelled to regard Lord Salisbury’s state- 
ment as apologetic and inferentially to re- 
gret it. The world will echo the sentiments 
of these newspapers, and will learn with 
profound sorrow and indignation\from the 
lips of the English Premier that there is no 
hope for the Armenians and that the work 
of slaughter must proceed until they are re- 
duced to a condition so weak and helpless 
as to be unable to utter complaints or de- 
mand rights promised them in solemn 
treaties,

Then the Judge has another remedy 
which he seems to suggest in perfect good 
faith. It is that “ reliab}@ and honest as- 
sessors”’ be elected month after next, who 
will pledge themselves to put at least a 15 
per cent valuation upon all property. Such 
men are to be secured thus: 

Let Mayor Swift call upon Gov. Altgeld for 
‘assistance and let them for once agree to eliminate

‘THE ANNEKE JANS ESTATE. ~ 


There was held in this city last week a 
meeting of over a hundred persous who be- 
lieve they are heirs of a Dutch woman 
named Anneke Jans, who died in New 
York nearly two centuries ago. She and 
her husband were owners of about sixty 
acres of land lying west of Broadway, to- 
ward the lower end of the island. It was 
farm land in 1700. It is now ae prop- 
erty of enormous value. 

These Chicago claimants think they 
should have a portion of this real estate. 
So do numerous individuals residing in 
other cities, who have formed associations 
for the purpose of taking steps to get what 
they say are their rights. There are law- 
yers, or persons calling themselves such, 
who tell these heirs that they have a good 
prima facie case, and that if they hand over 
money enough to pay legal expenses the 
estate can be recovered for them. 

The continued existence of this Anneke 
Jans delusion gives one rather a poor idea 
of human intelligence. It shows how des- 
perately people will cling to a belief, no mat- 
ter how transparently absurd it may be, 
when they think there is a pot of gold await- 
ing them. 

When Anneke Jans and her husband 
died the colonial authorities resumed pos- 
session of the farm they had granted them, 
and subsequently the Governor, Lord Corn- 
bury, gave it with some other land to Trin- 
ity Church, which has held undisturbed pos- 
session ever since. 

Whether the authorities took wrongful 
possession of that farm or not, in 1705, mat- 
ters nothingin 1895. AnnekeJans may have 
had: children and they may have been thé 
legitimate heirs of that property, but that 
cuts no figure now. The corporation which 
has been the proprietor for nearly two hun- 
dred years cannot be ousted now. Fur- 
thermore, this whole mattek was gone over 
fifty years ago, and the utter, hopeless 
emptiness of the claims made then in behalf 
of the heirs wasshown conclusively. They 
have absolutely no standing in any court. 

The pretensions of the heirs are greater 
now than they originally were. At first 
they claimed only the property given to 
Trinity Church. Now they assert that they 
are entitled to‘acres upon acres of real es- 
tate in New York City and on the Hudson. 
The persons who iuspired that false belief 
did so only to excite the greed of élaimants, 
and make them more willing to pay fees. 

It is singular that men who are well in- 
formed ‘about most matters cannot get it 
into their heads that there are statutes of 
limitation which cut up by the roots, after 
a certain time, claims which may have been 
meritorious originally. In this State no 
person can bring an actien to recover lands 
unless within twenty years after the right 
to bring such action accrued, There are 
exceptions in favor of infants and insane 
persons. A case might be imagined in 
which these exceptions would extend the 
limit far beyond twenty years, but posses- 


sion for two centuries gives an unattacka- 


ble title.

LORD SALISBURY AND THE MONROE 
DOCTRINE. 

There does not appear to be any sufficient 
reason for American glorification or hurrah 
over the statement of Lord Salisbury at a 
public banquet on Friday last that he ac- 
cepted the Monroe.dectrine as laid down by 
President Monroe. 
trine in his dispatch to Secretary Olney, 
but it has not settled the Venezuelan ques- 
tion by any means, nor will his fresh utter- 
ance do it, nor will it affect the determina- 
tion of the United States to ascertain wheth- 
er the proposed action of the English Gov- 
ernment isnot in contravention of that doc- 
trine. So far as Venezuela is concerned, 
Lord Salisbury may claim he is in favor of 
the Monroe doctrine as promulgated by 
President Monroe, because he claims that 
Great Britain is not about to extend mo- 
narchical government over any American 
territory beyond the limits of British Gui- 
ana. But that is the very question in- 
volved. Venezuela asserts that the terri- 
tory west of the Schomburgk line is hers. 
Indeed, she claims that a large slice of the 
territory east of that line is hers. But con- 
fining the issue to the former, if Great 
Britain seizes that territory and it belongs 
to Venezuela, then she is extending the 
principle of monarchical government over 
new American territory and is violating the 
Monroe doctrine. As Lord Salisbury re- 
fuses to settle the dispute by arbitration, 
the United States hasbeen forced to ap- 
point a commission to ascertain the exact 
boundary line. When that is done there 
will be an opportunity to decide whether 
Great Britain is not violating the doctrine 
which her Premier so flamboyantly an- 
nounces he accepts. In a word, this is 
another Salisbury bluff, which will deceive 
no one who gives the matter a moment’s 
thought.

This comparison of city debts is a mis- 
leading one, because the true figures are 
not given. The bonded indebtedness of 
New York is 129 millions. It includes the

So that the bonded indebtedness of Chi- 
cago amounts in round numbers to thirty- 
seven millions of dollars, or more than twice 
the amount given in the city paper’s table. 
Furthermore, there has been a notable in- 
crease of the debt in five years, due to the 
drainage district and the World’s Fair. 

So it appears that this city has done fairly 
well in getting into & bonded debt. The 
New York indebtedness was swollen by 
Tweed’s thefts. He and his Democratic 
Tammany Hall stole about as much as Chi- 
cago owes, and yet New York was so rich 
as to be able to stand it. 

It is not a disgrace to a city to have a 
small debt. It indicates that its people 
have acted on the maxim of “pay as you. 
go.” If those papers and individuals who 
are parading these cooked-up statistics can 
have their way, that alleged “ disgrace ” 
will be done away with speedily. 

The same men who mourn over the small- 
ness of the city debt mourn also over the 
low assessments. They do so because they 
believe that if assessments were three or 
four times higher than they are they could 
secure the issue of many millions more of 
bonds before the constitutional limit would 
be exceeded. Then the bonded debt would 
be far greater than that of New York in 
proportion to its taxable wealth. And not 
till then will the taxeaters, jobbers, pro- 
moters, and contractors rest content or be 


happy. 


FIRST BLOOD FOR FOSS. 

There was a preliminary fight between 
Congressman Foss and the “ machine ” yes- 
terday, at the meeting of the Congressional 
committee. Mr. Foss’ friends were in the 
majority and organized it. That gives as- 


‘surance that when the convention is called 


it will not be by an organization unfriendly 
to him, and resolved to “ down ” him. 

It is settled now that Mr. Foss will have 
a fair show at the primaries and that the 
Republican voters of the Seventh District 
will have an opportunity to express their 
sentiments at them. ‘The matter will be in 
their hands: There is no question as to 
what they ought to do, and little doubt as 
to wifat they will do. 

They ought to nominate their present Con- 
gressman, to whom they gave so heavy a 
majority a little over a year ago, and who 
has proved himself in every way worthy of 
the confidence they reposed in him. He has 
made an enviable reputation for himself 
during the three months he has been at 
Washington. If re@lected he will be one of 
the most valuable members of the Illinois 
delegation in the next Congress. 

The “ machine” Would like to substitute 
for him a new man who, if elected, will go 
to Washington next year utterly without 
experience and unable to accomplish any- 
thing for his district or his State. Mr. Foss 
does not deserve such treatment, and if the 
Republicans of the district have their own 
interests at heart, and if they feel that they 
have intelligence enough to pick out a rep- 
resentative for themselves, they will do a 
little machine-smashing when the time 
comes, by insisting that Mr. Foss must con- 
tinue to be their Congressman. 

He will make several speeches in the dis- 
trict between now. and the time the prima- 
ries are held. The voters’ should turn out 
and hear him. He will tell them what he 
has done in Congress and what he hopes to 
do there, and they can satisfy themselves 
the best thing they can do is to give him one 
tetfm more, even though the “ machine,” 
determined to farm out all the offices it can, 
should say they must not.

A NEW FASHION IN MARRIAGE. “ 

It may be that the coming man and the 
coming woman and the coming manner in 
which the coming man and the coming 
woman will be joined in the bonds of holy 
wedlock were fairly set forth in the extraor- 
dinary marriage ceremony which took place 
in Washington, D. C., on Wednesday last. 
The innovation upon conventional usages, 
therefore, is worth a little consideration. 

The bride in this case was Adelaide John- 
son, an artist, who has decided views on 
Christian Science, theosophy, and vege- 
tarianism. She:is twelve years the senior 
of her husband, Alexander Frederick John- 
son, a young Englishman of 20, who has 
wandered about considerably, spending 
several months alone on an Arizona ranch, 
and reputed to be a person of more than 
ordinary culture and intellectual ability. 
He, too, has decided views in the same di- 
rections as his wife. On the grounds of 
affinity and personal beliefs, therefore, the 
marriage was eminently a fit one, and it 
should prove a very happy one. There were 
several circumstances, however, which dis- 
tinguish this wedding from the conventional 
function. The guests were invited to a 
“‘white evening,” and went arrayed in 
white, but without the slightest idea what 
the “ white evening” might bring forth. 
Much to their surprise it brought forth a 
white wedding. Chicago played a promi- 
nent partinthe nuptials. Mrs. John Vance 
Cheney, wife of the Newberry librarian, 
read a poem which was accompanied by 
music. Then Mrs. Cora L. V. Richmond, 
the well-known Chicago Spiritualist, ap- 
peared in the réle of minister and performed 
the ceremony, which, it is said, was done 
“under inspiration,” by which it is to be 
inferred Mrs. Richmond, who in all her 
writings and public addresses is only the 
medium through which spirits are alleged 
to write and speak, tied the wedding knot 
by proxy, having a sort of power of attorney 
from an unseen inhabitant of some other 
sphere, and which was not inconsistent, if 
the old saying be true that marriages are 
made in heaven. 

There are other features of this wedding 
which are more novel and much more sig- 
nificant, and which are explained by a re- 
mark of the bride that “ above all things we 
believe in freedom.” A few days ago the 
bridegroom changed his name by law from 
Alexander Frederick Jenkins to Alexander 
Frederick Johnson so that his wife should 
preserve her name. Thus her freedom in 
one direction at least will not be prejudiced. 
That it may not be prejudiced in any direc- 
tion Mr. Johnson will live in New York and 
Mrs. Johnson will live in Washington. 
Thus the two souls with but a single thought 
will pursue their studies apart and the two 
hearts that beat as one will keep up their 
unison throbbing many hundred miles apart. 
Where there is such perfect affinity and such 
absolute consonance of views one would 
imagine that complete freedom might have 
been enjoyed in one common establishment

are these: Will the coming woman expect 
the coming man to reverse matters by 
changing his name to hers, and will separ- 
ate households be the rule in order to in- 
sure absolute freedom? As to the first 
question undoubtedly the coming man will 
make a long and desperate fight before he 
surrenders his right to keep his own name. 
As to the second, intending bridegrooms will 
also make serious objections, What they 
might decide some years after is another 
story. There is not generally so much de- 
sire for freedom during the period of the 
honeymoon as there is some time after, 
when the moon has come to be an every- 
day affair. However this may be, there is 
room for serious thought growing out of this 
extraordinary marriage function. Proba- 
bly the average man has little idea of what 
the future has in store, or of the dangerous 
precipice upon whose verge he is walking so 
unconcernedly.

“NON-LUMINOUS LIGHT” ON PSYCHIC 
PHENOMENA. 

Prof. Roentgen’s discovery of what we 
have called “ non-luminous -light,” whose 
rays penetrate many bodies hitherto sup- 
posed to be opaque, should be of great com- 
fort to. students of psychic phenomena. 
Such persons will doubtless find in it strong 
analogical presumption in support of their 
theory of the cause and manner of phe- 
nomena like telepathy, phantasmic projec- 
tion, and telekinesis. That theory is, of 
course, that mind, or thought, as distin- 
guished from brain, is dynamic; that is to 
say, it is a force which moves in vibrations, 
not yet measured or determined, through the 
all-pervading ether. 

If we grant their claim, which indeed the 
records of the London Society for Psychical 
Research seem to justify, that phenomena 
of these kinds are well-established facts, 
they will argue that Roentgen’s discovery 
lends great plausibility to their theory. The 
new rays prove that there is a force more 
tenuous and agile than light; and if that be 
so there is no reason why there may not be 
a force more tenuous and agile still. We 
know now that certain pulsations penetrate 
molecular interstices finer than can be pen- 
etrated by any other known pulsations. 
Why, then, may there not be other pulsa- 
tions able to penetrate the bones of the 
skull and conveying energy from one brain 
transmit it to another? 

This argument or presumption by analogy 
has been presented many times with regard 
to the power of electricity to reproduce in 
one telephone the audible vibrations excited 
in another. Then, however, it seemed 
rather fanciful than worthy of serious at- 
tention. But Roentgen’s discovery, by 
strengthening the analogy between the phe- 
nomena produced by a known and those pro- 
duced by the unknown force, has also 
strengthened the presumption of analogy 
between causes. If thought be energy it 
must be transmissible; and if energy be 
transmissible through objects of a certain 
density, why not through objects of a great- 
er density? Who, in the light of Roentgen’s 
discovery, will venture to affirm that there 
is a degree of density through which energy 
may not penetrate, or that all the possible 
forms of energy have been discovered ? 

It is a fascinating idea, this conception of 
vibrations of thought making resistless way 
through the ether to the minds of all men, 
and it explains many things which, though 
common in all ages of the world, have al- 
ways been mysterious. 


THE Senate of the United States disgraced 
itself on Saturday afternoon by adopting the 
free silver substitute for the bond measure 
that had been passed by the House. The 
vote was 43 for to 35 against, after precisely 
the same vote the other way on a motion by 
Senator Gorman to lay the free silver 
amendment on the table.’ Senator Lindsey 
of Kentucky put the free silverites on the de- 
fensive by telling them they were afraid to 
trust free coinage, had not passed free coin- 
age bills when they'had the power to do so, 
and were furious for free coinage only when 
they knew nothing practical could come of 
it. It now may be hoped the “ silver Sen- 
atop’ will consent to drop the subject. 
Théy have placed themselves on record be- 
fore the country and the world’as a set of 
obstructives who have no higher conception 
of public duty or personal honor than that 
of fighting to the death for an issue which 
not only is obviously false but, if actualized, 


‘ would be terribly detrimental to the inter- 


ests of the people whom they are supposed 
to represent in Congress. They can do no 
more than that now, and they knowit. They 
cannot prevent the success of the pending 
nor the maintenance of the 
parity by its means up to and beyond the 
time when -the people will have an oppor- 
tunity to express their wishes at the polls. 


‘So these “ silver Senators ” will be actuated 


by the lowest kind of meanness if they now 
refuse to turn their attention to the other 
subjects which demand it, the list including, 
‘first and foremost, a providing for the de- 
fense of the people from external foes. 

THE January grand jury which wound up 
its work yesterday did not investigate the 
charges of boodling made against members 
of the Décember grand jury. THe TRIBUNE 
had not the least idea that it would. It 
could not have done so had the investigation 
been thorough, and the report anbiased, 
without reflecting on the County Board, 
the body to which it owed its own existence. 
The grand jurors never would have been as 
heartless as that. They did make an ef- 
fort to get hold of the evidence against a 
County Commissioner, which Judge Payne 
says he has in his pussession, but that at- 
tempt was not made in the interest of jus- 
tice as much as in that of the Commissioner, 
who would like to know just what the evi-: 
dence is the Judge is relying on. Judge 
Payne acted properly under the circum- 
stances in refusing to show his hand. 


THE “ silver ’ amendment offered by Pop- 
ulist Butler in the Senate on Saturday was 
voted down by about three to one, the record 
showing 13 for and 40 against it. Butler 
wanted to have any further issue of bonds 
prevented without specific authority from 
Congress, and to have the government in- 
structed to pay its coin obligations in silver 
whenever silver bullion is worth less than 
one-sixteenth part of its weight in gold. 
It was to be expected that Stewart, Peffer, 


-and Tillman would vote with him, but it is 


also encouraging to find that the vote on 
the other side was large enough to defeat his 
crank motion by more than three to one. 


THE experiences of the last few days have 
elicited many and hearty maledictions upon 
those responsible for the order under which 
the street cars now sfop short of the first 
crossing instead of past the second to take 
on and discharge passengers. To thousands 
it has meant a tramp through mud nearly 
ankle deep, which would not have been 
necessary under the old order of things. 
The arrangement may be all right for good 
weather, with reasonably clean streets, but 
very many people think it is atrocious for 
such weather as we had last week, and they 
do not hesitate to eee language in 
saying 80. 


JupGcE DuNNE would like to have property 
assessed at its fair cash value, and all tax- 
ation for all purposes limited to 1 per cent. 
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’ school, park, and other purposes. In that 


event there would have to be an assessment 
of more than two billions. But he says 
nothing about a limitation of the power of 
the-city to issue bonds. Possibly he does not 
want it changed from what it is. With an 
assessment of 2,000 millions the bond limit 
would be 100 millions. The Aldermen could 
sell at once bonds for over eighty millions 
and use the proceeds for “‘ public improve- 
ments.” All friends of heavy bond issues 
and of a blanket-mortgaging of the wealth 
of the community are in favor of high as- 
sessments, but while they advocate the lat- 
ter they are careful to say nothing about the 
former. They are not willing the public 
should know what they are really driving at. 


More About Mars. 


The latest number of Popular Astronomy con- 
tains an article by Percival-Lowell stating a 
highly interesting conclusion deduced from the 
study of 464 milerometric measurements of the 
planet Mars made at the Lowell @bservatory in 
1894. The measures reveal what a ars to be un- 
mistakabie evidence of a twilight on the planet, 
which is sufficientfy pronounced to be visible from. 
the earth and actually to have been measured un- 
consciously. The, measures of the equatorial and 
polar diameters had no such end in view and the 
quantities on which the evidence rests are so 
large as to be outside the pale of accidental er- 
ror, being ten times as large as the probable 
error of observation and twice as gregt as the dif- 
ferences which disclose the polar flattening. The 
nature of the evidence obtained may be indicat- 
ed by stating that the observations extending from 
August to November gave substantially the same 
values for the polar diameter, while the meas- 
ured equatorial diameter increased on both sides 
of the date of opposition to the sun and increased 
in proportion to the angular distance from oppo- 
sition. Hence it must be concluded that Marg#has 
an appreciable atmosphere in spite of the spec- 
troscopic evidence to the contrary claimed to 
have been obtained by Prof. Campbell. Further- 
more that ratio of 189 to 190 for the polar to the 
equatorial diameters of Mars given by these 
measures is exactly the same as obtained by Her- 
mann Struve from the movement of the lines of 
apsides in the orbits of the two satellites of the 
planet. This also is a nearly intermediate quan- 
tity to limiting ratios of 174 to 175 and 226 to 227, 
which have been found by Tisserand to corre- 
spond with supposed homogeneity on the one hand 
and on the other a variation in density of the 
strata in Mars after the manner of those com- 
posing the earth. The close agreement of the 
Lowell measures with the theoretical result of rea- 
soning by Struve fs very interesting, as it furnish- 
es reason additional to that previously existing for 
believing in the general evolution of the solar 
system.

HEY were playing poker. Not the 
good, regular, old-time game, but one 
invented for the occasion.

He figured out that he only had so 
much, but it seems he had another quarter 
left, so when the man in error pushed what 
he thought was enough to ‘“‘call’’ the other 
to the center he threw down his hand, face 
up. 
“Hold on there,’ shouted the other man. 
“I’ve got another quarter here.” 

That was a situation. The man’s cards 
were on the table and the man with the quar- 
ter left knew what they were. There was a 
pair of jacks and a pair of tens. The one 
who had made the mistake could do nothing. 
The other hesitated a moment, and then, as 
he had a right to do, pushed his quarter to 
the center and said he would bet it. 

For the other it was a tough proposition. 
He must either call the bettor or lose the 
pot. He hesitated, too. The other might be 
bluffing. So, taking a chance, he pushed a 
quarter alongside the other and found out it 
was a bluff. The man who had seen the 
cards the other held couldn’t beat the two 
pairs. He made a magnificent bluff and he 
was called. 

But the star incident came a little later. 
Two men were finishing a round and the 
cards were just to be dealt. A man who was 
watching the game looked at one of the 
players who just had been frozen out, and 
remarked: 

“I'll bet a dollar that one of the two cards

The Kenwood Country club’s ice rink this 
winter was. the direct result of the great 
larity of the organization last summer. 
When the cold weather of last fall began 
to make tennis players as scarce as butter- 
files the directors of the club commenced 
10 discuss schemes to amuse the members 
during the approaching months of cold 
weather. Several projects were suggested, 
tut a skating rink and a toboggan slide 
to meet the popular demand most 
completely, dnd a committee was appointed 
tO make estimates and plans and take the 
matter in charge. On this committee were 
‘put the Secretary of the club, Charles H. 

rhorne,.and the Treasurer, C. C. Whitacre. 
_. The labors of the committee resulted di- 
rectly in the present skating rink. After an 
investigation it was decided to ab2ndon the 
toboggan slide project for this season, owing 
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brilliant. Now that the first heavy expenses 
of building the clubhouse and laying out 
the grounds have been successfully met the 
prospects for future years look roseate in- 
deed, and a sinking fund is to be established 
which will make the club a permanent or- 
ganization. 

A little over a ‘year ago J. W. Brooks Jr. 
conceived the idea of starting a club in Ken- 
wood to take the place of the old Kenwood 
Tennis club. The twenty-acre block which 
is now ‘used by the club attracted his atten- 
tion, and he obtained from Marshall Field, 
the owner, permission to use it for outdoor 
sports. A number of the former members 
-of the Kenwood Tennis club were assembled 
by Mr. Brooks and the Kenwood Country 
club was formed. Late inthe fali of 1804 the 
rrounds were leveled off and allowed to set- 
‘the during the winter. In the spring the 
courts were sodded and a handsome little 
clubhouse built. Architect Starrett designed 
the house with special reference to the 
club’s needs, and as soon. as the tennis 
courts were in condition last spring play be- 
gan and was kept up until within two weeks 
of .

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THEIR PANATICISM AND 


IN CHICAGO'S GAETTO. 


“An Interesting Community of Rus- 
-gian.and Polish Jews on 
the West Side. 


SUFFERING. 


©eremonial Observance of the Jewish Sab- 
bath—Traits of the Inhabitants. 


HE Chicago Jewish Training School 
- is situated in the midst of a peculiar 
people. A people possessed of a fanati- 
cism so high, so fine, so self abnegat- 
ing that it enables them to endure exile, 
poverty, and every deprivation without a 
murmur. ‘ 
To the casual observer that locality bound- 
ed on the north by De Koven street, on the 
south by Fourteenth,:on the west by John- 
son street, and on the east by Canal, is 
simply a place inhabited by poor Russian and 
Polish Jews, so crowded and packed together 
that many thousands of them live within 
this Mmited area. Passing up and down 
the very dirty streets in this vicinity one 
sees at every step men, either seated or 


moving, vending all sorts of cheap things, 


and whole families boiling over, as it were, 
from the pots of the thronging tenement 
houses unto the sidewalk from which they 
open, They are not buoyant, hearty, romp- 
ing children, and well-fed, contented mothers 
that one finds biding on the sidewalk, for 
many hours of the day, when the weather its 
mild, in every part of this Ghetto, but elfin 
children and zenemic mothers,’ for they are 
a delicate, although a prolific, persistent 
race. Indeed, how could they be otherwise 
than delicate since they are slowly starving, 
not only{ for want of proper foad, 
but for ‘everything in life, for. all 
they have is hope, which, with them, 
is surely a thing deferred, but nour- 
ished by the religion for which they suffer. 
How it is that they are a persistent people 
is a problem which would seem to have/no 
logical solution. Perhaps it.is a matter of 
inheritance; and from the old patriar¢hs 
from whom they are descended, they have 
the peculiar, endurimg’ vitality which Mas 
enabled the people of their faith, through 
many centuries, to endure the untoward 
conditions which have annihilated races not 
so endowed. 

Whatever the cause, certain it is that here 
they are living, constantly companioned by 


» poverty and sickness, and yet living and also 


multiplying, and through all holding firmly 
‘not only to the spirit, but to the letter of the 
Jewish religion as it was taught and prac- 
tised’in the time of Abraham and Jacob. 
Strange as it may seem, in this Ghetto there 
are more than 10,000 people who have been 
for years, and still are, suffering martyrdom 
for their religious faith. Prosperity was 
theirs in their native lands if only they 
would renounce Judaism and accept the 
teaching of another faith, but with one ac- 
cord they turned them from material pros- 
perity, with all its allurements, and accepted 
exile and the thrall of the grimmest sort of 
want for conscience sake. 

Although they find religious liberty here. 
these Jews of the old régime find little else 
for which they have reason to be thankful. 
Of handicraft they know absolutely nothing, 
aithough with very few exceptions they are 
well, even highly, educated. Many of them 
are fine accountants, and are quite familiar 
with the technicalities of business, and 
many of them could command a fair salary 
if they would work on our Saturday, their 
Sabbath. This they will mot do. They will 
sacrifice themselves, their families, their 
future, but their rehgion never. This being

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true, there is not much they can do but ped- 
Thus it happens that the spectacle is 
seen of a man of fine acquirements, often 
the possessor of exhaustive, abstruse know!l- 
edge, going about every day in the week, 
save Saturday, with a pack on his back. In 
this settlement of venders who can read and 
speak in many tongues, and are so famillar 
with the Talmud that they can give whole 
pages of it without the addition or omission 
of a word, the man who has a horse and 
wagon, however poor, is an exception, and 
is regarded as opulent. 


Friday Night Ceremonies. 


It is when the sun goes down on Friday 
night that a strange and dignifying trans- 
formation, both within and without, but es- 
pecially within, takes place throughout the 
length and breadth of this peculiar settle- 
ment. Without the shutters are drawn, and 
every sign-of occupation is banished. Be- 
fore the setting of the sun every peddler 
has returned; every sidewalk vendor with- 


| the streets, so overthronged everyv other 


| time in the week, are deserted and still. Just | 


after sunset the sixth day in the week one 
may walk blocks in this section without 
being able to purchase anything, not. even 
food. 

Within the poor houses of these poor peo- 
ple, and here three rooms are a luxury, 
which is by no means common, whatever 
the size of the family, the change is greater 
than without. If there is but one room, 
though it be dull and grimy and lighted by 
a single window opening on to a court, it 
is made as attractive as cleanliness and 


one night of the week can make it. 
cloth, often only a coarse bit of cotton, cosi- 
ing but a few cents, but immaculately 


upon it. The children are made as, tidy as 
circumstances permit, and all ‘evidence 
of poverty is, as far as possible, banished. 
The best meal of the week, however poor it 
may be, has been prepared; and although 
the miserable home may have been without 
thé cheer of warmth for the whole week, is 
made comfortable by a freshly trimmed fire 
lighted before the going down of the sun 
ushers in the Jewish Sabbath, for after 
that no Jew here may light a fire until it 
goes down again. Thus a house where 
squalid poverty véry often reigns the rest 
of the, week, on Friday night is made to 
assume an air of comparative comfort. 
Leaving the children,excepting such boys 
as are over 13 years of age, gathered about 
the white-covered table, on which have been 
placed the Talmud and such other books as 
the family possess, the father and mother 
and grandparents, if there are any? proceed 
to the temple, for they know their place of 
worship, as have their forefathers through 
all the centuries, as the ‘‘temple.” 
the solemn service of the Mosaic dispensa- 


ing place they call home, as they enter the 
door the children all rise and stand with 
bowed heads, while the oldest. man of the 
household, the patriareh, the father usually, 
if there is no grandfather, stretches forth 
his hands and pronounces the blessing with 
which Jacob blessed his grandchildren when 
, on his deathbed: “God bless you like 

Ephraim and Manasseh.” Then the mother 
or grandmother pronounces the blessing: 

God bless you like Rebecca, Rachel, and 
Leah.” 

Despite pinching poverty and its endless 
attending train of evils, which include all 
that externally bemeans and belittles, there 
is about these people, in their wretched 
houses, the night that the Jewish Sabbath is 
ushered in, an innate distinction and dignity 
which reminds one of Fmerson’s assertion 
that a sanctified soul is always elegant. The 
solicitous, anxious insistence of the street 
vendor falls away from the father of the 
family, and he becomes the patriarch, teach- 
ing his family the fine poetic truths voiced 
by the prophets of old. And the mother, 
also just returned from the temple, is at 
this time raised above her mean surround- 
ings by a certain spirjtual exaltation which 
is not of the ephemeral, emotional sort, but 
which inspires her to bear without complaint 
her hard lot, and yet honor the law by greet- 
ing each Sabbath with a clean house in as 
near holiday attire as she is able to command. 
In some of these poor houses the strenuous 
effort to honor the sacred day is indeed 
touching. 

When the evening meal is over the children 
gather about their parents and the father 
reads to them, first of all, from the Talmud, 
and it is upon such literature as the follow- 
ing that the children here, who are indeed 
a mighty company—the average is ten in a 
family—who have little to eat and less to 
wear, are nourished:

household to be at hame, whether they live 
at home or not, on Friday evening, and it 
is an unwritten law among this people, 
whose lives are in so many respects like a 
strong, strange current from remote an- 
tiquity, that all @ifferences, whether be- 
pein ree and euros. or rmsare and 
sisters, Shall be,considered as if they never 
had been, when € tae of Yaess has 
been pronounced. This undoubtedly ac- 
counts, in part at least. for the strong and 
loyal regard which invariably exists be- 
tween the different members of families 
among this people, and the unvarying con- 
siderate affection and respect with which 
children regard their parents. 

It is also a rule from which there seems to 
be no deviation among these strenuous re- 
ligionists, that whatever betide, the parents 
instruct their children most carefully in 
the tenets of their religion. At one time, 
at the social settlement house in this vicin- 
ity, classes were formed by some young 
ladies from one of the fashionable South 
Side synagogues, for the purpose of teach- 

g the chfidren here in regard to religious 
matters. To the astonishment of these re- 
fined, highly educated, philanthropic young 
women they discovered that these poor, 
under-nourished, ragged children knew 
more about the Old Testament scriptures 
than they, and were constantly propounding 
questions which they were quite unable to 
answer. 

Parents are supposed to be responsible 
for their children until they are 18 years of 
age, and it is them expected that they have 
been so instructed that they can answer 
for themselves. The boys at this age are 
given a “‘tephillim,’’ which is a small leath- 
erncase containing four verses from the Pen- 
tateuch, which is bound on the head, in ac- 
cordance. with the scriptural command, 
while the wearer, with his face turned to 
the east, says his morning prayer. The 
girls are not so provided, neither are they, 
or the women, permitted to occupy the same 
part of the temple as tre men, but havea 
place provided apart asin oldentimes. This 
separation of the sexes is also carefully ob- 
served in the home. It matters not how 
smail the room, how poor the occupants, 
some sort. of a division is managed, and the 
boys are separate from the girls of a family 
when they sleep. 


Traits of the People. 


In studying the lives of this unique peo- 
ple in our midst, and yet no more of us than 
are the people of the South Sea Islands, one 
finds some peculiar phases of human char- 
acter and extraordinary facts in regard-to 
how people are able to live. For instance, 
one day a teacher, who has among her pupils 
two little girls, the children of a Russian 
Jew, observed they did not go home at noon. 
She inquired the reason, and after some 
hesitation was told that they did not have 
any lunch for that day nor any fire. Shein- 
vestigated the matter and found that the 
father was an invalid and was in the coun- 
try, where he was barely able to earn his 
board, and that the family of three—the 
mother and two children—were and had been 
for a long time living on 12 cents a day, 
which the mother earned by finishing slip- 
pers. When the work was not forthcoming, 
us sometimes happened, even this small 
sum could not. .be expended, and then there 
was no lunch oriire. Yet this woman would 
not accept charity, declaring firmly that 
she was nota pauper. When later the eldest 
of the girls stated that she must leave the 
training school for two or three weeks until 
she could earn enough money for a jacket 
and was offered one that she might not leave 
the school and so lose her place in her classes 
her mother refused-to let her accept the gar- 
ment, saying she would rather she should 
lose her place in the school than take the 
first step in dependence, for the first step 
taken the second would be easy. This sort 
of moral tiber is quite consistent with the 
persistent tenacity in the matter of religious 
faith which brought these people exiles to 
our shores and keeps them steadfast in 
holding their Sabbath sacred, and while it 
cunnot be said to be genera! it is quite tom- 
mon among them. 

Although the faith of their fathers is 
carefully and constantly instilled in the minds 
of their children, and, for the most part, 
successfully,. by these most. orthodox of 
Jews, still the children do not escape the 
trend of the times nor fail to see that they 
must in part vield to the customs of the 
country in which they live. At the train- 
ing school they are instructed in practical 
handicraft, which makes them capable of 
bread-winning in any one ef several different 
lines. When they have completed the course 
there they realize that there is open tothem 
independence, comfort, respectability on the 
one hand and poverty, dependence, depriva- 
tion, and keeping the Jewish Sabbath on the 
other. They make their choice, and a large 
number of them are now supporting their 
families, for they are faithful to their faith 
ini all but the Sabbath observance, and es- 
pecially are they loyal to that part of it which 
commands filial devotion. The young men 
and women who are taking this stand in- 
dicate the change which, when the present 
generation shall have passed away, will take 
place in this Ghetto. Inthe meantimeitisa 
strange anomaly that these people who like 
Paul, the»chiefest of the Apostles, are 
Pharisees, and, in a way, believe in a future 
life, still, when questioned, will affirm that 
aw after life is something of which they 
cannot know, but for which they hope. It 
is this hope that leads them on—that they 
may cherish it with as. much certainty 
as possible they forego everything which 
would enrich the present. 


SHEPARD MANSION AT SCARBOROUGH 


House Party of One Hundred Guests 
Can Be Conveniently Entertained. 
New York, Jan. 25.—[Special Correspond- 


of the costly summer homes that oveflook 
the Hudson River between New York and 
F’oughkeepsie is that of Mrs. Elliott F. 
Shepard, which occupies a picturesque and 
commanding site between Sing Sing and 
Tarrytown. The mansion, which is about 
200 feet long, 60 feet in depth, and four stories 
high, faces the Albany postroad (now Broad- 
way). It is in the Town of Scarborough 
and is from a quarter to half a mile from 
the beautiful Memorial Presbyterian Chapel 
erected by Mrs. Shepard a few months ago 
in memory of her husband. 

Elliott F, Shepard purchased several hun- 
dred acres of land in Scarborough some 
years before his death and himself super- 
vised the Construction of his house and the 
alteration and beautifying of the surround- 
ing landscape.. He added to his estate on 
two or three different occasons and it now 
embraces between 500 and 600 acres. The 
great mansion, which is built of buff presséd 
brick, with carved stone and marble trim- 
mings, Stands on a knoll and commands a

ing the house have been beautified at great 
cost and the two massive gateways that 
give entrance to them form objects of pe- 
culiar interest to the neighborhood. 

At each gateway there is a keeper’s lodge 
built of the same material and in the same 
architectural Style as the mansion. The 
driveways describe graceful curves leading 
up to the porte-cochére. The gates are of 
ornamental wrought iron, and were patterned 
aiter some gates that Mr. Shepard saw and 
admired in France. The architects of the 


mansion were McKim, Mead & White of , 


New York, and they planned with a view of 
securing the greatest possible convenience 
and comfort to the occupants as well as 
with the desire to present an attractive and 
artistic exterior. So large is the house and 
so humerous its rooms that Mr. Shepard 
could, it is said, entertain a house party of 
more than 100 persons without incon- 
venience. 

Two reliable features of this establishment 
are the splendid stables and mammoth 
water. tank which stand a few hundred 
yards from the house. The stables are built 
of buff brick, and finished inside with 
glazed tiling in light cclors. They afford ac- 
commodations for about sixty horses. The 
water tank is located over an artesian well, 
and it has a capacity of 250,000 gallons. 

The house, it may be incidentally men- 
tioned, is filled with every modern appliance 
for lighting, heating, and water supply. 

The good people of Scarborough are fond 
of telling casual visitors of the distinguished 
persons and the magnificence of wealth that 
abide within the limits of their town. ‘ Mrs. 
Shepard's estate is described as having in- 
volved an expense of nearly $2,000,000. She 
has for neighbors H. Walter Webb, Third 
Vice-President of the New York Central 
railroad on the one side, and William Rocke- 
feller on the other.

in Efforts to Keep Their

THOROUGH exposition of the bicy-

The in- 
dustrial school proper was established some 
twenty years ago by Eli Bates, in connec- 
tion with the charitable work of Unity 
Church, and has long been a center of gen- 
vine helpfulness. It includes a créche, 
where about a hundred babies are left, 
bathed, fed, and taken care of while their 
mothers are away earning their living. Then 


there is a flourishing kindergarten, where a | 


principal and four assistants, aided by 2 
good equipment, are teaching the little ones 
ijn accordance with Froebel’s principles. In 
addition there are cooking and sewing 
classes for girls and women, but practicaily 
nothing has been attempted hitherto for the 
boys. 

Funds for Broadening the Work. 

All this is to be changed now—in fact; is, 
already being changed in many particulars. 
Through the gencrosity of a Chicago woman, 
a member of Unity Church, funds have been 
provided this winter for the establishment of 
a social settlement, and for the widening 
of the work carried on. Three experienced 
workers in the sociological field, Mrs. Helen 
Stuart Campbell, Mr. Harvey C. White, and 
Mrs. Charlotte Perkius Stetson, have been 
induced to come here and take charge and 
direction of the settlement. They have en- 
tered upon their work with a zeal and en- 
thusiasm which augur well.for its success, 
and which are reinforced by experience, 
both practical and theoretical. 

“This settlement and school is entirely un- 
sectarian in its work,” said Mrs. J. Warren 
Hosmer, President of the Board of Manage- 
ment, “and we hope to have the assistance 
and codperation of all denominations. We 
are in hopes that it will become the social 
settlement of the North Side, and become to 
this section of the city what Hull Houseand 
the Chicago University settlement are to 
other sides. There is certainly a good field 
for it here, as there are no pther settlements 
for a long distance.” : 


From Literature to Slums. 

Mrs. Helen Stuart Campbell, who has come 
to Chicago to take charge of the social set- 
tlement, is a woman of strong and kindly 
face and gracious presence. She is a native 
of Lockport, N. Y., but was brought up in 
New York City, and there received her im- 
pulse in a sociological direction. All her life 
she has been interested In the people and the 
betterment of their condition, and much of 
the time she has been engaged in work of 
this kind. Mrs. Campbell is also a well- 
known author, having begun her literary 
work with ‘‘The Ainsley Series’ of books

for children, which was soon followed by 
‘lnder Green Apple Boughs” and “Unto 
the Third and Fourth Generation.’’ 

It was at a later period, however, that her 
mind turned definitely toward distinct work 
along the sociological line which she has 
now followed for many years. One of her 
earliest acts toward this end was to take up 
the study of medicine with especial reference 
to the food question, it being one of her firm 
tenets thata very great deal of intemperance 
is directly due to unwholesome cooking—a 
belief in which she has the able support of 
the doughty Kate Field. After two years 
spent in the South, organizing cooking 
schools, Mrs. Campbell established the one 
in Washington and then laid aside the spoon, 
temporarily, at least, for the pen.

with the Universal Exposition then to be 

held, of the Parliament of Religions, one of 
the most remarkable events connected with 
the Chicago Exposition of 1893; shows that 
the movement commands, to a large degree, 
the world’s attention and bids fair to accom- 
plish the end in view.

Charbonnel, one of the most earnest and en-

they still have the assurance that they shall 
reproduce faithfully the representation, 
unique and modern, of a generous tolerance 
of liberal conciliation and of evangelical fra- 
ternity which was inaugurated at Chicago. 

He adds that in France all the liberal press, 

and even the hostile press, have the religious 

idea, “‘and that thus they have no longer 
to fear the Parisian ridicule.’”” The abbe 
‘also says that “ since it is you, the powerful 

New America, which has rendered possible 
in Old Europe the noble dream of unity in one 
heavenly Father, one Christ, of all who be- 
lieve ay upon the earth, we recognize 
you having been the first messenger of 
peace and good will for all men upon the 
earth.” And he asks: ‘“‘ What will be the 
attitude of the press in America toward the 
movement which he so ardently cham- 
pions?” ? 


‘Pope Gives Approbation Absolute. 
Recent French papers not only contain 
many columns devoted to the discussion of 
the project, but make the articles relating 
to it especially prominent by giving them 
conspicuous place. L’Eclair of Sept. 9, 1895, 
Says: ‘‘ When the proposal was first made, 


perhaps a year ago, it received but little en- 
couragement. It was said that while Amer- 


ica could accomplish so stupendous a result, 
it would be impossible to achieve it in an 
old. and conservative country like Europe; 
but the feeling of apathy and discourage- 
ment with which the suggestion was hailed 
has gradually given way, until it is now fol- 
lowed by eloqftent and enthusiastic appeals 
to the French people to rally to its support 
and make the movement a great success. <A 
cat impetus was given to it by the visit of 
rdinal Gibbons to Paris, on his way to 
Rome, and his words of approval and en- 
couragement when he stopped there on his 
return.

FROM THE LAKE FRONT TO SOUTH BRANCH. 


Startling Comparison Suggested by a Gov- 
ernment Test at Indian Head.

HE recent offer by the Lake Traffic As- 
sociation of the boats under its con- 
trol on the great lakes for use against 
any foreign aggression in that quarter 
has called attention once more to the de- 
fenseless condition of all American lake port 
citfes. The offer caused much merriment 
among Chicago marine men, who understood 
it is a huge joke to offset the same kind of 
an offer made by the Canadian association 

to that government. 


The fact is, there is not one boat engaged, 
‘In lake trade or now upon the lakes that 


could be used in case of war. It would be 
much cheaper to build new boats than to 
attempt to remodel the ones in use at present. 
All of them are mere shells when it comes to 
a question of resisting attack. The heaviest 
plating is not over one inch of steel thickness 
on any lake boat. The Canadians are not 
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of those fundamental ideas of religion which 
are not in any part of humanity completely 
effaced. And some day the unity of the 
human family, in affirmation of the divine, 
will result in victory over skepticism. 

‘** The other religions are errors,’ they say 
to me, ‘and error should be suppressed, not 
heard—not invited, above all.’ 

‘‘Tt is, on the contrary, good fortune to 
meet our brothers who are in error, to pro- 
voke their testimony in favor of those pre- 
cepts of truth which they profess with us. 
Argument made of ‘universal consent’ is 
employed willingly by the apologists. The 
Congress of Religions will be the most lumin- 
ous illustration of that argument.” 

No Difference in Countries. 


In Le Monde of Nov. 4 the Abbe Charbon- 
nel replies to the Abbe Hippolyte Gayraud, 
who. had made some objections to the re- 
ligious reunion in 1900. M. Charbonnel says: 
** Then, they say, even if the Congress of Re- 
ligions succeeded in America, France is not 
America.

They have two revenue 
boats about the size of a Chicago River tug, 
with a ram attachment, but any good boat 
on the lakes can run away from them easily 
and they are not considered dangerous. 

Some years ago the government looked 
into the question of lake defense far enough 
to see that England had prepared itself for 
any emergency. The report to the War De- 
partment stated that England had 200,000 
tons of vessels that could be turned cruisers 
in case of hosttlities, which had only an 
eight-foot draft and could easily make the 
Welland Canal trip and go into any consid- 
erable harbor along the lakes. 

With war vessels ready to steam right up 
to Chicago from England a recent test show- 


when confronted by vessels with but one 
inch thickness of steel covering may be of 
interest. The accompanying lilustration is 
from the War Department and shows atrial 
shot fired at a stationary target on the In- 
dian Head proving grounds at Washington: 

The sketch shows the penetration of a shot 
from a sixteen-inch gun of 110 tons weight 
at the distance of 500 feet. Shot into the 
air the shell would have been carried four- 
teen miles. As it was it went through 
twenty inches of steel, eight inches of iron, 
twenty feet of oak, five feet of granite, 
eleven feet of concrete, and half way 
through six feet of brick. 

It is estimated that such a gun, mounted 
on the government pier in Chicago harbor, 
could send a shell through the center of 
every building in a straight line from Lake 
Michigan to the river. 

The weight of the shell fired was 1,800 
pounds, charge of powder, 960 pounds; 
velocity of shell, 2,105 feet per second; total 
55.305 tons. The life of the gun is 
estimated at seventy-five rounds. Length 
of the gun is fifty feet, bore sixteen inches, 
cost of shell, $425:-powder, $400; one charge 
fired, S885: gun without charge, $97,500; 
largest’ outside diameter of gun, five feet; 
smallest, twenty-six inches.

Of course, it is too bad that the men 
inéerested in that branch of the league work 
are enterprising, but we cannot afford to lose 
the men who are the life of cyclists. Let us 
strengthen the other committées to a point 
where they may do a great public work. 
Where they will have no time to pull down 
the work of those enterprising men who have 
racing in charge.”’ 

Chairman George D. Gideon of the Racing 
Board says that his views coincide exactly 
with resolutions adopted by the Wisconsin 
Division, L. A. W., to the effect that the 
league should continue its control of racing 
and that it would be detrimental to the 
league to abandon it. 

Ed H. Croninger of Cincinnati, Southern 
member of the Racing Board, says: “ All 
honorable racing cyclists recognize in the 
League of American Wheelmen a strict but 
just governor. and look to it for protection 
from all crookedness, which is bound to ex- 
ist among so great an army as that of cycle 
racers. They know and appreciate the fact 
that without some impartial and severe 
dictator cycle racing would soon be a thing 
of the past. and that instead of a very occa- 
sional crooked race an honest race would be 
the exception. The League of “American 
Wheelmen will not abandon the control of 
cycle racing because the racing men whom it 
controls and those interested in racing form 
a good! portion of the membership-of the 
L. A. W.” 

Sterling Elliott says: ‘“‘ To abandon racing 
would cut our own throats. We would at 
once fall in the estimation of the public. 
They would say that after fifteen years’ 
jurisdiction over racing we had proved une- 
qual to the task and hadtolayitdown. The 
L. A. W. races are as clean today as they 
were ten years ago. The tone has not been 
lowered. Let us keep up the good work.”’ 

President Willison stands by racing. He 
says: ‘‘To say we must give up racing be- 
cause too much energy iggiven to it, is to say 
that when we work up’a department to a 
point where it is energetic and useful we 


must give it up. The very energy Mr. Pot- 
ter deplores is a reason for the existence of 
the Racing Board. It does not follow that 
because the board dies its energy would be 
devoted to other departments. There is no 
patent yet found to transfer energy. Let us 
use commendable energy as we find it.”’

The exhibition of representative works hy 
contemporary Swedish artists which was to 
have been opened at the Art Institute 
Feb. 4 has been delayed elsewhere, and 
therefore the opening reception has been 
postponed one week. This collection which 
is to come to Chicago next week has been 
brought together by Mr. Anders L. Zorn, 
who Holds an important place among the 
artists of Sweden, and-who, it may be re- 
membered, was the Commissioner of Fine 
Arts for Sweden at the World’s Fair. At 
the Exposition a remarkable showing in 
painting was the Swedish exhibit. It was 
wholly new to Americans and was filled 
with a freshness ard vitality uncommon in 
recent art. During the Fair it was ar- 
ranged that a collection of representative 
Swedish paintings should be made under Mr. 
Zorn’s supervision and exhibited in the 
principal art centers of the United States. 
The institutions codperating in the enter- 
prise were the Chicago Art Institute, the St. 
Louis Museum of Fine Arts, the Cincinnati 
Museum, the Philadelphia Academy of Fine 
Arts, the Boston Art club, and the Pratt 
Institute of Brooklyn. 
The collection includes 180 paintings by 
many of the foremost artists of Sweden. 
Anders L. Zorn himself is perhaps the best 
known of these in the United States. Hehas 
achieved a world-wide reputation for his 
work in the art of painting and etching. 
Zorn was born at Mora, Sweden, in 1860. 
He took a first-class medal at the Paris 
Exposition of 1889. He is a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor, and he is represented in 
the Luxembourg Museum, Paris. It is said 
the group of pictures contributed by him 
to the present collection affords a better 
opportunity to study the range of his work 
in oil than has yet been .offered in this 
country. It was the intention of Mr. Zorn 
to come to Chicago when the collec- 
tion should be exhibited here. In a letter, 
received by one of his friends in this city 
only a day or two ago, the painter regrets 
his inability to come at this time and ex- 
plains that he is unavoidably detained in 
Faris.

There is tn the woman’s playing a peculiar 
aptness of gesture that is dramatic. It is 
not mannerism, for each has a meaning con- 
nected with the phrase in which it is 
employed..

‘tion required at the moment they are doubt- 
less in a measure due. But beyond this they 
derive and obtain significance as fully as the 

_ gestures in a dramatic recital. 

It may be through broadened experience 
or it may be the result of general acknowl- 
edgment, but those traces of self-conscious- 
ness that once proved a bar to full enjoy- 
ment of Mme. Bloomfield-Zeisier’s work are 
no more a part of it. The opposite has suc- 
ceeded, and we find instead absorption and 
enthusiastic intensity that do not neces- 
sarilg belong)to the ripened artist, but to th 
exceptional few. 

The second movement of the Rubinstein 
concerto proved in its performance that 
Mme. Bloomfield-Zeisler is not eminently 
possessed of the poetry thatis lyric. There 
was, instead, a womanly gentleness and 
sympathy that, heightened on the executant 
Side through variety and beauty in tone 
color and clearness in passage work, pro- 
duced eminent effect. For so-slight a phys- 
ique to retain so great a degree of reserve 
power in the conclusion of the last movement 
of the concerto was a notable point. After 
the dramatic value of the first movement 
and the beauty of the second this final one of 
Rubinstein’s D minor is not musically grate- 
ful in sequence. With audiences as a rule, 
however, it is likely to leave the desired im- 
pression—naturally awaited through scin- 
tilant brilliancy.

And from that ideal I never de- 
part, although I may not’be able to attain 
it. But I cannot play any piece unless it 
appeals to me. I have tried, and in days 
gone by, when I really needed engagements, 
the request would come that I play some 
cértain thing. 1 haye taken up the work 
and given it up, notifying those who had 
engaged: me that it was no. use. 
’ The D minor of Rubinstein is 
the? only one of my pieces that I 
feel that I play with authority, for it bears 
tBe stamp of the composer’s approval, I 
néver heard Rubinstein play it, nor have l 
ever heard one of his pupils play it. Before 
_I played it in Dresden I called upon him and 
told him these facts. I also told him that Il 
had studied the work because it appealed 
to me and I admired it. Then he answered: 
‘If you do not play it well I will cut off your 
head.” From which I knew that it made no 
earthly difference to him how I played it. 
But my performance pleased hinf and he 
gave me full assurance of it. Afterwards 
Paul Lindau, the novelisty wrote to me of 
Rubinstein’s opinion expressed to him also. 
“IT do net claim that I play it with every 
diminuendo and ritardando that Rubinstein 
would have directed. He was too broad a 
man to let such Httle things become of mo- 
ment. It was the general meaning that he 
demanded in the interpretation. Bath and 
Beethoven were not such’ old fogies as peo- 
ple would have us believe today, and we do 
not need to bring to the performance of their 
works a line and measure. Once I asked 
Grieg how to play a composition of his that 
I had neither played for him nor he for me.

With Moszkowski it is the same. He has 
told me ‘ play things as they appeal to you.’

known as the Department of the Missouri,

Should you gain the presence of Gen. Mer- 


portation of troops and material, forage, 
clothing, camp and garrison equipage, erec- 
tion and repair of barracks and quarters, 
and roads and bridges at military posts. 
Col. Marshall I. Ludington, one of the ablest 
officers in his department of the army, and 
of large experience in this character of 
work during and since the war, is.Chief 
Quartermaster.

4,380. Nearly 26,000,000 pounds of bitumi- 
nous and some 12,000,000 pounds of anthra- 
cite coal, and over 6,000 cerds of wood, prin- 
cipally hard, were consumed warming the 
some 4,500 men and families of the depart- 
ment and cooking their food. At Fort Sheri- 
dan*repairs were made costing $5,687, and 
$838 was expended for “ flooring for tents’’ 
there. This floor of offices in the Pullman 
Building that serves for army headquarters 


is costing the government the tidy clip of 
$1,000 a month, payment being made by the 


Chief Quartermaster. 
Near at hand to confer with Col. Luding- 


ton is Col. Thomas C. Sullivan, Chief Com- 


missary, who makes all contracts for food, 
the bids and awards showing Chicago, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, and New Orleans shar- 
ing in the patronage. 


The amount paid for salaries during the last 
fiscal year to officers and men of this de- 
partment was $2,400,000. 

Within the door that says “Chief Ord- 


‘nance Officer’ the visitor anticipates surely 


coming upon at least a respectable assort- 
ment of gatlings and Hotchkiss or anyhow 
a stack or two of cannon balls. But no, not 
a Single stack. Not even of blucs. But 
proofs that death lurks there were readily 
submitted by Lieut. J. T. Thompson, the 
chief ordnance officer. _They were indeed 
straight cuts—to death. The duties of the 
ordnance department are in general pro- 
viding, distributing, and accounting. for 
every description of artillery,: small arms, 
and all inventions of war required for forts 
aid troops in this department and supervis- 
ing all experiments in small arms and equip- 
ments for the army. ‘The cavalry, Lieut. 
Thompson stated, will soon be provided with

Although one of the youngest officers in 
the service Lieut. Thompson stands with 
exceeding high credit as a proficient man of 
arms. <As chief ordnance officer he repre- 
sents the fulfilled demands of the exacting 
capacity in which he stands to the army and 
particularly the department of the Missouri. 
Hie is also a man who has scored victories 
in literature affording readers of the higher 
class magazines frequent delights. This lat- 
ter is also true of Lieut. Harry C. Hale, 
Aide-de-Camp to Gen. Merritt, who has done 


fair common school education. But the 
latest general rule will prove most surpris- 
ing. No man can get into the United States 
army today unless he can furnish statements 
from persons of recognized standing that 
he is absolutely trustworthy and has a clean 
character generally. 

The civilian, widening his eyes, asks: 
“And why a!l this severity as to admitting 
men to the ranks of common soldiers for 
menial drudgery tn time of peace and tar- 
gets for bullets in case of war? The answer 
may contain news for many. The writer, 
who spent the greater part of several days 
last week talking with the various com- 
manding officers of this second greatest di- 
vision of the army, learned by various meth- 
ods that the War Department is now quietly 
promulgating a vast scheme the purpose of 
which is as rapidly as possible to set 
about fitting every man in the regular 
army to be an instructor of military 
methods of warfare. This mighty task 
is to be crowded with the unre- 
lenting vigor of the forced march 
in time of war. The most iron-handed 
methods are to be called into use 
and the men held to the work. Every 
man in the ranks, every  officer—the 
entire 25,000 men—are to be com- 
pelled absolutely to qualify themselves to 
teach the United States army methods of 
war, so that each man may be able not only 
to teach in time of peace but that ona 
declaration of war he can instantly step to 
the head of a volunteer regiment, drill it for 
action in the least space of time possible, 
and lead it on the battlefield. Nothing of

As the sole oc- 
cupant ot this war council chamber rises to 
meet you with stately courtesy you are 
treated to a view of the beau ideal of an 
American soldier. The portrait af Gen. Mer- 
ritt in the group presented on this pase of 
THE TRIBUNE is excellent and was made 
only a few days ago, being the first and the 
only picture made of Gen. Merritt and staff 
since their coming to Chicago, and pro- 
nounced by them to be superior likenesses. 
In the few moments the General has to spare 
one finds him becomingly reserved and thor- 
oughly interesting. He is somewhat the 
familiar build of Gen. Miles. His face is 
strong. He feels especially ‘“‘one of us’’ 
among Chicagoans, having been appointed 
to the Military Academy from this State. 
Graduating in the class of 1860, he was as- 
signed to the dragoons, displayed a genius 
for war, and distinguished himself in the 
various extensive operations and raids of 
the cavairy of the Army of the Potomac. 
Frequently promoted for gallant and mer- 
itorio services and bravery on the battle- 
field, Gen. Merritt came from the war a 
Major-General of Volunteers, one of the 
youngest officers that ever held that rank in 
the Unfted States service. 

While the business of the entire depart- 
ment is at the command of the General, yet, 
as may be imagined, he has to do personally 
with only a part of it. At best, however, he 
must sustain a great load, and even when re- 
lieved of as much as possible he must still 
put in some long, hard days. 


Gen. Merritt’s Military Family. 


Next door to the General’s room is that of 
his aides, Lieut. Harry C. Hale, Twentieth 
Infantry, who made a gallant record during 
the recent SiouX campaign; Lieut. L. H. 
Strother, First Infantry; and Lieut. S. Bent- 
ly Mott, First Artillery, both able officers. 
These officers comprise the personal staff or 
assistants to the General, constituting what 
is often termed his military family. 

Within a door or two is the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s office, Lieut.-Col. Merritt Barber in 
charge. The office of Adjutant-General cor- 
responds to that of Secretary of State in the 
civil administration, It promulgates mili- 
tary’ orders, conducts all correspondence, 
and has charge of all records and reports, 
Col. Barber entered the volunteer service 
during the war, from Vermont, served with 
distinguished gallantry in the various battles 
of the Army of ‘- Potomac, entered ‘the 
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The health of the department is guarded 
by Lieut.-Col. Albert Hartsuff, Deputy Sur- 
geon-General, and Chief Surgeon of this de- 
partment. He is assisted by Capt. A. H. 
Appel as attending surgeon and examiner 
of recruits. Col. Hartsuff ranks as ons 
the first physicians and surgeons of the day. 
He is a man of specially admirable phy- 
sique, commanding presence—indeed, quite 
patriarchial in appearance. He was one oi 
that great command-of Gen. Crook’s that in 
the Custer campaign made that eight day 
forced march through continuous rain, mud 
up to knees, not a thing to eat, not evena 
berry, e>cept raw horsefiesh, for which they 
hadn't even a grain of salt. 

At Col. ‘Hartsuff’s office in headquarters 
you find that the death rate among the sol- 
diers of this department is the remarkably 
low one of 5.84, while Chicago’s, which is 
lower than any other city in America, is 15. 
This comparison is not, however, a fair one, 
since the soldiers are picked men, kept and 
cared for like favorite children. The United 
States army has approved of anti-toxin, and 
is going in for it extensively. Recently the 
army has commenced equipping its medical 
departments with all the latest discoveries 
in the medical world, a new departure. The 
army has three main medical supply depots 
in the’ United States—New York, St. Louis. 
and San Francisco. Last year there were 
twenty-five cases of typhoid fever at Fort 
Sheridan, two of them fatal. Malarial fevers 
were reported from every post in this de- 
partment, except Jefferson Barracks and 
Fort Wayne, Fort Reno showing the largest 
number, 92; Fort Sill, 65; Fort Leavenworth, 
26; Fort Riley, 30; Fort Sheridan, 16; and 
Fort Brady, 7 cases. 

Fort Sheridan had 199 cases of acute diar- 
‘Thea last year, against 92 the year previous. 
“This large increase at Fort Sheridan,”’ 
says the official report, ‘“‘ is no doubt due to 
‘the same causes which produced the in- 
crease in typhoid fever cases at that post— 
viz.: Camp life of its garrison during July 
and August, 1894; exposure to heat, and 
poor water during that period.” This state- 
ment seems to absolve the authorities at 
Fort Sheridan from responsibility for the 
startling increase of sickness, by assuming 
that it was the jaunt into the country the 
men took that caused these 199 cases of 
alarming illness, while the paragraph im- 
mediately following, in the official report. 
seems born of a sudden determination to 
give the true facts. generally, come what 
may. The report goes on to write Fort 
Sheridan down as the worst post in point of 
healthfulness in the entire department, and 
Fort Wayne as leading all other posts in 
health. Then it enumerates the others in

Embryo Warriors at Colleges. 


Of the greatest responsibility and imper- 
tance is the part of the inspector, Lieut.-Col. 
Peter D. Vroom, Inspector-General of the 
Middle District, embracing this department. 
He is’'charged with the inspection of all 
military commands and stations and audit- 
ing the accounts of all disbursing officers. 
Col. Vroom’s department is specially estab- 
lished to promote uniform economy, efli- 
ciency, and compliance with the laws and 
orders. Under a new system instituted last 
May by Secretary Lamont large numbers of 
inspectors were dispensed with, and it left 
Col. Vroom to make a continuous tour, go- 
ing from this department to the Department 
of Dakota and the Department of the East, 
acting under orders direct from the Secretary 
of War. Besides inspecting the military 
posts, he inspects all colleges where an 
army Officer has been detailed as military in- 
structor. And it will greatly surprise the 
country in general to know that in this, 
Middle District alone, Col. Vroom’s terri- 
tory, there are thirty-seven such colleges. 
The widespread, serious interest taken in 
studying scientific warfare according to that 
highest of modern standards, the United 
States army, is pronounced amazing and 
warmly gratifying to officers and the entire 
service. Something like 300 American col- 
leges are now receiving the entire service of 
aS many specially detailed United Statcs 
army officers, whose one and only duty it is 
to literally maké soldiers of every male stu- 
dent in the institutions. Enthusiasm in this 
line has been sweeping on with such strength 
that today the young men at many of these 
collages are perfectly informed, fully 
equipped, including arms of the regular 
army model, and even all marching and 
camping accoutrements. 

There is no play, not a partical of foolish- 
negs about all this. The United States Gov- 
ernment is not paying these 300 regular 
officers, skilled tacticians, from $1,200 to 
$1,500 a year apiece, an aggregate of some 
$400,000 a year cash, to make American 
holidays the year ‘round for college students. 
The reputation of the War Department of 
this government is that it is as close a 
bargain driver as any branch of the service. 
Js it hard to imagine a cold, steel gray mili- 
tery eye at Washington winking all-wisely, 
anda voice ofauthoritative tones whispering: 
“ The War Department knowg.Jjts best busi- 
ness, these years—getting a gigantic, self- 
supporting army ready for the field at a 
pittance of $400,000 a year, instead of at an 
expenditure of over a hundred million of 
dollars later on when it will be neéded in a 
night?” Every one of these colleges is 
rigidly inspected every three months, and if 
progress satisfactory to the government has 
not been made a threat to remove the official 
instructor brings the young war students to 
their senses sharply enough.

colleges are applying for instructors. And

Mr. Wilson cautiously says it is an open 
question how far armor will be penetrated 
in a long-range engagement, but adds: “If 
we can judge from the Yalu, it will not be 
penetrated at all when it is of moderate 
thickness—twelvye inches or thereabouts. 
But guns are so rapidly increasing in power 
that it is dangerous to dogmatize. A 
weapon such as the new Elswick eight-inch 
quick-firer, with a nominal perforation of 
twenty inches of steel at the muzzle, should, 
In action, send its bolt through ten inches of 
compound, or eight inches of Harveyed 
armor at 2,000 yards, if it hits at nearly right 
angles to the target.” 

The most stirring portion of Mr. Wilson’s 
book, for the genera! reader, is his portrayal 
of the close of a moderna naval battle such as 
any of the great powers would fight. 

‘“‘When the now battered hulls draw near- 
er, and hits, though from a diminished num- 
ber of guns, become more frequent, the last 
phase of the battle begins. Probably the 
auxiliary armament of all the ships will 
have been put out of action by the awful 
carnage wrought by the high explosive 
shells. 

“This is the hour for the torpedo boat, 
and it will dash to the attack. Mutual de- 
struction or disablement may be expected 
to be the issue, when the battleships on each 
side will meet in final collision, and reserves 
of uninjured ships will decide the day. The 
ram will now be used upon ships with en- 


*gines disabled, if they will not surrender; 


the torpedo will also come into play. A duel 
between the heavy guns on either side will 
conclude the battle. 

Horrors of the Conflict. 

** We have some idea, from the effect of the 
Chinese 12-inch and 10-inch shells upon the 
Matsushima, what will be the effect of pro- 
jectiles weighing 850 pounds and 1,200 pounds 
crashing through -thick steel, carrying in- 
board splinters and fragments of plating, and 
exploding with delayed-action fuses in the in-

“So in the uproar and confusion, the 
smoke and the fire, the long agony of the bat- 
tle will’draw to its close on board the mad¢to- 
ions which are now settling in the water, 
rolling terribly, and threatening to engulf 
their crews. The picture that rises before us 
is one of horror almost transcending imagi- 
nation, a scene of bloedshed and destruction 
so fearful that man’s high purpose and devo- 
tion can alone redeem it from the ghastli- 
ness of theshambles. But it is neither profit- 
able nor elevating to batten upon horrors.”’ 

To the assertion that war grows less bloody 
with time Mr. Wilson retorts: ‘‘All the sea 
engagements of the period of 1860-’6, in which 
ironclads fought, show slight loss of life, be- 
cause armour had then conquered the gun. 
It is now beaten by it, and there is also the 
torpedo to be reckoned with. The torpedo 
and the ram will claim their victims. 
Wrecked water lines in a sea way will lead 
others to capsize,perhaps with little notice.” 
He points out tha vital difference between 
the old wooden vessel, which could stand a 
deal of battering without:being much the 
worse for it, and the present *‘ delicate boxes 
of machinery attacked by guns which can 
easily send a shell through them at two 
miles.” 

The author sententiously remarks that 
these iron hulls capsize or founder in a min- 
ute. The naval battle of the future, he rea- 
sons, cannot last long. Lissa and the Yalu 
were over in considerably less than five 
hours, and the battle of the future will be 
much shorter. All indications point to a 
short, sharp struggle with terrible execution. 

“If, at the close of the day, one side has 
ships intact and the other ships damaged, no 
power on earth can save the latter. Abso- 
lute, hopeless ruin for the beaten side is the 
prospect in a great battle where the result is 
not wholly indecisive. There does not seem 
to be any betwixt and between.” 


Forecast of Future Battle. 


A mest significant fact of this English- 
man’s pages is that he is constantly com- 
paring and measuring his own nation’s navy 
by the French navy, as if he regarded the 
two as surely destined some day to measure 
their strength on the high seas. Inthe light 
of this spirit Mr. Wilson's closing para- 
graphs take on an added interest. 

“This, then, is a forecast. of the battle of 
tomorrow. Two great lines of monster ships 
steaming side by side, but far apart, whilst 
the uproar of the cannonade, the hail of 
shells, fills the air. As the minutes pass 
funnels and superstructures fly in splinters, 
the draft sinks, the speed decreases, ships 
drop to the rear. 

“The moment for close action has come 
and the victor steams in on the vanquished. 
The ram and the torpedo, amidst of an in- 
ferno of sinking ships and exploding shells, 
claim their victims. The torpedo boats of 
the weaker side in vain essay to cover the 
beaten battleships. Beneath a pall of smoke, 
upon a sea of blood, the mastery of the wa- 
ters is decided for a generation. 

‘Such an encounter will not lack sensation. 
To live through it will be a life’s experience; 
to fallin it a gloriousend. And that heaven 
may send our fleet success when the great 
day comes is the ardent prayer of every En- 
glishman.” * 

A cRapter on “Ironclad Catastrophes, and 
another on ‘““The Development of the English 
Rattleship’” complete the work. The first 
nine chapters are devoted to the American 
civil war, while liberal space is given to the 
recent struggle between China and Japan, 
and numerous photographs are reproduced 
which were actually taken during the battle 
of the Yalu on board a Japanese warship. 
Plates, maps, and diagrams are liberally 
interspersed, effectively elucidating the rath- 
er technical text. 

The work as a whole is marked with abun- 
dant signs of care and exhaustive research: 
The book cannot fail to become an authority 
in naval circles and to exercise a wide in- 
fluence upon future developments in naval 
warfare.

“JT have seen nowhere in the United 
States, or even in Europe, avenues better 
laid out or more magnificently constructed 
than those that one finds in Chicago.

In the presence of a blast like this it would 
be the proper thing to pass a per capita 
vote of thanks to the Council, gang and all, 
for “taking legislative measures to stop 
this folly, as has just been done in Chicago, 
where the height of buildings has been lim- 
ited to fifty meters, though even that is co- 
lossal.’’ 

Dr. Lutaud considers it his duty to punc- 
ture the bubble of our pride by remarking 
that the Americans are wrong in thinking 
they invented the tall steel-construction 
edifice, which in no wise depends upon its 
brick and mortar for its stability. He says 
the idea has been in use for a century in 
Lisbon—ever since the terrible ‘ Lisbon 
earthquake day.’ But it is to be feared 
that the doctor's observations in this matter 
are rather superficial, and that he notes no 
difference between the old and dangerous 
method of. merely laying iron beams across 
each other—a style of architecture that 
recently caused New York one of its most 
disastrous fires—and the Chicago idea, with 
its hot-riveting and absolute stanchness. 
Dr. Lutaud never saw such structurés in 
Lisbon or anywhere else until Chicago began 
building them. 


Admires the Auditorium. 


But there is one tall building that even 
the Parisian critic must admire—the Audi- 
torium, ‘‘ which is without dispute the vast- 
est theater in existence in the world.” This, 
he admits, has a beautiful architectural ef- 
fect: For the Manhattan Insurance Build- 
ing, the highest structure in New York, he 
has nothing but excoriation.

TO BE CHANGED INTO A_ BATH-HOUSE. 


W. 8S. Eden Leases the Building in Con- 
nection with the Great Northern Plans. 


F cleanliness is next to godliness, as the 
popular proverb has it, it would not take 
much of an optimist to see good in the 
transformation of a gambling den into 

a bath establishment. This is exactly 
what is being done with the building at 
No. 14 Quincy street, which takes rank 
easily as one of the most notorious houses 
which flourished in the days of wide-open 
gambling. ‘‘No. 14 Quincy,” by which title 
the place was known, was familiar to most 
of the people about town with sporting pro- 
clivities. The building was the best con- 
structed and consequently the most con- 
spicuous in the block on Quincy street be- 
tween State street and the Postoffice. 

It was constructed about ten years ago and 
is five stories ard a half basement in height. 
Through the front of the second and third 
stories a bungling oval bay window extends. 
In the front of the first story were the yellow 
shutters which gave an inkling of the oc- 
cupancy of the building, even to the unin- 
iiiated. The basement story by daylighr 
had the appearance of being deserted, an 
impression which was not dispelled by the

phia ‘‘ a miserable brewer has reared before 
the city hall a structure of fifteen stories 
that totally hides the monument.”’

He is a little weak in his physica! 
geography when he accredits the “ fresh and 
squealing "’ porkers to “ the rich plains of 
Wisconsin and Michigan,’’ but his accoun* 
of the Stock-Yards processes is in the main 
accurate. ’ 

‘Tf heaven is the final end of man,” he 
says, ‘it may be said that the final end of 
the hog is sausage. It is}/not exaggeration to 
say that there exist in Chicago today ma- 
chines into which the hog enters living and 
emerges in a state of sausage.”’ . 

Somebody has told Dr. Lutaud the old joke 
about no part of the pig being lost except its 
squeal, but has evidently told it with varia- 
tions. “‘ To this journalistic joke,’’ he says. 
‘“‘another Yankee wag has replied by sug- 
gesting that the squeals be caught in 4 
phonograph and then be allowed to escape 
in the form of advertisements for some 
butcher’s establishment.’’ And then the 
author gravely assures us that this has act- 
ually been done, and that “ the public dailr 
throngs the butcher shop, enlivened by these 
novel musica! recitals!’ 

Some kind friend should have warned the 
estimable Frenchman that sausages are not 
the only thing that are stuffed at the Stock-

American Women. 
Dr. Lutaud’s chapter on “ La Femme” is 


not quite so sensational as that on Chicago 
or as that on the same subject by Bourget, 


but he does not fail to make some interest- | 


ing discoveries, prefacing them with wise 
remarks on ‘“ millionaires"’ in general and 
on what he calls ‘‘self-made men” in par- 
ticular. Im politics he thinks the gentler 
sex is making rapid strides and .“‘ one 
may foresee the epoch when women will be 
nominated for Governors of States and even 
for Presidents of the repulgic.”’ 

He finds here perfect equality of the sexes, 
if not, indeed, a preponderance in favor of 
that generally considered the weaker. “ It 
is a strange thing, in fact,’’ he remarks, 
“that a nation containing the most energetic 
of men, inured to the great struggles of life, 
should have abdicated in favor of woman.”’ 

This observant but characteristically su- 
perficial Frenchman appears to have fol- 
lowed the time honored example of -ail 
Frenchmen in misinterpreting the freedom 
allowed to the unmarried young women. 
‘' Flirting,”’ he says, ‘‘is for her a pleasure 
and almost a necessity.” He speaks more 
advisediy when he compares the married 
life of the two countries: 

**Once married a woman is infinitely 1 
courted than with us and illicit liasons, ‘so 
frequent in the European world and es- 

liy in Paris, are of an extreme rarity 
in America. Some jealous minds have 


sought to explain this phenomenon on the’ 


ground of hypocrisy. But I have lived too 
with the Anglo-Saxons to accépt this

Representatives of the owners claim the 
building was never leased for gambling pur- 
poses, but it was really never occupied for 
anything else than a gambling establish- 
ment, and its construction would suggest a 
remarkable coincidence between the ideas 
of the builders and the requirements of the 
occupant. The place has been occupied by 
more or less notorious establishments, the 
principal one of which was that run by John 
Condon and Sam Dahl. There isa generally 
accepted theory that what is termed a 
““square game’ was run there for years, 
though at intervals of late years a brace 
game has been running in the house. Sev- 
eral atempts have been made by people who 
lost money in the house to bring suit against 


over gambling the owners have been exceed- 
ingly anxious to change its tenants. 

The building of the Great Northern Thea- 
ter annex gave the estate an opportunity 
to entirely change the character of the build- 
ing. A lease was made for ten years to W. 
S. Eden of the Great Northern Hotel com- 
pany, who has plans made for entirely re- 
modeling the building and using it through- 
out as a bath establishment. 


An Engineering Difficulty. 


The building is on the south side of Quincy 
street and adjoins the theater building now 
in course of construction. Between it and 
the corner building on State street, owned 
by Levy Mayer, there is one twenty-five-foot 
building. The bath-house project is separate 
and distinct from the hotel and theater com- 
pany, but there will be a co. nection made 
between the basements of the two buildings. 
The street entrance will be materially 
changed and the bay window will be run up 
through the upper stories. 

At the time the ten-year lease was made 
an arrangement was made between the 
owners and the theater building company 
for a party wall. The terms of this party 
wall agreement provided that when built it 
should be incorporated with the building at 
No. 14 Quincy street. The original plans 
were to make the west wall of the old 
building form part of the party wall. A 
difficulty, however, regarding settlement of 
the building at once arose. Provision in the 
construction of sky-scrapers, or, in fact, in 
any building on foundation soil such as is 
found in Chicago, has to be made and in 
the plans for the theater building annex al- 


lowance was made for settlement of nine 


inches. The ornamental sill courses in the 
new building are not in line with the courses 
in the old building by nine inches, and at 
first sight it would seem that a mistake had 
been made. It is figured, however, that the 
two buildings will be exactly in line when 
the new one has fully settled. In the two 
parts of the Monadnock Building, further 
scuth, allowance was made for nearly as 
much settlement of the part of the building 
last constructed, and the two sections are 
now in line.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Several Large Enterprises Under Way 
and Contemplated. 

The most important building enterprise 
definitely announced during the week was 
that of the Silversmith Building, on Wa- 
bash avenue, which is noted elsewhere. Dur- 
ing‘the month which closed on Friday the 
total of building operations showéd a de- 
crease as compared with last year, a fact 
due largely to the prevailing financial con- 
dition. A number of large enterprises are 
in hand. Most of them have been tem- 
porarily checked by the uncertain monetary 
conditions, although some, it is announced,

will go ahead. The increase in taxation of 


down-town properties has weighed heavily 
on office buildings, and forced the inaugura- 
tion of a policy of economy in most cases. 
The increased tax has, of course, come out 
of what was considered net earnings. Some 
of the buildings have failed to earn their 
usual dividend. Notwithstanding these dis- 
advantages, there is said to be a prospect 
that building operations during the year will 
reach a very fair volume. 

One of the largest enterprises in hand is 
an apartment house, to cost $400,000. Henry 
Ives Cobb is making the plan for it, but its 
location and the names of the persons inter- 
ested are not disclosed. It is stated thata 
number of details remain to be perfected be- 
fure the construction becomes a certainty, 
although it is a reasonable probability. 

Extensive improvements are contemplated 
in the interior of the Henney & Speed Block, 
Nos. 121 and 127 Dearborn street. The build- 
ing is four stories and basement. The hall- 
ways and offices are to be made more at- 
tractive, and’a new passenger elevator is 
to be added, but it is not intended that the 
improvements shall be made in such a way 
as to interfere with the tenants while the 
changes are going on. 


To Add Three Stories to Twelve. 


The project is being considered of adding 
three additional stories to the Davies Build- 
ing now in course of construction on the 
west side of Dearborn street, 100 feet north 
of Harrison street, making the height at 
the limit prescribed by the amended build- 
ing ordinance. The original plans provided 
for twelve stories and an expenditure of 
$175,000. The change will add $25,000 to the 
cost of the structure. The roof is already 
on, but can be easily taken out and the walls 
ee up. Jenney & Mundie are the archi- 
ects. 

Dudley & B. M. Winston are having plans 
drawn by architects for a six-story apart- 
ment building at Nos. 135 and 137 Pine street 
to cost $50,000. The building will have a 
frontage of 50 feet and a depth of 110 feet. 
The walls will be of brown pressed brick. 
The entrance of marble and tile, and the in- 
terior construction fireproof. Twelve apart- 
ments of eight rooms each will be contained 
in the structure, all finished in mahogany 
and oak, and equipped with modern con- 
veniences. An elevator and a steam heating 
plant will be installed. The site is on the 
east side of Pine street, between Chicago 
avenue and Superior street, and it is now 
occupied by two old dwellings. Construc- 
tion work, it is expected, will be commenced 
in April. 

Plans for the reconstruction of the Gil- 
lette Building at No. 15-19 River street, 
which was recently destroyed by fire, are 
being, finished. The lot has a frontage of 
65 feet and a depth of J00 feet. The building 
will be constructed with an intent to accom- 
modate heavy wholesale trade, and will 
be first-class in every particular. 

The new building of the Illinois Tax Ab- 
stract company at Nos. 160 and 162 Wash- 
ington street is being rapidly pushed ahead. 
It will be twelve stories high, and when 
completed will cost $225,000. The company 
has given to the Chicago Title and Trust 
company a trust deed covering its leasehold 
interest and the building to secure a loan of 
$100,000 for ten years at’6 per cent. 


Improve for Investment Purposes. 


Hannah & Hogg are figuring on the erec- 
tion of a large apartment house on Lake 
View avenue, midway between Deming court 
and Wrightwood avenue. The frontage is 
oblique, 117 feet, the width of the lot being 
108 feet and the depth 330 feet, with alleys 
on the rear and north sides of the lot. A 
number of plans have been submitted, but 
no decision has been reached and probably 
two or three weeks will lapse before the 
definite plan will be selected. The enterprise 
is undertaken for investment purposes, and 
inageneral way provides for the construction 
of a four-story building containing fifteen 
apartments on each floor, or in all about 
sixty. The general idea of the interior equip- 
ment is to make it superb in character and 
to include every modern improvement and 
convenience. 

The Executive committee of the di- 
rectors of the Union Stock-Yards 
company, to which the subject was 
referred at the recent election, have 
concluded to shortly begin the extensive im- 
provements long contemplated at the yards. 
An expenditure approximating $500,000 
will be made. The changes provide for a 
complete rearrangement of the railroad 
tracks north of Exchange avenue by means 
of which the section devoted to the handling 
of hogs will be concentrated between that 
street and the north end of the yards. The 
rearrangement of the tracks provides for 
the addition of three bands of tracks cross- 
ing the yards from west to east. They will 
be connected by switches and the spaces 
between them will be built up with double- 
deck pens. Additions to the sewerage of the 
yards are required and these wil) be made 
first before the other work is begun, but it 
is now expected the improvement will be 
completed by the middle of the summer. 


Improvement of Metropole Hotel. 


Work on the addition to the Metropole 
Hotel, it is expected, will shortly begin. It 
was to provide for this addition that Im- 
manuel Baptist Church, immediately to the 
south of the hotel, was moved fifty-one feet 
south. That remarkable enginerring feat 
has been substantially completed and the 
church now rests upon its new foundations. 
Not an accident occurred, not a hitch in the 
mover’s plans throughout the operation, 
which has attracted the attention of buiid- 
ing engineers all over the country. The 
steeple of the church is 225 feet high. It 
was supposed to be the danger point of the 
undertaking,, but the builders say the spire 
now rests more solid than before, it, in the 
old location, being found to be three inches 

e. 

The. addition to the hotel is to be at the 
rear of the lot left vacant by the removal of 
the church. The lot measures 5) feet in 
width by 150 in depth, At least 125 feet will 
be left as a lawn for the use of the guests 
of the hotel. Along the front of the addi- 
tion facing Michigan avenue glass-covered 
balconies will extend at each floor level.

improve the harbor. The sentiment ex- 
pressed at the meeting was strongly in favor 
of asking Congress to expend a considerable 
sum. It was pointed out that owing to the 
La Salle, Washington street, and Van Buren 
street tunnels it is practically impossible to 
deepen the channel of the Chicago River or 
to widen it so as to allow the passage of 
vessels of the size to which vessel construc- 
tion is tending. Mr. Counselman said that 
his company owned grain elevators along 
the Rock Island road in Kansas and Ne- 
braska, but that owing to the competition by 
way of Galveston, for improvements in 
whose harbor $7,000,000 has been appropri- 
ated, it had been impossible to move grain 
profitably by way of Chicago. Profit in that 
business depended upon the handling of 
grain in large volume. A depth of twenty 
feet at the harbor of South Chicago woult 
enable vessels of larger tonnage to enter and 
make successful competition with other 
points possible. 

There was some little feeling expressed 
over the failure of the Chicago River peo- 
ple to ask the coiperation of the Calumet 
River interests, but representatives of the 
former deprecated the idea that there would 
be any lack of harmony ‘or any particular 
rivalry in applying to Congrese for aid. 

Attempts will be made immediately to in- 


terest Indiana and Ohio Congressmen to 


secure a place for the imaprovement in the 
river and harbor bill. The idea of most peo- 
ple interested is to ask at first no greater 
sum than can be expended within a reason- 
able time, relying on the general policy of 
Congress to follow up such improvement. 


FINE WABASH AVENUE STRUCTURE, 


The Silversmiths’ Building Will Be a 
Notable Addition. 
The new Silversmiths’ -Building, on Wa- 


bash avenue, south of Madison street, will, 


when completed, form one of the notable 
adornments of that handsome street. The 
building, which is to be erected on plans

prepared by D. H. Burnham & Co. for Ben- 
jamin Allen and the Gorham Manufacturing 
company, will reach a height of 150 feet, di- 
vided into ten stories. The front will be of 
terra-cotta and pressed brick, broken by 
many windows and representative of a plain 
yet stately architectural style. The ground 
occupied measures 81x160 feet. As the title 
of the building indicates, it is specially de- 
signed for the use of dealers in stlverware 
and wholesale jewelry, and the purpose is 
to provide quarters for two tenants on each 
floor. Fireproof construction is adopted 
throughout, and this, with the many modern 
features of the structure, will run the cost 
of the entire improvement up to $250,000. 


RECENT REALTY SALES AND LEASES. 


Rothbarth Property Brings $3,350 a 
Front Foot, 

The most notable sale of down-town prop- 
erty during the week was the transfer of the 
Madison street frontage at Nos. 246-248 for 
$127,000 cash by Paul Rothbarth to Elsa 
Seipp. The ground has a frontage of 25 feet 
10 inches by 1£9 feet % inch, and is improved 
with a five-story building. The price paid 
was at the rate of about $3,330 a front foot, 
or $19.75 a square foot. Miss Seipp has 
owned the property adjoining on the west for 
some years. The frontage of the latter was 
34 feet and her late purchase therefore gives 
herfm frontage of 90 feet. The building on 


thefwest lot was recently destroyed by fire. 
The iffgurance policies have not yet been set- 
tled andtherefore the plans for its improve- 
ment have not been commenced, but it is 
the intention to rebuild and add two stories 
—making the structure seven stories in all: 
The property at, Nos. 246 and 24i\is occupied 
under a lease having several years to run. 
Ultimately the front will probably Be altered 
s0 as to make it uniform with the structure 
next door. 

An important sale of West Side property 
was made for $100,000 by S. W. Rawson to 
John M. Smyth. The property is at the 
southwest corner of Madison street an‘ 
Ashland boulevard, with a frontage of 158 
feet on the one and 112 feet on the other. 
The improvements are a three-story store 
and apartment building. Mr. Smyth has 
been quite a large purchaser of West Side 
property within the last few months, his in- 
vestments having reached $265,000.

A. Lord, to Henry Dibblee on the plot on the 
north side of Washington street, 54 feet west 
of Wabash avenue. The ground measures 
24x108 feet and is under lease to Marshall 
Field for ninety-nine years, as part of the 
site of his Wabash avenue building. 

The Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
company has loaned A. R. Beck $50,000 at 
5 per cent for five years on his property at 
Commercial avenue and Ninety-first street 
in South Chicago. A four-story building has 
been completed on the corner, which fronts 
135 feet on Commercial avenue and 86 feet 
on Ninety-first street. The building is oc- 
cupied by a departmert store and the upper 
stories are devoted to offices, a public hall, 
dnd a theater. The rate of interest is said 
to have been the lowest made on property in 
South Chicago. 

Several important foreclosure sales will 
be made at the auction-room of the Chicago 
Real Estate Board during the coming week. 
Next Thursday at 1 o’clock Master in Chan- 
cery George Mills Rogers will auction the 
building ‘at No. 42 South Clark street. The 
sale will be made under a decree of fore- 
closure obtained in the Circuit Court in the 
case of Jane Grahame Jones against C. M. 
Brennan and others. Mrs. Jones sold the 
building to Mr: Brennan seven years ago, 
giving him a ground lease for ten years, and 
taking a chattel mortgage for $7,000. The 
building. has a grontage of fifteen feet, and 
is four stories high. It has been in the hands 
of a receiver for more than a year. A sale 
previously advertised was postponed because 
of a prospect of making a settlement. An- 
other .sale will comprise eleven pieces of 
property belonging to A. J.’Stone to satisfy 
a decréé of foreclosure in favor of A. M. 
Billings. The properties are all located on 
the West Side, and comprise part of the es- 
tate of the late A .J. Snell. The. sale will 
take place next Saturday at 11 o'clock.

FOOLED THE WISE ONES. 


WHEAT MARKET WILD AND PRICES 
ADVANCE TWO CENTS. 


Unexpected Decrease in Liverpool 
Stecks During January—Falling Of 
1,600,000 Bushels — Professional 
Traders Caught Short—Coarse Grain 
Markets Respond to a Moderate 
Degree—Products Strong with Ce- 
reals and Light Estimate of Hogs. 


The wheat market yesterday Was a sur- 
prise to the people who thought they knew 
how quotations ought to move. It was an 
expensive surprise, too, for a great many 
traders who had concluded the advance had 
gone far enough for the present, and on 
that conclusion put out quite extensive short 
lines on Friday. The opening was a wild one, 
and the advance of the day may be fairly 
ranked as sensational, carrying the price to 
67\4c, decidedly the highest quotation which 
has been made for May wheat. The 
dominant factor in the market was the report 
of Liverpool stocks and the strength at 
foreign centers. The decrease in Liverpool 
stocks during the month of January far ex- 
ceeded expectations, and left a total small 
enough to give plenty of reason for the 1d 
advance shown in the opening cables. Wheat 
stocks in Liverpool at the beginning of 
January were 4,520,000 bu. By the end of the 
month they had decreased to 2,920,000 bu. 
This decrease in stocks of 1,600,000 bu in 
a month was the thing that sent prices spin- 
ning. The total compares with 43,152,000 
Feb. 1, 1895. The stocks of flour are down 
to 54,000 sacks, against 110,000 a year ago, 
and 56,000 at the beginning of the month. 
The opening of the market found shorts 
rather panicky, with first quotations any- 
where from 6644@066%c, a clear lc advance 
from the closing Friday. Quotations moved 
up rapidly to 67c. 


Armour’s Heavy Sales Well Taken, 

Armour was a conspicuous and heavy 
seller, but his offerings were taken without 
hesitation, and prices advanced steadily in 
the face of them. After the price reached 
G7c there was a reaction, carrying the quo- 
tations down to 66%c, but at that point be- 
lated shorts seized the opportunity, and 
again the buying proved too strong for 
the offerings, and the market went to 67\c, 
closing strong at the top. The best buyers 
wwere the traders who had gone short on the 
bulge of the last two or three days, and who 
had felt confident a reaction wasdue. The 
trade did not broaden as much as it should 
if the advance’is to be continued. It was 
pretty largely professional. 

The domestic news of the day was rather 
with the bears. Receipts at Minneapolis 
and Duluth were heavy particularly heavy 
at Duluth, where they reached 115,000 bu. 
Minneapolis receipts were 220,000 _ bu. 
Primary receipts were 444,000, and the clear- 
ances of wheat and flour 330,000 bu. The 
week’s exports from both coasts were disap- 
~ pointing, compared with the previous week. 
They were 2,5550,000 bu, against 3,849,000 
last week, but made favorable comparison 
with the corresponding week of last year, 
however, when the figures were 2,483,000 bu. 

The strength in the situation comes almost 
entirely from the statistical position abroad, 
the rapidly declining stocks there, and the 
fact that the foreign markets are begin- 
ning to wake up to that situation. Cables 
from Argentina yesterday were particu- 
larly bullish. One was quoted to the ef- 
fect that the crop is 25 per cent below the 
average; that the marketing will be fuily 
a month late on account of bad weather; 
and that at present there are practically 
no offerings. Liverpool prices were about 
ld higher all around. The closing Liver- 
pool cable showed an advance of %d on 
spot wheat and 4@l1d on futures, 

Northwest Is Bullish. 

The Northwest was bullish on wheat in 
spite of the liberal receipts. Reports were 
to the effect that export sales of flour were 
being made at advanced quotations and the 
demand was good. The advance in the spec- 
ulative market tended to render dull the 
cash market locally, but some fair sized lots 
were sold to interior millers. A report of 
100,000 bu sold for immediate shipment to 
the seaboard could not be confirmed. 

Corn showed considerable strength, but it 
came almost entirely from the advance in 
wheat, which perturbed shorts. ‘The re- 
sponse in corn was somewhat sluggish, but 
advances at the same time held well when at- 
tained and the net gain at the close was 
about a cent. Taken as a whole trade was 
larger than on any other day of the week. 
Shorts covered rather jndustriously, trad- 
ing for Champlin being the most conspicu- 
ous and placed at 250,000 bu, with Bartlett- 
Frazier fair buyers. There was some talk 
of bad roads checking receipts, but receipts 
slightly, overran the estimate at 441 cars, 
and 356 cars are expected on Monday. Ele- 
vator concerns reported that country offer- 
ings were lighter. The local cash demand 
was fair and somewhat improved, with 
prices 4c higher. Exports for the week were 
3,197,000 bu. Liverpool monthly report of 
stocks showed that the amount of corn in 
store had declined from 1,144,000 bu at the 
beginning’ of theynonth to 680,000 bu at the 
close. The Liverpool market for corn was 
firm, closing cables marking an advance 
of %4d. May opened at 30%c, advanced to 
81c, and closed with sellers plentiful at 3u%c. 
July ranged at 314%@32c, resting at 32c, or 
1c higher. Sales on track and f. o. b. included: 
No. 3 at 27@27Ttec, No. 2 yellow at 29%c, No., 
3 white at 27@27\%c, ears at 27%c._ Billed 
through: No. 4 at 24%c, No. 3 at 25@25\c, 
No. 8 yellow at 25%c, and No. 3 white at 
25¢c. 

‘Hog Products Rule Strong: 

Provisions opened strong, excited, and 
higher. The bullish factors were light re- 
ceipts, estimated for next week at 115,000, 
higher prices for live hogs at the yards, and 
the bullish turn in wheat. Shorts who had 
put out lines on Friday were active in cov- 
ering. There were some buying orders from 
the outside, Trading was chiefly in May lard 
and pork. ‘The packers fought the up-turn 
rather stubbornly, but without much avail. 
The monthly report of stocks in Liverpool 
showed a decrease of 3,000 boxes of bacon, 
500 boxes of hams, and 12,000 tierces of lard, 
compared with Dec. 31. The market closed 
strong, at top prices for the session, in sym- 
pathy with wheat. May pork closed at 
$10.85, or 15¢e higher; lard at $5.97, or 7T4c 
higher; and ribs at $5.50, or 744c higher. 

Oats opened weak, ang strength gathered 
gradually wholly in sympathy with wheat. 
There was general buying by shorts, with 
Norton-Worthington the most prominent, 
and a fair trade was scored. May closed 
strong at 215¢6@21%c, the top price of the 
day, the advance being \%c.

Chicago Bankers Make Offers for 
%7,500,000 of Gevernment Bonds. 


Chicago bankers have increased their bids for 
United States bonds under the call of Secretary 
Carlisle. ‘The various banks in Chicago which 
have made bids will take, it is estimated, $7.500,- 
(WO, providing their offers are accepted by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The Illinois Trust 
and Savings Bank bid originally for $1,000,000, 
It increased its bid yesterday to $1,700,000. It is 
said the First National Bank, the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, and other institutions 
have also increased the amount of their bids. 
lhe bids from Chicago have &veraged about 10%. 
Some bids have been made as high as 112, but 
others in turn 
hamed., 

Chicago banks have bid for the bonds with the 
hope of having their bids accepted. New York 
banks have been bidders for the bonds, but tHeir 
bids have not been of a character likely to be ac- 
cepted by the Secretary of the Treasury. It is 
said their bids have been around 107, and it is not 
considered probable such bids will be accepted 
by the Treasury Department. Chicago bankers 
have been constantly receiving letters from coun- 
try bankers in which bids are announced of from 
$25,000 to $100,000, and these for the most part 
have heen made on behalf of people who desire 
to invest their savings in bonds which are abso- 
lutely sure to pay a return. It is not believed the 
sale of the bonds will have a very considerable 
effect upon the circulation of the country. The 
majority of the money to be paid for the bonds 
will be taken from the hoard@d savings of the 
small bidders or from bank reserves. 

Sales of stocks during the financial flurry which 
extended through the holidays and up into the 
first of the month of January have had the effect 


of increasing the number of stockholders in many [~ 


of the corporations. The West Chicago Street 
tailroad has a total of 1,600 stockholders and Mr 
Yerkes says at least 400 new names were added 
to the list in four weeks’ time. There are in the 
neighborhood of 1,000 names on the list of stock- 
holders in the Diamond Match company and 100 
of these have been put upon the books since Dec. 
1}. The Lake Street has more than 800 stock- 
helders and there were some 200 nameg registered 
during the month preceding the annual election. 
The number of new stockholders in the North Chi- 
cago Street railroad was not so extensive as that 
of the West Side, Lake Street, or the amon 
Match company. City Railway stock is held in 
large blocks. While there are small holders. there 
are many whose holdings are well up intp she 
hundreds of shares. But few new names were 
added to the list of City Railway stockholders 
during the financial flurry. There were only a 
few sales of stock, and it is said most of this went 
into the hands of those who were already holders 
of considerable amounts of stock. 

Since the annual meeting of the Chicago City 
railway there have been but few sales of the 
stock. From 300 it dropped to 295. followed by 
one sale of 285 and by another at 275. After the 
stock was put on the clearing house list and bid 
prices were made each day there has been an ap- 
parent decline in the stock. The,highest bid made 
in several days has been 265, but no sales have 
been made at this price. 

For the first time in weeks there was some activ- 
ity in Metropolitan ‘‘ L *’ common stock on the ex- 
change yesterday, There were nine sales aggre- 
fating 250 shares at the uniform price of 13. 

here was apparently no special reason for this 
activity, and there were no bullish rumors to 
uccount for the comparatively large number of 
sales. Metropolitan is doing well, however. and 
it is said the average passenger traffic for the 
month of January has been more than 51,000 a 
day. During the month of December the aver- 
age daily traffic exceeded 53,000. The traffic is 
said to be growing gradually. January is never 
so good a month as December, and the traffic of 
51,000 is better by comparison for the month than 
53,000 for December. 

North Chicago Street railroad stock was in 
active demand yesterday and it advanced from an 
opening at 239% to 241%, closing at 240 regular 
and 241 account. The month of January shows an 
increase of between $46.000 and $60,000 over the 
Seer depen cing month of last yvear.. Mr, Yerkes 
is still strong in his prediction that the stock wi!] 
earn ~ — or *e ms resent year on its in- 
creased capital as it ast year on 
stock of $5,500,000, , _——— 

The New York bank statement makes a better 
showing than for the preceding week. It shows 
a decided decrease in the amount of money held 
by the banks, and while loans have shown some 
decrease it has not been as extengive as has been 
shown in statements during the last six weeks. 
The statement shows banks are freer with their 
money than they have been, and the figures on 
deposits show the banks’ customers are finding 
other uses for their money than in tying it up in 
bank vaults.

His gratification was intense when he was 
informed by the mouth-surgeon that ft 
would not be necessary to extract it, but 
that he would subject it to treatment and 
save it to him forever. Not only did he 
promise this, but, as by magic, stopped the 
throbbing of the tooth in an instant of time. 
My friend departed with a vial of colorless 
liquid and a small quantity of prepared 
cotton. The dentist was frank enough to 
tell him that at intervals of from thirty to 
sixty minutes it would be necessary for 
him to pour a small portion of the solution 
eon a limited quantity of the cotton, and 
place the latter against his gums. This was 
all; a very simple, easy operation that as- 
sured release from pain and a measurable 
exhilaration of spirits. 

My friend, who is somewhat of a student, 
recalled the ecstasies of the old priests of 
Isis, the philters of that arch-impostor, 
Cagliostro, the sublime rhapsodies of the 
Buddhists, the erotic dreams of Tunisian 
Moors, and he wondered whether the sur- 
geon-dentist had found the mystical phar- 
makos nepenthos, whose tradition is as 
ancient as the story of Eden, He found 
nepenthe, .solace, excitation, exuberance. 
jteady was he to swear that the colorless 
liquid was the veritable elixir vite, and that 
perennial youth had covered him as witha 
garment. . 

The ailing tooth was cured by the dentist; 
but my friend found such solace in the liquid 
that he continued its use unbrokenly. That 
liquid was cocaine; within three months he 
was a “ fiend.”” In time he suffered from in- 
somnia, and in order to procure sleep had re- 
course to morphine. Within a year he had 
the latter habit as well as the former, and 
twelve months later died from the direct 
effects of cocaine poisoning.. 


Great Quantities Used. 


One will not find it an easy matter to deter- 
mine just how much cocaine is used in Chi- 
cages, but the quantity is immense, because 
ft is a fad with physicians just now and every 
drug store has it in stock in larger or smaller 
quantities. 

Physicians have always been faddists. 
Sangrado taught Gil Blas that water and 
blood-letting were the everything of medical 
art. It is scarcely a quarter of a century 
since medical science was driven from its 
putative impregnable fortress of bleeding 
for every illof humanity. Calomel and jalap 
ran apace with that practice; so that be- 
tween the depletion of both lucky indeed 
was the patient who might recover. Itisa 
fact of history that George Washington was 
murdered by his physicians d not taken 
away by the cold that beset hi When that 
worthless and abominable drug. chloral, was 


- discovered medical men went fairly wild over 
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it. ‘There is scartely an ill to which ‘lesh is 
heir that it failed to relieve or cure, accord- 
ing to their pronouncements. The newspa- 
pers and the medical jourfals were filled with 
praises of its alleged curative powers. There 
be many doctors who yet idiotically have 
recourse to it, presumably because they 
read nothing and have yet to learn the well- 
established fact that it does not possess a 
single remedial virtue. It is a_ soporific, 
pure and simple, and cannot produce sleep 
if the patient be in pain of any kind. Yet 
one of the very popular nostrums of the day 
contains 50 per cent of this infernal, drug. 
Within a very recent date a most efficient

but that I encounter them upon the street. 
They are especially numerous in higher so- 
clal life. These unfortunate victims of 
medical ignorance are so many arguments 
in favor of more restrictive laws in relation 
to the use and abuse of toxic drugs. 


Is It of Real Value? 


Cocaine is the successor to chloral. While 
considering the claims of this drug to public 
favor I have sought in vain to find a single 
ailment that its admirers have not prom- 
ised to cure through its operations. What 
good it may effect outside of surgery is 
deucedly problematical. No one can deny 
that in aural and ophthalmic surgery, and 
especially in the latter, it is particularly 
valuable, Physicians are prone to give it. 
in hay fever by insufflation. No authenti- 
cated instance is of record where it afforded 
othtr than the merest temporary relief in 
such cases, while I personally know of many 
who were made confirmed cocaine “ fiends ” 
as the result of this prescription. I do not 
deny that remedial virtue exists in cocaine 
as a medicine; but I do insist that too much 
is claimed for it, and that it is given rashly, 
foolishly, almost criminally in many, many 
instances, Dentists make cocaine “ fiends ”’ 
hy their reckless administration of the alka- 
loid; surgeons make them and physicians 
make them. That there are not more, and 
God knows there are enough of them in Chi- 
cago, is due not to the forethought or care 
of the medical corps, 
which a large percentage of men and women 
seem to have against the encroachments of 
toxics of all kinds. I meet cocaine “ fiends ” 
in all my walks and rounds. I see them drive 
by in carriages of their own; I meet them on 
the street cars, in the theaters, the churches, 
aye, now and then I see them in the pulpit. 
The eye that has been educated through suf- 
fering, as mine has been, never fails to dis- 
cern the victim of cocaine. The dilated 
pupil, cadaverous visage, drawn and jerky 
mouth, the wavering, nervous movements, 
are sure evidences of the poison of 
the. hellish drug. The habit is not 
confined to any age or to one sex. 
Had [ the inclination and did the con- 
ventions of newspaper ethics permit I could 
shock the public by recitals of individual in- 
_Stances of physical and mental wreckage 
right here in Chicago through the workings 
of this sinister drug. Cocaine “ fiends ”’ 
usually add some other poison to their daily 
habit, as opium or whisky. The reason for 
this is that cocaine is in no sense a narcotic 
or a soporific, although one may superin- 
duce coma by excessive indulgence in the 
drug. This is not sleep as sleep is under- 
Stood to be, nor js the alkaloid by any means 
reliable when thus taken in excess. 
Whether taken by snuffing or by absorp- 
tion through the mucous membranes, or 
directly into the circulation by. means of 
the hypodermic syringe, or into the stom- 
ach, in either of these four ways the effect 
wears off in from thirty to sixty minutes,

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ORTY-EIGHT years ago today at

The regiment 
joined Scott’s army at Puebla in June, 1847. 
Scott’s. limited force did not permit him 
to leave any garrison at the places he had 
taken on his march to the interior and tha 
reénforcements were obliged to ficht their 
way over the route previously taken by the 
army. The whole march was one continu- 
ous battle with guerrillas. After joining 
Scott-Mr. Coulter, with his regiment, took 
part in all the battles between Aug. 18 
and Sept. 14, which resulted in the capture 
of the City of Mexico. Company D was 
hotly engaged in all the fights, for the com- 
pany was on/the right of the regiment arfa 
the regiment was on the right of the division, 
so that part of the time it was in the front 
of battle. The regiment was nearly de- 
stroyed at Molino del Rey. All the officers

When 
a@ small boy he entered the royal navy. He 
became a famous swordsman, and an event- 
ful career on the continent of Europe gave 
him a thorough, practical knowledge of all 
that a good soldier should know. When war 
with Mexico was declared he was in Ham- 
burg. He took the first vessel that sailed 
for New York, and going straight to Wash- 
ington offered his services to the govern- 
ment. He was refused a commission be- 
cause he was not a graduate of West Point. 
Hearing that a Col. de Busey was raising a 
regiment at New Orleans he hurried down 
there and endeavored to get a commission, 
but De Busey refused him. The only chance 
to go to Mexico was to enlist as a common 
Beaman on the transport on which De 
Busey’s regiment was to be taken to the 
seat of war. He took the chance. To use 
his own words, he “ was the only gentleman 
before the mast.”” On nearing the Mexican 
coast the vessel was wrecked near Tam- 
pico. This was in the spring of 1847. They 
managed to make their way to Tampico, 
which was held by United States, troops. 
From here they went to the Island of Lobos, 
and from there to Sacrificio, near Vera 
Cruz. Col. Monstery was wounded, but not 

isabled. After the fall of Vera Cruz he 

ent to Tuxpan, was in the fight there, and 
from there went up the Tabasco River with 
the expedition against San Juan Baptista, 


| the capital of the State of Tabasco. . Soon 


after the battle he was taken sick and was 
sent to the hospital at Portsmouth, Va., 
where he was kept until the close of the war. 


Juergens Saw Active Service. 


D. L. Juergens was born in West Minden, 
Prussia, sixty-eight years ago. He was born 
in a fortress, and grew to manhood among 
soldiers. Consequently when he enlsted in 
the regular army in Chicago March 24, 1847, 
for the Mexican war he had a decided ad- 
Vantage over the other recruits. The battles 
of Palo Alto, Reseca de la Palma, Buena 
Vista, and Monterey had been fought when 
he enlisted. Mr. Juergens and his feliow-re- 
cruits were taken to New Orleans, where 
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with heavy mule whips. The first one of the 
fifty lashes brought the blood in streams. 
Riley, the leader, yelled like a schoolboy at 
the first lash and kept it up till it was all 
over. Some of his companions did not utter 
a sound. After the flogging each man was 
branded with the letter “D.”" Riley was 
branded twice because the blacksmith who 
cid the branding got the letter upside down 
the first attempt. 

Mr. Juergens’ great ambition, which was 
to get into the City of Mexico before Gen. 
Scott, was realized, for the Third Regiment 
got inside the gates the night of Sept. 13. 
On the morning of the 14th the city surren- 
dered. The’ regiment remained in the city 
until June 5, when the American forces 
evacuated the city and started back on the 
tramp to Vera Cruz. Embarking July 22, 
the Third Regiment was taken to New Or- 
leans and from there to Pascagoula, where 
Mr. Juergens was discharged Aug. 16, 18438. 


President of the Association. 


Col. Parmenas Taylor Turnley of High- 
land Park has been for the last ten years 
the President of the association. At the 
annual meeting last Sunday he was re- 
elected. Col. Turnley was born in Dan- 
dridge, Jefférson County, Tenn., Sept. 6, 
1821. He walked all the way from his,Ten- 
nessee home to West Point Military Acad- 
emy in 1842 and graduated June 30, 1846. 
The Mexican war had just commenced and 
he cut short his graduating furlough to 
join his regiment at New Orleans. The reg- 
iment was sent to Brazos Island for serv- 
ice under Gen. Taylor. He marched with his 
regiment first to Monterey, 150 miles; then 
down the Sierra Madre Mountains to Tam- 
pico, 350 miles, where the regiment em- 
barked for Vera Cruz. After that city was 
taken, March, 1847, his regiment was de- 
tailed to garrison and hold the city while 
the rest of the army moved on to the City 
of Mexico. Finally fn December, 1847, his 
regiment was also ordered to the City of 
Mexico. Then, in February, it was sent 120 
miles farther to the old Town of Cuerna 
Vaca to protect the haciendas from violence

He was sent on board the 
ship Columbus, seventy-four guns, which 
sailed for Rio Janeiro. From there the ship 
proceeded around Cape Horn to California, 
arriving at Monterey in the spring of 1847. 
There was a stay ¢f three months here 
with some duty ashore, in which there were 
a few skirmishes, but none of any conse- 
quence. - He was discharged after a cruise 
of 68,000 miles in thirty-five months. Mr. 
McLean’s naval experiences were summed 
up in hard times and ill usage. . Flogging was 
the principal recreation of the officers. Mr. 
McLean has serve in three wars and escaped 
without a seratch. The first was in the En- 
glish army which ‘suppressed the Canadian 
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Edward 8S. Holbrook was born seventy- 
seven years ago at Grafton, Mass. He was 
practicing law when the Mexican war broke 
out, being a resident of La Salle County, 
Illinois.

Henry Budde was in Company K of the 
game regiment as Mr. Bisbee, and saw the 
same service. At the battle of Buena Vista 
he received a flesh wound in the leg which 
incapacitated him for the rest of the war. 

Ww. J. Highley was born in London, En- 
gland, in 1821. He enlisted in August, 1847, 
and was sent to Vera Cruz, where he was as- 
signed to duty as a teamster attached to 
Company I, Fourth Ohio Volunteers. He 
was kept busy hauling supplies to the front 
and fighting guerrillas until the City of 
Mexico was taken. 

Louis Nessel so distinguished himself that 
he was given a certificate of merit signed 
by President Fillmore after the war, and he 
also has an autograph letter from Gen. 
George B. McClellan as a testimonial of that 
leader’s interest in his welfare. He enlisted 
in the engineers’ corps, which saw such hard 
service that only twenty-nine out of the 
seventy-five men who started to Mexico re- 
turned. The duties of the corps af engi- 
neers kept it at the front all the timeNand it 
was in all the hard fighting. Mr. Nessel 
went finst to the mouth of the Rio Grande, 
then. to Tampico, and later to Vera Cruz.

| GOOD DEMAND FOR MUD TURTLES. 


| Chicago Restaurant-Kéepers Pay a 


Fair Price for the “ Snappers.” 

Two boys marched down Dearborn street 
one day last week bearing between them a 
stout pole from which were suspended by 
their flippers a number of mud turtles. 
They took their load into a restaurant, 

ere the proprietor selected three of the 
biggest turtles, weighing. jointly thirty 
pounds, and paid the boys threc cents a 
pound for them. The rest were sold at the 
same rate further down the street. That 
afternoon two restaurantkeepers proudly 
put out signs reading: ‘‘ Fresh turtle soup, 
145 cents,’”’ 

Live mud turtles are seldom egeéen at this 
time of year, the regular market season for 
them being late summer ard fall, when 
they are fat and lazy. Inquiry of the boys 
brought out the fact that this particular 
bunch of turtles was captured in the Des- 
plaines River last fall and had been kept 
cached until there was an excuse for bring- 
ing them to town. In explaining the trans- 
action one of the turtle merchants said: 

“We catch lots of turtles in the fall and 
sell 'em to dealers at 2 and 2% cents a pound. 
There’s lots of ‘em in the laines and 
other streams, and we make good money. 
All we have to do is to make a pen and 
dump the turtles into it for keeping until 
the dealer comes around. Last fall we had 
these left after he got 


through making his 
| rounds, and so we just waited till we were

coming to town and brought them with us. 
We got $2.10 for the lot. O, they kept all 
right.

Hundreds of turtles are shipped into Chi- 
cago every year from Rockford, Il., where 
Isaac Kurtz makes a business of buying 
them from men and boys, who catch them 
in the Pecatonica and other tributaries of 
the Rock River.

Decides on the Zouave Type. 


The Crimean war in Europe was but just 
over, and the tales of the efficiency and 
valor of the French zouaves caused him to 
make comparisons with the heavy infantry 
of the British, which was accoutred in the 
tfaditional close-fitting clothes, high stocks, 
cumbersome belts, and heavy equipments. 
He saw the pictures in the illustrated pa- 
pers of the zouaves—loosely clad, with un- 
confined limbs,and in every respect in “ light 
marching order ’’—scaling walls, swarming 
over parapets, nimble, active, irresistible. 
How much better and effective than the old 
style! The zouaves were small, but their 
rapid movements made them more than a 
match for greater numbers of tall, stately 
grenadiers of the old school. 

At about this time he became acquainted 
with a Frenchman—Dr. Charles A. de Vil- 
lers—from Algiers who had seen service in 
the Crimea with the ‘“‘ Chasseurs d’ Afrique,” 
and with him no doubt discussed the advan- 
tages of this light infantry. Dr. Villers was 
an expert swordsman, and Ellsworth was 
one of his best pupils. 

With a musket and copies of Scott’s and 
Harder’s tactics in his room he studied out 
improvements on the ‘**‘ Manual of Arms’”’ 
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press of the entire country for its audacity 
and presumption in issuing such a challenge 
‘o older and presumably better drilled com.- 
panies. Regular army officers and officers 
af companies in old Eastern cities—and es- 
pecially those of New York—were particu- 
larly sneering in’their widely published re- 
marks, and, as for Southern cities, it was 
to them almost a declaration of war, and 
was answered in their usual fire-eating 
style. 

The zouaves met at their armory and re- 
solved not only to stand by their challenge 
but to make it still stronger, and a sup- 
plementary one was issued, which was in 
substance as follows: 

They would bind themselves to pay the en- 
tire expenses, including railroad fare to and 
from contest, of any company in the United 
States or Canada that would come to Chi. 
cago and win the colors at any time most 
convenient between then and June 20, 1860, 
at which time they proposed to start on a 
tour to all the principal cities of the coun- 
try, where they would meet and drill with 
any company that, for any reason, could 


not.come to Chicago in acceptance of the 


to the company, he shall receive the same 
penalty as the delinquent. 

“Resolved, That as the want of occupation 
and amusement is the chief cause of dissipa- 
tion, we will at once complete our reading 
and chess rooms, and add by every means 
in our power to the attractions of our 
armory. & 

“Resolved, That hereafter, in the event of 
sickness of one of our members, we will, if 
circumstances require it, take care of him 
and afford him all the assistance in our 
power. 

“Resolved, That cach member provide him- 
self as soon as possible with a badge, con- 
sisting of a gold star shield, with a tiger’s 
head in the center and name of corps en- 
graved on the star, which will be worn con- 
- spicuously on the vest or watch chain, so that 
the public may know them as cadets and 
judge for themselves of the manner in which 
the roregoing resolutions are observed. 

“Resolved, That in case of any one of our 
members losing his situation, each member of 
the corps shall be bound to make all reason- 
able effort to procure him employment, and 
if his necessities require it he shall, as long 
as he remains in good standing and out of 
employment, receive from the company an 
allowance ‘weekly sufficient for his subsist- 
ence. 

“In adopting these rules we are aware of

In a month of such work all the weaker ones 
dropped out and only the “ stayers” re- 
mained. , it was “the survival of the 
fittest." On account of the death of Col. 
Ellsworth’s brother—a member of the com- 
puny—the Starting time was put off from 
June 20 to July 2. During the entire month 
of June the men slept in the armory— 

tattoo,” 10:45; “‘taps,” 11; and “‘teveille”’ 
at 6 a. m.,.the men to be in line for roll-call 
before the last note sounded. They were 
then dismissed in time for their breakfast 
and their dail> business in their stores and 
offices. Col. Ellsworth had a most pleasant 
and persuasive way of talking to his men 
and all his suggestions were listened to 
and obeyed, but he appeared to be a perfect 
tyrant “ on duty.” 

The start.was made July 2 with knapsacks 
weighing 23 pounds, which were worn on 
drill during the entire trip. 

The Colonel, in his concluding address 
to the company, said: 

“By the eternal, the first man who vio- 
lates his pledge shall be stripped of his 
uniform and sent back to Chicago in dis- 
grace, so help me God!” 

The story of the tour of the zouaves will 
never die; it will last as long as the fame of 
their leader. Suffice it to say here, as every- 
one knows, that Ellsworth and his men 
raade good their boast—but that is another 
story which will bear telling another time. 


History of the Pictures. 


There is some interesting history con- 
nected with the photographs from which 
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would be most fitting and Appropriate, ani 
it is much to be hoped that/the plan to erect 
this monument to the m¢mory of the first 
martyr of the war furnished by this city 
be carried out. 

The following interesting “Stony of Ells- 
worth and His Zouaves”’ is therefore oppor- 
tune. It was written by Henry H. Miller 
of this city, who was a member of the com- 
pany in 1861 when it was commanded by 
Coi. E. L. Brand. After doing escort duty 
with the company until the spring of 1862 
he went into service in the field, and was 
mustered out as Captain and Brevet Major. 
U. 8. V., in November, 1866. In this account 
he has been greatly assisted by the follow- 
ing citizens of Chicago, who are among the 
few survivors of the old company: Col. Ed- 
win L. Brand, Lieyt. George H. Fergus, and 
Capt. John Conant:Long. 

Elisworth a Born Commander. 
Col. Ephraim Elmer Elisworth was born 
April 11, 1837, at Malta, Saratoga County, 
Pai He was the eldest son of Capt. 
Ephraim D. Elisworth, who in 1860 was liv- 
ing at Mechanicsville, Saratoga County, N. 
¥. To distinguish himseif from his father 
he wrote his name Elmer EH, Ellsworth. He 
received a good common school education, 
and at 18, in 1855, he came to Chieago. He 
was employed as a clerk in the office of A. 
F’. Devereaux of Salem, Mass., a solicitor of 
patents. Mr. Devereaux gave up his busi- 
ness shortly afterwards, and young Ells- 
worth commenced reading law, in the mean- 
time earning a scanty support by what 
copying he could find to do in lawyers’ of- 
fices.

as given in these authorities. He was always 

trying to shorten and quicken all movements, 
sometimes using Scott and sometimes Har- 
der, sometimes a combination of bothSbut 
always striving to get something more rapid 
and better than either. He practiced until 
he was proficient. The same course of re- 
vision and change was made in bayonet and 
skirmish drills as taught by old authorities. 
And now all that was lacking was a company 
on which to try these improvements. 


Organization of the Zouaves. 


For several years there had existed in the 
city a military company of the old school— 
continental, or at least semi-continental 
uniforms—broad cross-belts, bearskin hats, 
ponderous, slow, and heavy—a company of 
drum majors with muskets. They drilled ac- 
cording to Scott, and shouldered arms with 
hand under the butt plate. They had learned 
all there was in the tactics, and having 
nothing new to learn the interest of their 
members died out. Their debts increased, 
and they went into bankruptcy in April, 1859. 

Ellsworth’s great oppértunity was at hand. 
With the assistance of some of the old mem- 
bers who had seen him fence with Villers 
and “sling a musket” in his new “ light- 
ning dritl,”’ a new company was organized 
on the ruins of the old ‘National Guard 
Caddets,’’ and called United States Zouave 
Cadets, with Ellsworth Commandant. Their 
armory was changed to the Garrett Block, 
where Central Music Hall now stands. In- 
terest and members increased from. the 
start, and July 4, 1859, the zouaves gave 
their first exhibition drill in front of the 
Tremont ‘House. Their new and startling 
uniforms, rapid movements, and brilliant 
and showy manual of arms and bayonet 
drill captured the spectators, and their pop- 
ularity as 2 company was assured. 

At the National Agricultural Fair held in 
AMhicago Sept. 14, 15, and 16, 1859, the com- 
pany drilled for a stand of colors and the 
national championship of militia. This drill 
was on Sept. 15, 1859. They carried off the 
colors, but as only one company came in 
1 competition with them there was some com- 
plaint from militia companies in other cities 
at the award of the championship under the 
circumstances. This complaint and the 
zouaves’ method of meeting and answering 
it furnished the cause of all their future 
efforts, which led to the national fame of 
Eliswerth and his zouaves. 


Challenge to the Whole Country.

Training to Defend the Colors. 


It was now agreed by all the company that 
no efforts in the way of hard and continuous 
drill, and strictest and most exacting dis- 
cipline, should be spared to carry out their 
resolve to defend their colors and save them 
from capture. The rules which each mem- 
ber was required to subscribe to and keep 
on pain of instant expulsion from the com- 
pany show this, and are here given. They 
‘are as much a “‘new departure” in rules for 
military companies as were their uniforms 
and style of drill. They were drawn up by 
Ellsworth, and adopted by the company, as 
follows: 

“Whereas, We are desirous of uniting to- 
gether as an organization, which will give 
us an opportunity of gaining that exercise 
and relaxation necessary to all, and at the 


. Same time be a source of improvement, not 


only physically, but morally, free from all 
the objections usually urged against mili- 
tary companies: and 

“Whereas, We are convinced that organi- 
zations of this kind, as at present consti- 
tuted, cannot be made to answer these ends. 

“Resolved, That from the date of these res- 
olutions the following shall be, and are de- 
clared, offenses against our organization, 
punishable by expulsion, publication in the 
Chicago papers of the offender’s name, and 
forfeiture of his uniform and equipments 
to the company: 

“1. Entering a drinking saloon at any 
hour, day or night, except when compelled 
by imperative business which cannot be 
transacted by proxy, in which case a state- 
ment of the facts must be made to the com- 
pany immediately after its occurrence. 

“2. Entering a house of ill-fame under 
any circumstances or pretext whatever. 

“3. Entering a gambling saloon, or gam- 
bling for any sum of money or article, under 
any circumstances or pretext. 

“4. Playing billiards in any public hall or 
saloon. This ts interdicted, not because of 
any objection to the game, as an elegant 
amusement to those who can afford it, but 
because for a young man it isa step towards 
the other offenses named, and the excite- 
ment and associations of the.billiard saloon 
naturally lead to drinking. 

‘Resolved, That as it is the first duty of 
every cadet to avoid any temptation to break 
the rules, so it is his second, when any in- 
fraction of them comes to his knowledge, to 
report the same to the company in the man- 
ner described in Sec. 12, company regula- 
tions, that they may take such as 
will guard against repetition of the offense. 
Therefore, when it is proved that any cadet 
has been cognizant of any infraction of these 
rules and has not communicated the same

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the responsibility we assume and that we 
run the risk of diminishing to some extent 
the strength of our company, but we are con- 
vinced that any one of our members who has 
not the moral courage and self-respect to 
live up to these principles has not stamina 
sufficient to be a credit to our corps, and 
while we will use all reasonable efforts to 
induce all the men to remain with us and 
others to join in the hope of extending the 
benefits of these principles, yet rather than 
depart in the slightest degree from these 
rules we will part from them, although it 
reduces our company toa dozen men.”’ 

Feb. 2, 1860, the final preparations to get 
the company in perfect readiness for their 
tour among the large cities of the country 
was commenced. The following is on the 
records of the company: 

‘“Col. Elisworth addressed the company at 
length on the subject of program for the 
ensuing six months. He said in substance: 
‘Having decided to make the tour they 
must give up everything, except business 
and the company. All visits to the theaters, 
calls on friends, parties, etc., must be sacri- 
ficed. Every evening, Sundays excepted, 
must be devoted to drill from 7 to 11 from 
now until the 20th of June, besides several 
days must be spent in field practice and 
skirmish drill.’ A vote sustained Col. Ells- 


y 's views.” 
“ieautremnents of the drill were exceed- 
ingly strict, and short work was made with 
those who failed to comply with all the rules. 
From the time of organization until the 
start on the tour over 200 musters were 
on the rolls of the company and only forty- 
seven of them “carrying a knapsack’’ re- 
mained faithful to the end and stood an 
ordeal of drill and discipline that it is safe 
ever

the accompanying picture is made. The 
portrait of Col. Ellsworth is from the 
original negative taken in Chicago by Col. 
EK. L. Brand, a member of his company, 
July 2, 1860. It is said to be the best picture 
Elisworth ever had taken. In the State 
House at Springfield there is a print from 
this negative surrounded by small head 
pictures of members of his company. 

The photograph of Henry H. Miller was 
also taken in 1861, When Miller was 17 years 
old. The uniform is that of a private in the 
zouaves This picture shows the fez: the 
group pictures show the red caps which 
were also worn. 

The group picture, containing Ellsworth 
in his characteristic attitude, is the only 
one known to be in existence. It is owned 
by Col. Brand and has traveled all over the 
country. The colors shown are those worn 
at the National Agricultural Fair in Chica- 
go, Sept. 15, 1850. They were never won 
from the company, notwithstanding the 
broadcast challenge to the United States 
and Canada to come and take them, and 
accompanied the zouaves on the famous 
tour. They are now in possession of Color 
Sergeant B. B. Bottsford, Chicago. The 
key to the picture is as follows:

TORNING OFF THE GAS. 


Attorneys Say the Natural Gas 
Company Is Too Quick ~ 
in Its Methods. 


MAY BE LIABLE TO HEAVY DAMAGES. 


Cases Where Attempt Is Made Even After 
the Bill Is Paid as Required. 


HICAGO lawyers say that some day 
some citizen will go to Europe at the 
expense of the Natural Gas company. 
Stripped of its legal verbiage, so to 

speak, this means that the company is laying 
itself open té damage suits, and that the 
damages to be collected will be sufficient to 
pay the attorney’s bills and enable the victim 
tu temporarily feel wealthy. 

In the neighborhood of the first of each 
month the gas company, after the manner of 
all gas companies, sends out a neat state- 
ment that the gas billisnowdue. The state- 
ment also makes mention of the fact that it 
ix desirable to have the bill paid by the 12th 
inst.. and to encourage consumers in well 
doing holds out an alluring reward in the 
form of a discount to such as comply with its 
request and liquidate before the time stated. 
There are, however, numerous unfortunates 
who through lack of available capital, lapses 
of memory, or other causes let the date slip 
by without appearing at the company’s 
offices with the necessary contribution. 

To these soon afterwards come a repre- 
sentative of the company bearing another 
statement. This is an expression of the. 
pained surprise felt by the company on look- 
ing over the books and discovering that the 
consumer has not yet settled his bill. Itsets 
forth the desirability of having the money 
paid as soon as possible, and it diffidently 
mentions a date a few days distant witha 
request that liquidation occur by the time 
Stated. This bill contains nothreat. Itisin 
the nature of a quiet reminder. But if the 
debased consumer is so far lost to the knowl- 
edge of what is right as to neglect this sec- 


ond notice the company takes toward him a 
stern condemnatory tone. 


Will Shat Off the Gas. 


There thén comes to him another emissary 
of the company, bringing another notice of 
the state of affairs. and holding up to view 
the consumer's moral obliquity. It states 
plainly that the company is furnishing gas 
neither for love, nor for its health, nor for 
the health of the consumer. Then it makes 
the statement that if the bill is not paid on 
or before a certain date, usually the 20th or 
2Zist of the month, the gas will be cut off 
and the consumer be made to suffer for his 
disgraceful conduct. 

This is but meet and right. Only a pros- 
pective candidate for Dunning would ask 
the company to furnish gas either for love 
or health. Such is not the nature of gas 
companies, nor of any companies. 

Now, there are numerous right-minded 
men who have no more idea of cheating the 
company than of robbing their employers, 
but who, when the 12th of the month has 
passed and the discount is beyond their 
reach, put off paying the bill from day to day 
or forget it entirely. On one of the last few 
days, or even on the last day possible, they 
rush to the company’s office and make their 
payment. It will be one of these last-day 
men who will catch the company napping. 
Some day some disgruntled citizen is going 
to touch it up to the tune of such a number 
of dollars as a jury composed in all likélihood 
in part of those who have frozen during the 
cold snaps which natural gas failed to make 
comfortable will grant him. 

A Case in Point, 


Here is a casein hand: A citizen, actuat- 
ed by no evil motives and in no way desirous 
of depriving the gas company of its due, 
but with a memory taken up with other 
things, let his bill run along until the 21st 
of the month. His last notice read: ‘ If not 
paid on or before the 2ist,” and he has- 
tened to settle up lest his gas’ be turned off. 
On the 22d, more than twenty-four hours 
later, a man showed yp at the citizen’s resi- 
dence for the purposé of cutting off the gas 
supply. Neither the citizen nor his wife was 
at home. If they had been they would have 
found themselves between the devil and 
the deep sea. The gas company’s contract 
makes no mention of the date when the bill 
is to be paid, but it states clearly and forcibly 
that the company is to have free access 
to the supply at any and all times. Lucki- 
ly the servant girls were the only persons on 
the premises. A servant girl has no re- 
spect for contracts. The servant girls shut 
the man out and conversed with him 
through the window. His arguments slipped 
off them like snow off a church steeple. 
They declared that the bill had been paid. 
and his remarks to the effect that he had 
been sent out to turn off the gas and turn 
it off he would were met with a calm smile 
of incredulity. So the man went away. 


Not on the Ledger. 


When the consumer reached home he was 
overpowered by a righteous rage. He went 
to the officials of the gas company,*and in 
forcible language he laid the case before 
them. He asked whether, if he paid his bill 
on the 2ist of every month, the 22d would 
see a man on hand toe cut off the gas. After 
investigation this is what the company’s of- 
ficials said: 

“The bill was paid, but it had not got onto 
the ledger.”’ 

The company allows not an hour of grace, 
The bill may be paid on the date set, but, ff 
through the negligence of the company’s 
servants the account is not straightened out 
on the ledger, the company sends out a man 
to cut off the gas. This is where it will strike

if the company were to cut off the gas and 
immediately turn it on again, the legal opin- 
ion is that he could collect at least nominal 
damages. The company after receiving the 
money refuses to complete its contract and 
the decision would undoubtedly be against 
it. If damage were to follow the turning off 
the gas the damages would be regulated 
only by the decision of the jury. And there 
is such a chance for damage as is seldom ex- 
celled. If a house is deprived of the means 
of heating in the middle of a cold snap the 
results may wel make the plumber leap for 
joy. Beyond this there are numerous busi- 
| nesses where a steady heat is an absolute 
necessity. A florist’s whole stock in trade 
would be destroyed by a touch of frost. In 
such a case, where the company was aware 
that in cutting off the gas it was laying the 
consumer open to a great loss, the dam- 
ages would without doubt be heavy. In 
other cases, where the company was not 
aware of such fact, it is impossible to state 
what the verdict would be. There is a pos- 
sibility of loss of life through such action on 
the company’s part. There are numerous 
instances where the recovery from sickness 
depends in a large measure upon a regula- 
tion of the temperature of the sick room. 
What the result of a sudden deprivation of 
all means of heating would be can well be 
imagined. In a suit against the company on 
such grounds everything would depend on 
the circumstances, but there can be little 
—_ that the company would get the worst 
of it.

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T HAS been said the great majority of 
American cities bear the safe monot- 
onous aspect; that they vary only slight- 

ly in the style of architecture, and that 

the foreigner who has seen two or three of 

. our larger centers of population need not 
go to the trouble of seeing the rest, as they 


' are all essentially alike. 
* A somewhat similar assertion has been 
made in regard to the population of large 
cities, which is said to consist everywhere 
of the same conglomeration of natives 
and aliens, alike in their customs, manner 
of living, and outward appearance. 

While the first assertion bears.the stamp 
of truth, so far as it cannot be denied that 
our cities lack to a great extent the varia- 
tions of aspect which make traveling In 
Europe so delightful, yet this is not the 
case with Chicago. Our Western metropo- 
lis has its own distinguishing characteris- 
tics. This is not only true as regards the 
architectural vista, but may also be assert- 
ed as to the population of the city. A Chi- 
cago crowd is different from that of any 
other American city, and while to the super- 
ficial observer this may not be apparent, it 
is nevertheless so. What has probably given 
rise to the common belief, especially preva- 
lent among foreigners, that the population 
of our cities bears the same aspect and char- 
acteristics everywhere is the fact that cer- 
tain types of humanity may be found in a 
multitude of specimens repeated over and 

over in all of our larger emporiums. But 
these types are a necessary adjunct to the 
business and social life of American cities, 
and while they bear a general similarity of 
appearance, yet who would say they are 
alike in their characteristics, which are of 
necessity an outcome of their closer sur- 
roundings and associations? The types in 
question are those that may be met with 
in every street and every thoroughfare of 
a large city, seeking a livelihood thereon, or 
those whose vocations make their aspect 
a familiar one on the streets. Many of these 
types have become old friends and we miss 
them at their periodical disappearance from 
their familiar haunts. Such is the case with 
the strawberry peddler, the organ grinder, 
the feather-duster man, @t al. The latter 
all appear and disappear with certain sea- 
eons. What they do during their period of 
retirement is a conundrum. Other types, 
again, those represented in the illustration, 
may be met with on the sidewalks during all 
-geasons. The torrid p « and the wintry 
blasts do not keep them from following their 
pursuits, and year in and year cut we meet 
the bootblack,the scissors grinder, the match 
peddier, the ragpicker, the blind beggar,

the population of a prison or penitentiary 
should happen to be declining, this is imme- 
diately interpreted to mean that crime is on 
the decrease. 

And yet, says Mr. Morrison in his preface, 
a cursory examination of the facts is suf- 
ficient to show that a decrease in the prison 
population is merely the result of shorter 
sentences and the substitution of ‘fines or 
other similar penalties for imprisonment. 
If the list of offenses for trial before a Judge 
and jury should exhibit any symptoms of 
diminution, this. circumstance is immedi- 
ately seized upon asa proof that the criminal 
population is declining, and yet the diminu- 
tion may merely arise from the fact that 
large numbers of cases which used to be 
tried before a jury are now dealt with sum- 
marily by a magistrate. In other words, 
what we witness is a change of judicial pro- 
cedure, but not necessarily a decrease of 
crime. . . . The increase, it is true, may 
not be keeping pace with the growth of the 
general population, but, asan eminent Judge 
recently stated from the bench, this is to be 
accounted for by the fact that the public is 
every yvear becoming more lenient and more 
unwilling to prosecute. But an increase of 
leniency, however excellent in itself, is not 
to be confounded with a decrease ofXcrime. 
In the study of social phenomena our para- 
mount duty is to look at facts and not ap- 
pearances. 

How to make the punishment fit the crime 
is the point of Prof. Ferri’s researches and 
inquiries. ~,He does not believe in the tradi- 
tional methods for the suppression of crime 
and argues vigorously with facts and figures 
against them. He takes the planof arriving 
ata more or less satisfactory solution of the 
criminal problem by inquiring into the causes 
which are producing the criminal population 
and to institute remedies based upon the re- 
sults of such an inquiry. 

It is not a little singular that Italy, which 
is not regarded as the most progressive of 
nations, should take so active a part in form- 
ulating new ideas on the subject of crime and 
criminals. For the last fourteen years she 
has kept pace with if not led the world in the 
discussion of this subject in its various 
ramifications. 


Data of Criminal Anthropology. 


Prof Ferri has long been convinced by 
study of works on criminal anthropology, 
and more especially by personal observation 
of a larze number of criminals, whether mad 
or of normal intelligence, that the data of 
criminal anthropology are not entirely ap- 
plicable, in their complete and essential 
form, to all who commit crimes. As for 
organic ahomalies, he reproduces from his 
study of homicides a, summary of results 
for a single category of these anomalies 
which a methodical observation of every 
class of criminals will carry further and 
render more precise, as Lombroso has al-. 
ready shown (see the fourth edition of his 
work, 1889, page 273):

80 slowly thus far in Chicago Postoffice af- 
fairs there is litfle hope expressed of their 
appreciating the element of time in the re- 
moval of the old ruin. The business inter- 
ests about the block expect more or less in- 
convenicnce and annoyance, as well as some 
loss of business, on account of the absence 
of the Postoffice and the thousands of peo- 
ple who go there daily, so there is little dis- 
position shown to put up with unnecessary 
delays in the removal of what will be a junk- 
yard after April 1. 

Even after the contracts are let their form 
will have much to do with the removal of the 
débris. The three schemes talked of are the 
sale of the building outright, the tearing 
down and removal at a stated price, and the 
sale of the material, as it now is, to different 
persons. 

Tearing down the building and removing it 
, without regard to what might be made off 

the material is thought to be the best plan. 
The shortest possible haul would be to the 
Lake-Frent, over the Van Buren viaduct, 
using the refuse for filling. This would be 
equivalent amost to placing dynamite under 
the walls and after the explosion removing 
the wreck without regard to value. Mr. 
Hesing thinks this the best plan. 


Result of Selling Building. 


Another plan is to sell the building. Should 
this be done the contractor would use the 
block as a huge junk yard. Each piece of 
stone and each door or window would be 
carefully handled so it would not be dam- 
aged. Then the building would be torn down 
ae sae part was sold, and that would mean 

elay. 

The scheme of selling the materials, or 
saving as much as possible for the new 
structure, would aggravate the delay. Aft- 
er April 1 the government will be at an ex- 
pense of $5,000 a month for rents until the 
new building is finished. This, with the loss 
to surrounding property, is estimated at a 
large sum, sufficient, at least, to warrant 
some sacrifice of old material in order to save 
time. 

The greatest delay, howev er, is thought to 
be due tothe neglect of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to move sufficiently early in the matter 
of letting contracts.
